EYES OF THE DEAD OPENED, 


A Most Pecullar Case Which Can 
iu Toronto 


to Light 

A Pamily Greatly 
Agitated, 

Toronto, July 2, 

The funeral Mrs. Samuel Bacon 
of Giackburn-ave,, who died on Monday 
morning last agvd 69, conducted 
sday afternoon amidst a 
concourse of friends and relatives 
Duesday morning Mr. Bacon, who 
coneolabl: over his greut loss 
slitting alone with her body in his 
&@pproached the bedside 
and lovingly stroked Ux 
Geparted. Yo his astonishment 
eyes opened wide and looked at him 
With such Intelligence that ne ran 
downstairs and summon-d the tamily 
to the room, thinking that perhaps af- 
ter all not death but a tranc had 
Overtaken her, Mrs. Bacon gazed up- 
On her sons and daughters in a wide- 
awake manner for a few moments 
and then, to their great grief, the lov- 
ing eyes slowly closed again forever. 

A reporter yesterday called on 
the physiclan of the family, Dx B. 
J. Barrick of Bond-street, wio courte- 
ously gave the facts of the case. “ Mrs. 
Bacon,"’ said the doctor, “ had a stroke 
of paralysis some months ago, and has 
been an invalid ever since, jatterly not 
being even able to walk. 1 was Galied 
in to see her on Sunday, when, finding 
she was dying, told the family that it 
Was & matter of a few hours onty. On 
Monday morning, when I called again, 
there was crape on the door, and I 
found that my patient was dead, and 
not a doubt about it.” 

“ What, then, do you think, doctor, was 
the cause of the opening of the eyes?” 
asked the reporter, 

“ Well, do you know,” was the reply, 
“that if the eyelid was brushed up in 
the caressing motion of the hand the 
stiffened condition of the muscles 
would keep it raised until the fora of 
gravity slowly brought it back again, 
and what you say about the look of 
intelligence in the expression could be 
accounted for by the imagination and 
iciaaa State which the family were 
n.”’ 

“In the course of my practice,”’ the 
physician went on, “I have had sev- 
eral cases where people would have it 
that thelr dear ones were not dead, and 
insisted upon my returning to look at 
them again. I remember one case last 
Winter of a poor old mother who had 
nursed a paralytic son for 15 years, 
who, seeing a slight color come into his 
tace as he lay dead upon the bed on 
the very day of the funeral, wouldn't 
let the proceedings go on unt. she had 
¢ome for me and brought me back to 
make sure that they were not little 
Signs of life that she had seen in ner 
boy.” 

Asked if he had come across cases 
in Toronto where persons who had be-n 
thought to bé dead had come to life 
berore burial, Dr. Barrick sald that 
none such occurred to him, 

The reporter instanced a cass where 
the heaving of the brast of a young 
girl supposed to be dead two days and 
the escape of 4 sigh had brought hope 
back to the family as they were mov- 
ing the body preparatory to placing in 
the coffin. 

This the doctor accounted for by the 
escaping of air from the lungs. “ Yes, 
Ive been the family doctor for ten 
years,” add-d Dr, Barrick in conclu- 
sion. “Mr, Bacon was formerly 8u- 
perintendent of proof butts at the 
Woolwich Arsenal in London, Eng- 
land. They feel very keenly over their 
loss.”

‘ tlonately less space in the atarare 
compartment of the vessel, It Is ees 
to say that tomatoes shiuld not . 
packed in cases exceeding five and @ 
half inches in depth, outside measure~ 
ment, A convenient size for handling 
and shipping this fruit would be cesta 
measuring outside 22 inches long, 10 
inches wide, 5 1-2 inches deep; and 
provided with a partition cross wise 
in the middle, The boxes should be 
made of light planed lumber and 50 

constructed as to allow of ventilatlon, 

The thickness of the lumber might be 

five-eighths of an inch for the ends and 

partition.and three-eighths of an Inch 
for the sides, top and bottom. Ventila- 
tion could be provided for by using 
side pieces slightly narrower than 
called for by the depth of the box. 

The top and bottom pleces should come 

flush to the corners. This would 

leave a ventilating slit along the side 
without weakening the package, Such 

a case would hold about four dozen 

medium sized tomatoes. 

Each tomato should be wrappel In 
tissue paper, or in a light cheap grade 
of printer's paper. They should be 
carefully packed, stem-end down, in 
such a manner as to leaye them firm- 
ly in place when the case is filled. 

Each case should bear the shipper’s 
name, with the quantity or number of 
tomatoes it contains. The brand “‘Can- 
ada,” or “Canadian,” should also be 
Put on conspicuoualy. 


KILLED BY A BULL ANT, 


A Georgia Boy, Stung by @ne of the In- 
sects, Died Ten Minutes Afterward 
tm Great Agony. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., July 1.—Ben 
Harris, the son of a farmer, was bal- 


ing cotton in a large field near Pond 
Springs, Ga., when a laborer working 
near him heard the boy give a wild 
scream. The young man then ran a 
few feet and sank to the ground, 
writhing and screaming in agony, In 
ten minutes the boy was dead. An 
examination showed that Harris had 
been stung by a ‘bull ant,”’ as the in- 
sect Is called in that country. The ant 
was found clinging to the swollen pur 
ple ankle of the unfortunate lad, and 
Was secured and preserved by David 
Hall, a Chattanoogan, who was in the 
vicinity. Mr. Hall said that “bull 
ants” are numerous in the Pigeon 
Mountans, the Scene of young Harris’ 
death, They are about an inch In 
length, and have a stinger which Is 
fully half an inch long. One other 
case Is on record where the bite of the 
insect proved fatal. .

BAD SMASH AT THE FALLS, 


Head End Collision Between a Train of 
Plat Cars and an Excursion Train 
~ Several Persous lojared,. 


Niagara Falls, Ont., July 
Michigan Central had a lucky 
end collision on the Niagara branch 
at 11,10 o'clock this evening, when a 
train of empty flat cars in charge of 
Michigan Central Conductor John Neil 
and Engineer McBain struck a Niagara 
Central special passeng*r train run- 
ning from St. Catharines wlth the Nla- 
Gara Falls fire department and friends, 
where they had been attending the fire- 
men's demonstration to-day. The col- 
lision occurred on Park-street crossing, 
about a block west of the Clifton depot. 
Both engines were badly damaged. 

The Niagara Central engine had be- 
hind it a combination car and day 
coach, both packed with excursionists, 
and was running about six miles per 
hour when they struck, The front of 
the combination car was completely 
demolished. The passengers were 
pitched ovér the seats on top of each 
other and escaped death miraculously. 
About a dozen of them were more or 
less bruised and cut about the head 
and body, the worst being Mr. Russell 
of Niagara Falis Centre, whose back 
is badly Injured 

Miss Loulse Martin of this town was 
earried out of the car badly sirgrxen up 
and suffering complete nervous’ pros- 
tration. 

Albert Newman of this town was 
knocked Insensible from being pitched 
over a seat. 

Mr, Baker of Suspension Bridge, N. 
Y., was rendered unconscious and was 
found doubled up under the seats. He 
was supposed to be dead at frst, but 
after restoratives beeng administered 
came to and complained only of being 
hurt on the thigh, and left ror home 
with assistance. 

The baggageman and one or two pas- 
sengers were pitched out of the bag- 
gage oar headlong and escaped with a 
few scratches. Who is to blame for 
the accident stems to be unknown at 
present.

WILL THE U.P.K. GO IN? 


Sir William Van Horne Confers With the 
Joint Traffic Association im New 
York - Diplomatte Tatk. 

New York, July 1.—Sir Wm. C. Van 
Horne, President, and T. G. Shaughnes- 
sy, Vice-President of the C.P.R.,«njoyed 
a triendly conference with the members 
of the Joint Traffic Association in this 
city today. The question under con- 
sideration Was whether the Canadian 
Pacific was ready to join the associla- 
tion in its efforts to maintain rates. 

President VanHorne assured the 
members of the Joint Trattic Commit- 
tee of his earnest desire to hay the 
rates of railway transportation Kept 
on a stable and uniform basis. He in- 
timated that the Canadian Pacific 
would be willing to join the association 
providing that such action would not 
interfire with or injure the North- 
western eastbound traffic which orlgin- 
ales on this line. : 

Messrs. Ingalls, Thomas and Sir 
Charles Rivers-Wilson, members of the 
committee, endeavored to point out 
that in loyal co-operation lay the only 
hope of putting a stop to the mischiev- 
ous practice of rate cutting. Each road 
concerned, it Wag argued, should be 
willing to make some small sacritice 
in order to secure a much better bene- 
nt. 

The Canadian Pacific officers did not 
offer any suggestions as to what con- 
ceasions their road might demand, and 
the committee avoided touching upon 
this point. In @ general way both par- 
tiles to the conference seemed to agree, 
and anotber mecting will be held to- 
morrow to discuss detalls,

Among the Maritime Powers of the World 
—New Vessels Bullt Last Year 

Ottawa Notes. 

July 2—(Special.)—DPhe De- 
partment of Marine and Fisheries has 
just published the Canadian shipping 
list for the year 1895. The total num- 
ber of vessels on the register book of 
the Dominion on Jan. 1 last, including 
old and new vessel sailing ve ¢ls, 
steamers and barges, was 7262, meur 
Suring 825,836 tons registered tonnage, 
being an Increase of 17 and a 
decrease of 43,788 tons register, as com- 
pared with 1894. The number of steam- 
ers on the registry book on the same 
date was 1718, with a grogs tonnage of 
217,007 tons. Assuming the average 
value to be $30 per ton, the value of 
the registered tonnage of Canada 
Would be $24,775,080. 

The number of new vessels built and 
registered in the Dominion during last 
year was 250, measuring 16,270 tons re~ 
gistered tonnage, Estimating the value 
of the new tonnage at $45 per ton, it 
gives a total value of $732,150 for the 
new vessels,

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WARREN MURDERED HIS WIPE. 


Sinshed Mer Horribly with a Razor and 
Nearly Severed Her Head from the 


Kody Then se ral. 


Winnipeg, July 2.—(Special.)—The 
coroner to-night held an inquest on 
the bodies of William Warren and 
Blizabeth, his whfe. The evidence 
showed that last night Warren had 
been drinking, and his wife was #0 
much afraid of him that she spent 
the night in the streets.

Then, covered 
with blood, he stood before a mirror 
and gashed his own throat so desper- 
ately that he died In 20 minutes. 

The interlor of Warren's residence 
was a fearful sight, carpets, furniture, 
curtains and bricca-brac being spatter- 
ed with blood.

They Had No Justification for Arresting 
Mr. Harrison's Enginecring Party —

from time to time—notably tho 


murder; the. pollution of Parliamont by 
the presence of the rebol and murderer 


Louis Riol; the notorious Argentouil 
spooch of tho late Hon, L. 8. IIuntington ; 
the execution of Louis Riel; the Jesuits 
Estatos Act; and finally the Manitobv 
school question. Had tho INTELLIGENCER 
simply sought for popularity, it could in 
connection with some’of the matters refer- 
ed to, by pandering to racial prejudice or 
religious bigotry, haye won temporary 4p- 
proval from thousands of true and loyal 
Canadians who were swayed for the timo 
being by passion instead of by reason ; but 
this journal preferred to stand upon solid 
ground—upon justice to all men—and gave 
a firm adherence to the constitution ; and 
by so doing tho approval and respect of 
the best men of all parties and sects within 
our constituency has been won and retain- 
ed. 

Therefore, when we say that a real 
danger has arisen in the fact that the 
Administration which will shortly be form- 
ed by Mr, Laurier must depend for their 
majority upon the French representatives 
of the province of Quebec, our words will 
neither be misunderstood as the frothings 

_of a Francophobe nor unheeded as the 

prejudiced utterances of a mere partizan. 

The alarming feature of the situation, to 
which we refer, does not consist in the 
fact that a very large majority of the 
French Qanadians have abandoned their 
political principles in order to secure a 
Premier of their own race and religion— 
that, in a word, they have been influenced 
by racial prejudice instead of politica) 
opinion. Regrettable as is this fact, 
which may be the cause of arousing pfe- 
judice in the other provinces, greatly to 
the detriment of the national interests, it 
is not that with which we have 
to deal at present. The right of the 
sovereign people to vote as they 
please is not to be disputed. The danger 
to the country consists not in the facts 
above alluded to, but in the placing of 
such men as J. I. Tarte, James McShane, 
R. Prefontaine, C. Langelier and Ernest 
Pacaud in a position to follow their former 
well-known practices. It has been well 
said by the Toronto Globe that some of 
those men ought to be in gaol for their 

rascalities in connection with the Mercier 

robberies ;and yet the prospective Premier, 
in his first public utterance following his 
victory in Quebec, spoke of two of the men 
referred to, who had just been rejected 
by the electors at the polls, in terms of 
the highest confidence and warmest per- 
sonal affection, and intimated that he 
would place them in Cabinet offices. -This 
is where the danger comes in: for certain 
of the men referred +7“have been spoken 
of in such.a-yay by Liberal journals as to 
lead wo a well-grounded fear that the 
rascalities which were perpetrated under 
the Mercier regime might be repeated at 

Ottawa. 

Further, as the Mail and Empire points 
out, the Government must rely on the 
French-Canadians for their working 
majority ; and, if the characters of several 
of those men, as reported to us, have not 
been painted in too sombre colors, they 
can only be relied upon for one thing— 
self-aggrandizement at the public expense. 
A littie knot of nine or ten of such men 
can atany moment put Mr. Laurier out- 
Let him refuse any demand, however im 
proper, that may be made upon him by his 
Quebec followers, and off goes his head. 
None of us can forget what was termed the 
No. 8 conspiracy which was organized 
against the Conservatives by Tarte. The 
Government was asking Parliament for 
authority to advance money to the Cuana- 
dian Pacific Railway Company in the shape 
ofaloan, It was a wise proposition, as 
events proved. ‘Tarte, however, swooped 
down upon Ottawa with a horde of heelers 
and canyassed the Bleus to yote against 
the loan unless Sir John Macdonald con- 
sented to make an allowance to Quebee on 
account of its railway expenditures. It 
happened that Sir John had a clear major- 
ity over Quebec, and so the scheme failed. 

Mr. Laurier has no such protection as Sir 
John had, and what is more, he has a fol- 
lowing which, after eighteen years of exile 
from office at Ottawa and four years’ ex- 
clusion from office at Quebec, is equipped 
with an extremely keen appetite. 

The public cannot too closely watch Mr. 
Laurier and his foliowers. The leader and

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The Masters of Ounada. 


La Patrie, the Liberal paper in Montreal, 
asserted on the morning after the election 
that the French-Canadian race had at last 
secured the sovereignity. “Guard tnat 
* sovercignity well,” added Mr. Lauricr’s 
organ, n the same day l'Electeur spoke 
in similar terms. L’Electeur, it will be re- 
membered, is the paper controlled by 
Pacaud, the man who kept the * toll-gate ” 
while Mercier was In power, Pacaud com- 
menced life at Arthabaskaville, Mr. 
Laurier’s home, a poor man. During the 
Mackenzie Administration he developed a 
proclivity for politics of the character 
ecullar to the Rouge clement. An afli- 
avit taken by Mr. Duval, 0 Justice of the 
Peace, of Three Rivers, asserts that when 
Mr. Letellier had dismissed Mr, DeBoucher- 
ville, and the Joly Government had taken 
contro! of local aifairs, Pacaud went to Mr. 
Duval and told him that the registrarship 
of Three Rivers was vacant, that Mr, 
Lajoic, a Rouge member of the House of 
Commous, was offering $2,000 for it, but 
that he (Pacaud) could get it for Mr. 
Duval's nephew for the sum of $1,509, 

Mr. Laurier took a fancy to Pacaud after 
this, and installed him at Quebec as the 
manager of his party paper there—I'Elec- 
teur. Pacaud has since become immensely 
wealthy. When the Mercier eae was 
made it was discovered that he had salted 
down some of the money in New York.

Oatatio, ina 
word, will on the defensive, and we 
shall have to exercise our best «forte to 
ward off the evils that threaten until the 
hour of peril is past —Mail and Empire.

We associate God with 

We can see a divine purpose in the dls- 
covery of America, in the invention of 
the art of printing, In the exposure of 
the gunpowder plot, in the contrivance 
of the needle gun, in the ruin of an 
Austrian or Napoleonia despotism, but 
how hard it is to see God In the minute 
personal affairs of our lives! We think 
of God as making a record of the starry 
host, but cannot realize the Bible truth 
that He knows how many hairs are on 
our head, It seems a grand thing that 
God provides food for hundreds of 
thousands of Israelites in the desert, 
but we cannot appreciate the truth that 
when a sparrow is hyngry God stoops 
down and opens its mouth and puts 
the seed In. We are struck with the 
{dea that God fills the universe with 
His presence, but cannot understand 
how He encamps In the crystal palace 
of a dewdrop or finds room to stand 
between the alabaster pillars of the 
pond lily, We can see God in the 
clouds. Can we see God in the flowers 
in our feet? 

We are apt to place God on some 
great stage, or try to do it, expecting 
Him there to act out His stupendous 
projects, but we forget that the life of 
a Cromwell, an’ Alexander or a Wash- 
ington or an archangel is not more 
under divine Inspection than your iife 
or mine. Pompey thought there must 
be a mist over the eyes of God because 
he so much favored Caesar. But there 
is no such mist. He sees everything. 
We say God's path is In the great 
waters. True enough, but no more cer- 
tanly than He is In the water, In the 
glass on the table. We say God guides 
the stars in their courses. Magnificent 
truth! But no more certain than that 
He decides which road or street you 
shall take in coming to church. Un- 
derstand that God does not sit upon an 
indifferent or unsympathetic throne, 
but that He sits down beside you to-day 
and stands beside me to-day, and no 
affair of our lives is so Insignificant 
but that it is of importance to God. 

In the first place, God chooses our 
occupation for us. I am amazed to 
see how many people there are dissat- 
isfled with the work they have to do, 
I think three-fourths wish they were 
in some other occupation, and they 
spend a great deal of time In regret- 
ting that they got in the wrong trade 
or profession. I want to tell you that 
God put into operation all the influences 
which led you to that particular 
chalice. Many of you are not in the 
business that you expected to be in. 
You started for the ministry and learn- 
ed merchandise, You started for the 
law, and you are a physician. You 
preferred agriculture, and you become 
a@ mechanic. You thought one way. 
God thought another, But you ought 
not to sit down and mourn over tie 
past. You are to remember that God 
arranged all these circumstances by 
which you were made what you are. 

Hugh Miller says, “I will be a stone- 
mason.” God says, “You will be a geol- 
Ogist.””. David goes out to attend his 
father’s sheep. Saul goes out to hunt 
his father’s asses, and before he gets 
back finds the crown of regal dominion, 
How much happler would we be if we 
were content with the places God gave 
us! God saw your temperament and all 
the circumstances by which you were 
surrounded, and I believe nine-tenths 
of you are In the work you are best 
fitted for. I hear a great racket In my 
watch, and I find that the hands and 
the wheels and the springs are getting 
out of their places. I send it down to 
the jeweler’s and say, “Overbaul that 
watch and teach the wheels and the 
springs and the hands mind their 
own business.” You know a man hay- 
ing a large estate. He gathers his 
working hands in the morning and says 
to one, “You go trim that vine,”’ to 
another, “You go and weed those fow- 
ers,”’ to another, “you plow that tough 
glebe,” and each one goes to his par- 
ticular work. The owner of the estate 
points the man to what he knows he 
can do best, and so it is with the Lord,

I hear a man say “That idea belit- 
tles God. You bring Him down to such 
little things.’"” Oh, I have a more thor 
ough appreciation of God in little 
things than I have in great things, The 
mother does not walt until the child 
has crushed itg foot or broken its arm 
before she administers sympathy, The 
child comes in with the least brulse, 
and the mother kisses it God does 
not walt for some tremendous crisis 
in our life, but comes down to us In 
our most insignificant trials and 
throws over us the arms of His mercy, 

Golng up the White Mountains some 
years ago I thought of that passage 
in the Bible that speaks of God as 
As 
I louked at those great mountains, I 
thought, can it be possible that God 
put these great mountaing in 
ecales? It was an idea too great for 
me to grasp, but when I saw a blue bell 
down by the mule’s foot on my way 
up Mount Washington then I under- 
stood the kindness and goodness of 
God, It Is not so much of God in great 
things I can understand, but of God in 
little things. 

There js a man who says, "That doc- 
trine cannot be true, because things do 
g0 so very wrong.” I reply it Is no tn- 
consistency on the part of God, but a 
lack of understanding on our part. I 
hear that men are making very fine 
shawls in some factory. I go In on the 
first floor and see only the raw mater- 
jals, and I ask, “Are these the shawls 
I have heard about?” “No, says the 
manufacturer, “go up to the Next 
floor." And I go up, and there I begin 
to see the design, But the man says: 
“Do not stop here. Go up to the lop 
floor of the factory and you will see 
the idea fully carried out.” I do 
and, having come to the top, see the 
complete pattern of an exquisite shawl. 
So in our life, standing down on a low 
level of Christian experience we do not 
understand God's dealings, He tells us 
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so, 


begin to understand the divine mean- 
ing with respect to us, and we advance 
stand at the very gate of 
heaven, and there see God's idea all 
wrought out—a perfect idea of mercy, 
of love, of kindness. And we say, “Just 
and true are all Thy ways.” It is all 
right at the top. Remember there ts 
no inconsistency on the part of God, 
but it is only our mental and spiritual 
incapacity. 

Some of you may be disappointed this 
suramer—vacations are apt to be disap- 
pointments—but whatever your per- 
plexities and worriments know that 
“man’s heart deviseth his way, but the 
Lord dlrecteth his steps.” Ask these 
aged men in this church if it is not 
so. It has been so In my own life, One 
summer I started for the Adirondacks, 
but my plans were so changed that r 
landed in Liverpool. I studied law, 
and I got into the ministry. I resolved 
to go as a missionary to China, and I 
stuid in the United States. I thought I 
would like to be in the east, and I went 
to the west—all the olrcumstances of 
life, all my work, different from that 
which I expected, “A man's heart de- 
viseth his way, but the Lord directetn 
his steps.” 

So, my dear friends, this day take 
home this subject. Be content witb 
such things as you have. From every 
grass blade under your feet learn the 
lesson of divine care, and never let the 
smallest bird filt across your path with- 
out thinking of the truth that two spar- 
rows are sold for a farthing, and one 
of them shall not fall on the ground 
without your Father, Blessed be His

A Parisian Scientist Makes Some Wonder- 
ful Discoveries. A Hundred 
Lepers in Paris. 


New York, July 2.—A London special 

to The Sun says: The discovery recent- 
ly of a leper wandering homeless in 
the streets of Paris has been followed 
by the announcement that fully a hun- 
dred sufferers from the loathsome dis- 
ease are at large among the poor of 
the French capital. Coupled with this 
news comes the somewhat re&ssuring 
statement to the Academy of Science, 
by Dr. Bouffe, that he has succeeded 
in curing severe cases of leprosy. He 
had been struck with the results ob- 
tained by the ald of graduated organic 
injections in cases of eczema and psorm 
lasis The doctor sought to modify 
the condition of the nervous system 
by strengthening without exciting it, 
and soon noted the correctness of his 
conception, He also studied by 
means of a new technical process the 
constitution of the blood of leprous pa 
tlents, and succeeded in demonstrating 
the presence of bacillus of leprosy, 
which had never before been discover- 
ed elsewhere than in leprous tuber- 
cles.

Another suicide from the Rosedale 
Ravine bridges has been added to the 
list. Five times during the last few 
months has a human being thrust him- 
Self over these bridges and in four 
cases with fatal results. 

At 6.35 last night an unknown man 
walked onto the Sherbourne-street 


bridge until he came to the centre, and | 


then, casting a look up and down the 
thoroughfare, he was seen to scale the 
Yalling and then, after holding the 
ledge for a moment by his hands, al- 
low himself to drop into space. He 
fell into the roadway of the Rosedale 
Drive and was killed instantly. 

The little girl who saw the act was 
Ethel Suckling, 157 Bloor-street east, 
and she told Peter Wilson, a motorman 
on a Belt Line car. He went for Dr. 
J. C, Patton, who lives in Bioor-street 
ears. 

The medical man was at the dead 
man's side a few minutes after the 
fatal Jump. Dr. A, O. Hastings was 
also summoned and on examination the 
suicide was found to be in a horribly 
mangled condition. Both his legs were 
fractured in several places, his wrists 
aud arms were also broken and his 
skull was probably fractured at the 
base. 

Policemen Bowers (26) and Ross (106) 
had arrived by this time, and they 
Summoned the patrol wagon. The re- 
mains were removed to the Morgue, 

Coroner Grelg was notified and is- 
sued a warrant for an Inquest at the 
Morgue on Monday. 

There was absolutely no mark what- 
ever on any of the man’s effects that 
would lead to his identity. All that 
Was found in his pockets was four 
coppers, three bits of lead pencil, a 
pipe, a knife, half a plug of smoking 
tobacco and a pocket handkerchief 
with a pink stripe on the border, 

The suicide ig a largely bullt man, 
about 45 years of age, 5 feet 10 Inches 
tall, and would weigh nearly 200 
pounds. He js of rather fair com- 
plexion, the top of his head being bald, 
the hair on the sides being sanay-grey 
in color, He is clean shaven, with the 
exception of the mustache, which Is 
thick and bristly and of a reddish 
color. His eyes are blue-grey. 

He was attired In a sult of dark grey 
material with a reddish-brown wide 
check pattern in it, a flannel shirt, 
brown merino socks, black laced boots 
and brown felt hat. His trousers are 
of a make seldom seen here and known 
in the Old Country as the Spavor, 

Deceased was clothed as a laboring 
man, but did not seem to look much 
like one. He had apparently been out 
of work for a long time, as his hands 
Were very soft, 

In polic ‘oe It Is thought that the 
man resembles very much an old-timer 
named Bill Fowler, who lives In the 
city, but has no gettled place of abode, 

At the House of Providence they 
close promptly at 9% o'clock, and it Is 
apparently impossible to get inside or 
to get communication by telephone af- 
ter that hour. 

Policeman Forrest visited the Morgue 
lute last night and found that deceas- 
ed was not William Fowler. 

It was rumored that deceased had 
resided at the Victor Mission, but par- 
tiles from tbat Institution falled to 
identify the remains.

In the terrible battle for honor and 
life the little dining room in which the 
murder was committed was spattered 
with blood, and when the body was 
the following day it pre- 
sented 4 sickening spectacle. 

The description of the tragedy given 
by the prisoner is a ghastly and re- 
volting one, showing that in his anger 
and desperation he took the most ex- 
measures to overcome the girl 
before he finally concluded, for his own 
future safety, to commit the greater 
crime of murder, Wheeler says he re- 
alizes the gravity of the act he commit- 
tedand is now willing to die for taking 
the girl's life. He had been infatuatea 
with Annie Kempton for some llme, 
but after receiving his attentions for a 
while she became tired of him and ar- 
terwards repulsed all his advances. He 
had been known to make threats 
against her on several occasions. 
Though all the evidence at the trial 
Was circumstantial, It was considered 
conclusive. 

The murder took place on the night 
of Jan. 27, and on its discovery and the 
arrest of Wheeler on suspicion, feeling 
ran so high that for a time lynching 
was feared. To obtain a fair trial, a 
change of venue to Kentville was se 
cured. Wheeler is under sentence to 
be executed here Sept. 8,

MANY PUBLIC BEQUESTS, 


A Wealthy Neva Scotian Leaves Large Sums 
of Money to Instituttons. 


Halifax., N.S., July 4.—Godfrey P. 
Payzant of Windsor, who died several 
years ago, leaving an estate valued at 
$800,000, bequeaths his wealth largely 
to benevolent objects. The principal 
bequest of this nature Is $100,000 to 
Acadia College, half of which Is to 
go towards endowing a chair in the- 
ology and the other half to form a 
fund for the assistance of students. 
One thousand dollars fs also left to 
Acadia Seminary, $6000 to the Bap- 
tist Chureh of Chester-road, $1000 
to the Baptist Church at Three-Mile 
Plains, and $10,000 each to the Brit- 
ish and Foreign Mission Society, the 
Baptist Home Mission Board and the 
Foreign Mission Board. Four Hants 
County Sunday school libraries are 
assisted to the extent of $200. The 
town of Windsor Is to recelve $20,000 
to found an hospital, provided an 
equal sum fs raised within seven 
years. The residuary legatees are his 
grandson Bradshaw Paulin and two 
nephews, sons of John M, Payzant and 
George Payzant.

Ordinary 
vacancies should be filled up. Of 
these there are a number, some of 
them existing for weeks, Ido think that 
we ought not to make any new appoint- 
ments or create vacancies by any process, 
{t order to get our friends offices. It is 
quite constitutiona: for us todo even that, 
but the ground I took in 1873-4 was that I 
did not object, even after the mo ion of no 
confidence was moved, to the Ministry fi!!- 
ing vacancies required in the public inter- 
est.

In regard to vacating office, Mr. Macken- 
zie Jaid down his views in the following 
letter to the Governor-General ;—- 

Dear Lorv Duerertn,—The elections 
for the Hou-e of Commons are not yet al! 
concluded ; nor is it at a'l certain what may 
be the fina: determination of many disput- 
ed returns, but enough is known to tndude 
me to take decided action with reference to 
the general result. In my proposed course 
my colleagues all concur. * * * 

* The protectionist principle undoubtedly 
obtained a yictory at the polls. The know- 
ledge of the wonderful success of Great 
Britain in developing her trade and com- 
merce under the opposite system, and the 
sad results of the attempt by the United 
States to car. y out a protectionist policy, as 
exbivited in the ruinous state of the'r 
shipp'ng and manufactures, and the ¢ -owth 
ofacommunistic fecling were ali.e dis- 
regarded, Under these circumstances the 
proper course would probably be for the 
Government to meet Parliament at the 
earlicst possible moment in order that no 
time should be lost in giving elfect toa 
policy the counay had approved of. We 
ielt, nowever, thatit would be unpleasant 
to remain in office after asserting that there 
was no probabilifiy of the policy of the Gov- 
erninent being sustained by the new House. 
The other course would doubtless be the one 
in accordance with Koglish practice, but 
there are two precedents of a recent date in 
favor of a resignation before the mecting of 
Parliament, thesé preceden!s being made by 
leadets of b th political parties in Enpland, 
Fe-ling that we are justified in pur-uing 
that course, I have resolved, with the con- 
cv sence of my colleagues, to clove up i"! 
bu-iness in the depetiments at the oxrliest 
possible moment, with the view of enabling 
our successors to mect Parliament nt an 
early day with measeres for carrying into 
effect the policy to whicn they committed 
themselves at the election.

New York, July 6—Isaac N. Ford 
cables from London to The Tribune: 
Vhe Sultan has issued a new serles of 
promises respecting Crete, including 
amnesty and reforms. After the re~ 
cent experience in Armenia, these must 
be regarded as a form of Oriental flat 
currency, which js _ practically irre- 
deemable. The only reform measures 
which the Sultan seems capable of 
carrying out are burning villages and 
lopping off Chris'fan ears. What Rus 
tia wishes the Sultan to do in Crete 
Will be done. England seems to have 
lost all influence in Constantinople, 
and the Sultan has only one friend at 
Westminster, Mr. Ashmead Bartlett. 

European politics are stagnant, the 
most significant incident being the 
passage of a oivil code applicable to 
the whole of Germany after 1900. This 
is an Important step taken In the dl- 
rection of the complete unification of 
the Fatherland. 

British politics are hopelessly dull. 
The rating bill has been passed after 
a prolonged strusgle and an all night 
Session. The final vote showed how 
helpless is a great majority in con- 
ducting legislation when even a weak 
minority is in earnest and well led in 
obstruction tactics.

Hamilton, July 6,—(Special.)—The re- 
count was not finished to-night, as 
expected, but it will likely be over to- 
morrow morning, At 6 o'clock to-night 
50 divisions had been gone through, 
and the result was Macpherson 2867, 
Boyille 2802, giving Macpherson a mu- 
jority of 65 in these 50 divisions. Ac- 
cording to the returning officer's 
figures the majority for Macpherson 
was 161, so that there is a gain of 96 
for Boyille. There are 65 divisions in 
the city. But in addition to the figures 
given above, there are 200 or more bal- 
lots which in the recount were laid 
aside. The cross¢s were In some cases 
Placed in the oblong space before or 
after the candidates’ names; in other 
cases they were placed In the disc, but 
in such a manner as to make thelr 
validity doubtful. All such doubtful 
ballots are being placed aside, and 
When the counting is over they will 
be submitted to Judge Snider, The 
lawyers will argue as to whether they 
should be accepted or not, and the 
Judge will give his decision, elther tak- 
ing the voter’s motive into considera- 
tlon when he put a cross in the ob- 
long space, instead of in the disc, as 
Judge McDougall did in the East York 
case, or throwing these ballots out. 
When the counting is over the number 
of the ballots reserved for the Judge's 
decision will be several hundred, and 
thus at this stage it {s impossible to 
form any idea of how the re-count will 
0, but the lawyers acting for Mr. 
Macpherson, the Liberal candidate, ap- 
peared rather depressed this qavening, 
while the Conservative organizer, Mr 
Nesbitt, was more jubilant than usual.

When the Premier has handed in his 
resignation to the Governor-General, 
Lord Aberdeen will send for Mr. Lau~ 
rler, who is anxiously walting for the 
summons in Montreal, Assoon as the 
Liberal leader gets the Invitation to 
call upon His Excellency he will do so, 
and will immediately assume the task 
of forming a Ministry. One of Mr. 
Laurier's first acts as an adviser of 
Lord Aberdeen will be to obtain a 
proclamation further proroging Par- 
liament, as stated yesterday. A delay 
of two or three weeks will be neces~ 
sary so that Mr, Laurier may have 
time to form his Cabinet and have the 
members thereof re-elected. It is gen- 
erally understood that he has already 
as good as selected his Ministers. 

The secretary of the royal military 
tournament has written a very appre- 
clative letter to the Acting Adjutant- 
General,expressing thanks for the loan 
of uniforms and equipment of Cana- 
dian regiments, in order to adequately 
represent the Canadian force at the 
recent tournament.

A PIONEER SHIPBUILDER, 


Death at Mealord of «apt. Hugh Chisholm, 
Aged 72 Vears —The Barly Lake Craft 
Which He Constructed, 


Meaford, July 6.—Captain Hugh 
Chisholm, an old and highly esteemed 
citizen of Meaford, passed peacefully 
away at noon to-day, aged years. 
He was one of the pioneer shipbuilders 
and navigators of Canada jn his earlier 
years, and latterly for nearly a quar- 
ter of a century carried on a large 
mercantile grain and forwarding busi 
ness at Meaford. As a shipbuilder, be 
built at Port Credit the first centre- 
board schooner on the north shore of 
Lake Ontario, the Credit Cafef, In 
1850 he bullt the steamer Woodman at 
Port Perry, the first steamer on Lake 
Scugog and adjacent lakes. He was 
master of the vessel for three years, 
plying between Port Perry, Lindsay 
and Fenelon Falls. For the old North- 
ern Railroad Company he built in 1854 
the steamer J. C. Morrison, named ar- 
ter the late Judge Morrison, She was 
a palatial steamer for those days ald 
cost $60,000, She ran on Lake Simcoe. 
The old Lake Simcoe fayorite steamer, 
Emily May, owned by the late Capt. 
May, was bullt by the deceased at 
Belle Ewart, Captain Chisholm was 
part owner and master of the steamer 
Her Majesty, the first steamer to make 
direct trips from Toronto to Halifax, 
A few years ago he built the City of 
coy nation eR EE:

The 
heads of families are responsible for 
the public derelictlons of their child- 
ren, minor relatives 4nd employes. Al 
infractions of these regulations will be 
considered grounds for the revocation 
of permission to remain on the Island. 

Continuing, M. Menier said: “I pur- 
chased the Island of Anticosti! with 
every intention of respecting the laws 
of Canada in all details. There need 
not be the slightest fear that I shall 
not do so. But I have private rights 
as a property-owner, and I shall in- 
sist upon enforcing them.”

Mr. Dickey, Minister of Justice,when 
spoken to about the matter to-day, 
sald the Department made it an in- 
variable rule not to give advice in 
election cases, hence the Clerk of the 
Crown In Chancery would have to act 
on his own responsibility, 

The impression here js that had the 
re-count taken place, it is almost cer- 
tain Mr. Lavell, Conservative candi- 
date, would have got the seat. Mr. 
Kiost’s majority is only 9, and, al- 
though declared elected, if the courts 
should decide that he was wrongly 
given the seat he will be liable to a 
fine of $200 a day for every day he sits 
and votes in Parliament. Until the 
courts adjudicate on the matter, 
therefore, North Leeds will be practi- 
cally disfranchised.

HOW THE ChOMsS LOOK, 


Reports on the Whole are Encouraging, 
Both for the Great Northwest and 
the Province of Ontario, 


Toronto, July 7. 

The Meteorological Department has 
issued the following s®asonal notes: 

In the Dominion generally, as regards 
temperature, the month of June was 
nearly an average, with slight excess 
in Manitoba and the Northwest. 

Calgary—Crops favorably reported, 
wild fruits very plentiful. Experimental 
Farm, Brandon, Man, Abundant rain 
in June, grain of all kinds very rank, 
but a week later than last yeur, pasture 
extra good, hay will be plentiful, roots 
making good progress, wild frults pro- 
mise to be abundant, Experime2ntat 
Farm, Indian Head—Crops making ex- 
cellent growth, and reports from all 
parts of this district are most favor- 
able. Wheat coming into head, and all 
other cereals well advanced, Regina, 
Assa.—Grass on prairie most luxuriant, 
great improvement in state of crops 
due to recent hot weather, Morden, 
Man.—Crops on the higher land look- 
ing very good, but somewhat behind 
the average stage of growth at this 
time of year. Rosebank, Man,—Crops 
considering the late scason are l00k- 
ing fine. 

Ontario, 

Excepting, perhaps, the 
large amount of sunsnine which 
forced vegetation considerably, the 
weather has been about normal, In 
some portions of the province, more 
especially from the western shore of 
Lake Ontario west-northwest to Lake 
Huron, crops have been mucn aff*cted 
by drought, and although In other dis- 
tricts heavy thunderstorms have been 
experienced the land has not benefited 
much, owing to a large portion of the 
water flowing off quickly. In many dis-

Liverpool, July 7.—Upward of 20,000 
persons crowded the landing stage and 
th: adjoining streets when the An- 
cient and Honorable Artillery Com- 
puny of Boston landed from the steam- 
er Servia and cheered the yisitors re- 
Peatedly and with enthusiasm. Instead 
of marching to the Lime street Sta- 
tion, the company hastened to the 
Riverside Station, in order to catch a 
epecial train whieh left at 4.50 p.m., 
So that they might arrive in London 
in time to attend the banquet which ts 
to be given ‘in thelr honor tals even- 
ing, A deputation of the Honorable 
ArUllery Company, whose guests the 
Boston Company will be during thelr 
visit and the municipal authorities @ 
Liverpool, gave the visitors a hearty 
welcome 

Among those who have accepted in- 
vilutions to the banquet in London 
to-night are the Prince of Wales, the 
Duke of York, the Duke of Connanght, 
Field Marshal Lord Wolseley, Com- 
tmender in Chief of the British Forces;

bill passed at the last session of the 
United States Senate and now pending 
in the House relative to contempts in 
Federal Courts and providing for trials 
by jury in certain cases of contempts. 

No discrimination should be indulged 
in by the Government of the United 
States in favor of any of its neigh- 
bors. 

We approve of the refusal of the 
fifty-third Congress to pass the Pacl- 
fic Railroad Funding Bill, and de- 
nounce the effort of the presént Re- 
publican Congress to enact a similar 
ineasure. 

Recognizing the just claims of de- 
serving Union soldiers, we hearuly en- 
dorse the rule of Commissioner Mur- 
phy, that no names shall be arbitrari- 
ly dropped from the pension roll, and 
the fact of ¢nlistment in service should 
be deemed conclusive evidence against 
disease and disability before enlist- 
ment. 

We favor the admission of the Ter-

Full Text of the Beport of the Sub-Com- 
mittee on Resolutions. 


Chicago, July 8.—The following is the 
platform,as reported by the sub-com- 
mittee to the full committee on reso- 
lutions at its meeting this morning: 

We, the Democrats of the United 
States in National Convention as- 
sembled, do reaffirm our allegiance to 
those great essential principles of jus- 
tice and liberty upon which our instl- 
tutions are founded, and which the 
Democratic party has advocated from 
Jefferson’s time to our own, fre edom of 
speech, freedom of the pre ss,freedom of 
conscience, the preservation of person- 
ul rights, the equality of all citizens 
before the law, and the faithful ob- 
servance of constitutional limitations 

Recognizing that the money question 
ig paramount to all others at this 
time, we invite attention to the fact 
that the Federal constitution names 
silver and gold together as the money 
metals of the United States,and that 
the first colnage law passed by Con- 
gress under the constitution made the 
silver dollar the unit of value, and 
admitted gold to tree coinage at a 
ratio measured by the silver dollar

MR. OECIL RHODES. 


So much has been said and written of 
Jato about Dr. Jasneson, Mr. Cvoil Rhodes 
and the Charterol Company, idontitied 
with his namo, that it might be thought 
the subject was oxhausted, says the Mont 
real Gazette. But new developments take 
place ovory day. Thore is a class of poople 
whom ono always finds oa the stronger 
aide, like Austria in King Jolin, and as 
President Kruger and his Gorman allies 
geom jusu now to bo the winuers in the 
South African conilict, it is only to be ex- 
pocted thac such time-servers should back 
them up. If they needed backing, thoy 
would probably have to look elsewhere for 
it. Tho oxistonce of such a class does nob, 
however, account for tho bitterness of per- 
gonal antipathy manifested against Mr, 
Rhodes by certain Englishmen and some 
English journals, nor for tho exaggerated 
abuse of the Company, in somo cases ox- 
tending to all like organizations. So un- 
reasoning did the hostility against the 
latter become, even before the charges 
egainst Mr. Rhodes seemed to have much, 
foundation in reality, that the Marquis of 
Lorne thought it his duty, by a timely 
word, to remind the critics that all cow, 
pany administration was not necessarily to 
blamo because matters had gone weong in 
the Dark Continent. Lord Lorne then 
briefly reviews the services rendered by 
gome of the great companies, to trade, col- 
onization and the expansion and consolida- 
tion of the Empire. But the attacks did 
not cease. On the contrary, the more the 
friends of the Chartered Company defena- 
 édit, the moro virulent became the vitu- 
peration of its enemies. But as corpora- 
tions have no souls, we may suppose that 
the Company is not bowed down to the 
dust of humiliation by those strong ex- 
pressions of disapproval. It is the out- 
rageous tone of the enmity against Mr. 
Rhodes that calls for special remark. 
Even if every charge brou<ht against him 
were proved true, allowance being made 
for the provocation—and he would be a 
bold disputant who would contend that 
the policy of the Transvaal Goyernment 
wasathingto endure in silence or had 
any basis in justice—the language used by 
Truth, the Saturday Review and the 
Daily Chronicle would be wholly unjusti- 
fiable. He has been called a sneak and a 
coward, a man utterly seltish, who simply 
used others for his own aggrandizement, a 
‘man void of patriotism and even of human- 
ity, and actuated solely by basest greed.

has taken pains to make himself thor- 
oughly acquainted with the leading 
factors of European civilization. Thus 
he Is a good French scholar, an ex- 
pert photographer, and a lover of mod- 
ern music. At heart, however, he is 
a true namad, and likes nothing better 
than to spend whole days in the open 
country, lying in his tent or galloping 
after wild game. There are few better 
marksmen than he, as those who have 
seen him shoot with his Russian, Aus- 
trian and German guns can testify. 

A firm believer in the faith of his 
fathers is Mozaffer, Some claim that 
he is more of a recluse than a states- 
man or ruler. He ts certainly devout, 
and from the Persian point of view 
he leads a respectable life. He has 
only one wife, who is also his cousin, 
and there are not many women in his 
harem. He has had several children 
by his wife, but only two daughters 
are living. By his eoncubines he has 
three sons, who are now respectively 
20, 14 and 9 years of age. By the ad- 
vice of M, Bernay, who was for & 
long time French Consul at Tauris, 
and who enjoyed Mozaffer’s confidence, 
the education of these young princes 
has been intrusted to a French teacher, 
and, as a result, they speak French 
very well and have acquired other Bu- 
ropean accomplishments, A French 
governess has also been placed in 
charge of Mozaffer’s young daughters, 

The new Shah's personal appearance 
is striking. He dresses, as a rule, very 
plainly, and wears no insignia of rank. 
He is well built, his features are regu- 
lar, his eyes are large and more brown 
than black, his eyebrows are very 
heavy and his mouth is mobile and half 
concealed by a long black mustache. 
His face generally wears a kindly ex- 
pression and always impresses one with 
its calmness and imperturbablility, 

That Mozaffer’s succession will he 
disputed is by no means {mprobable. 

True, the new Shah Is very popular,- 
and the only one of his brothers who 
could make any headway against htm 
is universally hated. The eldest broth- 
er, Lelle Sultan, Governor of Ispahan, 
is at a great distance from the capital 
and jis not considered a dangerous 
rival. 

Quite different is the case with the 
other brother, Naib-el-Saltaneh, whois 
now at Teheran as Minister of War, 
He Is in possession of the famous trea- 
sure of the Shahs, which {fs of incalcul- 
able value. This treasure, which ts 
composed of many million dollars’ 
worth of gold and silver and precious 
stones, is secreted in the royal palace 
and is guarded by sentinels day and 
night. 

Besides this royal treasure there {s 
a quantity of jewels, which are also 
hidden in a secret room in the palace, 
Among them are diamonds, rubies, 
emeralds, pearls and other precious 
stones, the most splendid of all being 
a magnificent diamond, which is known 
as the “sea of light.” 

But the chief gem of this royal treas- 
ure is a large terrestrial globe of mas- 
sive gold. From the North to the South 
Pole this globe is studded with jewels, 
and the Persian letters forming the 
names of the capital cities are also 
mounted in brilliants. India is repre- 
sented by splendid amethysts, “Africa 
ig composed of rubles, England Is fash- 
ljoned of diamonds of the finest water, 
and the oceans are made of emeralds, 

Besides this, there is a portable mar- 
ble throne, which is surrounded by a 
great golden sun and fg copiously stud- 
ded with diamonds. Beneath this sun's 
rays stand stately birds, whose plum- 
age glitters with precious stones, The 
covering and the cushions on this 
throne are beautifully embroidered and 
fringed with large, fine pearls, 

Now Natb-el-Saltaneh, being practic- 
ally in possession of this treasure, it 
is not strange that many persons should 
consider him the chief stumbling 
block in Mozaffer's path, and that the 
peseimists among them should eyen 
hint that his ambition may lead to 
civil war

multiplication of power for men and 
éspecially for women, who, we notice, 
Vonjoy it much more than men do, and 
contrive somehow to avoid the look 
of care which is the special mark of 
the bicyclist; and we shall be cterious 
to note, when time has been given for 
the change to operate fully, what its 
precise effects are, They will not all 
be good 

Vj They will probably increase the gen 
eral happiness, for let the cynics say 
what they like, friendship is a great 
sweetener of life, and pleasant con- 
versation one of the few really en- 
joyable occupations, but they will im= 
pair nelghborliness, which rests In a 
degree we none of us like to formulate 
upon the sense that we must not quar- 
rel with, or avoid, or even sharply 
criticise, those among whom it ig our 
lot to live. 

The constant habit of the bicycle dis- 
sipates the mind just as a constant 
immersion in goclety does, and for the 
same reason—it renders reflection less 
frequent and less enjoyable. Why 
think when you can reach a pleasant 
circle five miles off in half an hour, 
and with no perceptible fatigue! Let 
those who doubt that this effect will 
be produced in the country note the 
curious increase the cycle is causing 
in the habit of meeting at lunch, and 
indeed in-the substitution of lunch 
for dinner. You cannot bicycle back 
on a dark night with your wife or 
sister in full dress; but you can lunch 
at 2 o'clock and cycle back in the cool 
of the evening with great enjoyment 
and no danger, 

Cycling, in fact, will increase the 
scattering and movability of country 
society, to the increase of its plea- 
sures and the loss of much of Its stead- 
fastness and quiet. The ancient ‘root- 
edness" of the country-sides will be 
gBreatly diminished, and we are old- 
fashioned enough to believe that in 
that quality was much not only of 
charm but utility—London Spectator. 
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He Broke the Record. 

John H. Watts, the Fall River, Mass., 
wheelman who lowered the record for 
aorun from San Francisco to New 
York nearly eight days, gives the fol- 
lowing account of the trip: 

“I have had a pretty hard trip, but 
am in good health and have gained 
two pounds since the stant; I ate five 
or six meals per day, and have got- 
ten away with eighteen anda half 
dozen eggs on the trip in addition to 
other food. Egg lemonade was an ex- 
cellent drink, but I have eaten every- 
thing that I wanted. 

“I was treated well throughout the 
entire route by bicyclists. I gained 
seven days between Ogden and New 
York; I collected 182 signatures during 
the journey, each of which is affixed 
to a blank, giving the name of the 
town, date, time of day ,cyclometer 
register, time of departure, condition 
of road from last point, condition of 
Weather and some landmark familiar 
to the inhabitants, and the signatures 
embrace station agents, telegraph 
Operators, express agents, chiefs of 
police, tradesmen, lawyers, doctors and 
clergymen, 

“I rode from Chicago to New York 
in nine days and twenty-two hours, 
and crossed the desert in ten days 
and eighteen hours. 

“The relay race," he said, “Is 
finest road possible between the two 
cities and the riders will have little 
difficulty in traveling at a good rate 
of speed. The road across the desert 
{s remarkably good on the railroad 
track, and the only places that will 
be at all difficult are the tunnels, which 
are about a foot deep with mud at all 
times.”

A Hint to Road Racers. 

Here is an Incident with a moral— 
An hour or so after the great Bor- 
deaux-Paris road race, in which nearly 
400 miles were covered in 21 hours, 
Gaston Rivierre, one of the winners 
was in his street clothes frolicking 
about town. Most of the other con- 
testants were In bed—physical wrecks 
—including Arthur Linton, the winner. 
“Tout Paris’ wondered ,and a cycling 
writer with a thirst for knowledge, 
asked Rivierre “how he did it.’’ The 
rider sald that ke averted fatigue, 
both bodily and mental, by observing 
the scenery and people as he passed 
along the route. Rivierre smashed 
a baker's dozen of records, but he 
didn't have to keep his nose glued to 
his front wheel to do it, 


Cost of an European Bicycle Tour. 

A New York oyclist, who toured in 
Europe last summer, says: Three dol- 
lars a day should be sufficient to cover 
all contingenoles. At one of the prin- 
cipal hotels in Rouen I paid only $2.20 
a day, viz., brenkfast, 3 cents; lunch, 
or whatever name should apply to their 
midday mean, 60 .cents; dinner, 70 
cents; room, 60 cents; service, 10 cents. 
The slight amount required to reach 
the $3 standard would more than suf- 
fice to purchase a better grade of 
wine than is served gratis at the din 
ner, and such samall fees ag are cus 
womary. ‘ 


Makeshifta for Disabled Wheels

wheel break, replace them with two 
or three taken at wide intervals from

London, July 8.—The visiting mem- 
bers of the Ancient and Honorable Ar- 
tillery Company of Boston left the Ho- 
tel Cecll this morning for Windsor, 
marching with band and colors to the 
Waterloo Station They escort- 
ed by the band of the Honorable Artil- 
lery Company of London and accom- 
panied by the Barl of Denbigh, Licut 
Colonel of the Honorable Artillery Com- 
pany The Company 
cheered along the route, 

Upon the arrival of the Company at 
Windsor they were received at the sta- 
tlon by the Mayor, the members of the 
Windsor corporation and a guard of 
henor After belng welcomed they 
marched to Windsor Castle, where they 
Were inspected by th Queen The 
Visitors were then entertained at lun- 
cheon In the Orangery and afterwards 
Were conducted through the State 
apartments of the castle, They re- 
turned to the railway station at 3% 
o'clock in the afternoon, The entire 
route from the castle to the station was 
profusely decorated with flags, and the 
Stirs and Stripes were holsted upon 
the Town Hall. 

United States Ambassador Layard 
and Mrs. Bayard were present at te 
inspection of the artillery company by 
the Queen, Mr. and Mrs, Bayard will 
remain at the castle as the guests of 
the Queen until to-morrow 

The Queen recelved the members of 
the Artillery Company on the East 
Terrace, and had introducd to her the 
colonel and adjutant of the Boston 
Company. Her Majesty expressed sat- 
isfaction at seeing the corps, saying 
she hoped that they had a pleasant pas- 
Sage from America and that they 
would enjoy their visit. The Queen also 
conversed with Mr, Bayard. 

The arrangements for the reception 
of the Ancient and Honorables were in 
charge of Major-General Sir John Car- 
stairs McNell, Equerry-in-Ordinary to 
the Queen. During the march of the 
company past the Queen her Majesty 
remained seated in the carriage in 
which she had been driven to the place 
appointed for the review. She did not 
at any time alight. The Princess 
Frederica of Hanover and several of 
the ladies of the court were present In 
levee dress. The Guards turned out as 
a mark of honor to the Artillery Com- 
pany, A number of court officials join- 
ed the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
men at luncheon. 

The Queen looked well and sald to 
Mr. Bayard that she was greatly pleas- 
ed to see her cousins from the United 
States.

Toronto, July 10. 

What will probably prove the last 
full meeting of the Ontario Cabinet for 
some time was held yesterday. Hon. 
Richard Harcourt leaves for [Europe 
to-day and Hon. Mr, Dryden for a 
long stay In the Northwest on Monday, 
so that all of the Ministers cannot 
foregather again for several weeks. — 

This session of the Cabinet was most 
remarkable, however, In that the vet- 
tran Viemier of the Province sat at 
the head of the Council Board probably 
for the last time, Ever since October, 
1872, Sir Oliver Mowat hus controlled 
the Provincial administration, and he 
no doubt experienced a pang of regret 
as he left Ontario's Council chamber 
forever. 

At a late hour last evening Sir Oll- 
ver had not abandoned the Premier- 
sbip and it is uncerstood that he wiil 
leave for Ottawa to-day and send in 
his resignation from there. He will 
not likely retire until he has b-en ap- 
polnted to the Senate and assumed a 
Hon, Mr. Lauriers Goy- 
ernment. His retirement from office 
in Untario may not, therefore, occur 
for two or three days. 

Mr. 5, T. Bastedo will not accompany 
the Premier to Ottawa, but will re- 
indin as s:cretary to Hon. Mr, Hardy 
until] the Prime Minister-to-be becomes 
familiar with the details of the work 
in the Atlorne)-Generai’s D- partment. 
Mr. Frank Yelgh will also, for a short 
time, help Hon. J, M. Gibson, who in 
Mr. Hardy's Cabinet will hold the port- 
folio of Crown Lands. 

A Cabinet Minister last night stated 
that it had not yet been decided whom 
Mr. Hardy would take into his adminis- 
tration as Provincial Secretary, but it 
is conceded that Hon. Mr, Balfour will 
be appointed over the heads of Messrs. 
bE. J. Davis and J. R. Stratton, who 
Were both in town all day yesterday 
looking after their interests In fact, 
one of the latter gentlemen admitted 
last night that the pr.sent Speaker was 
the coming Minister.

grasshoppers. Hay and fall wheat for the 
most part light. Huron and directly east- 
ward to Durham and including Wentworth 
and Lincoln—With the exception of a few 
uces in this district the drought has 
een almost continuous, and while most 
spring crops are looking fair, hay is 
generally light, so also is fall wheat in 
many localities. Excopting peaches, fruit 
looks well and the crop picked so far has 
been abundant. aca beau Middlesex, 
Oxford and Bruce and counties bordering 
on Lake Erie—Although more rain has 
fallen on tho greater portion of this district 
the conditions of crops is much tho same 
as in the district last mentioned, hay and 
fall wheat being slightly better. In Kssex 
the harvesting of fall wheat and rye has 
commenced, Muskoka, Simcoe, Victoria, 
Northumberland and counties eastward— 
All farm crops in these counties now 
popmise well, excepting hay, though pro- 
bably not so light as in orther portions of 
the province, will doubtless turn out a 
short crop. Reports of damage by grass- 
hoppers come from North Simcoo, Peter- 
borough, Hastings and Renfrew.

Why 
does the hunter go three or four dayn 
In the Pennsylvania forests or ove! 
Raquette lake into the wilds of the 
Adirondacks? It is the only way to 
do. The deer are shy and one “bang’ 
of the gun clears the forest, From the 
Californin stage you as you 
over the plains here and there a 
ote trotting along, almost within range 
of the gun—sometimes quite within 
range of it, No one cares for that; it 
is worthless. The good game is hidden 
and secluded, Every hunter knows 
that, So many of the souls that will 
be of most worth for Christ and of 
most value to the church are secluded 
They do not come in your way. You will 
have to go where they are. Yonder 
they are, down in that cellar; yonder 
they are, up In that garret, Far away 
from the door of any church, the gos- 
pel arrow has not been pointed at them. 
The tract distributer and city mission 
ary sometimes catch a glimpse of them, 
as a hunter through the trees gets a 
momentary sight of a partridge or 4 
roebuck, The trouble Is we are walt- 
ing for the game to come to us. Weare 
not good hunters. We are standing in 
some street or highway expect.ng Lhat 
the timid antelope will come up and eat 
out of our hands. We are expecting 
that the prairie fowl will light on out 
ohurch steeple, It is not their habit, 
If the church should watt 10,000,000 of 
years for the world to come in and be 
saved, it will wait in vain. The world 
will not come. What the church wants 
now Is to lift its feet from damask otto- 
mans and put them in the stirrups, We 
want a pulpit on wheels. The church 
wants not so much cushions as it wants 
saddlebags and arrows, We have got 
to put aside the gown and kid gloves 
and put on the hunting shirt. We have 
been fishing so long in the brooks that 
run under the shadow of the church 
that the fish know us, that they avoid 
the hook and escape as SOon as We 
come to the bank, while yonder Is 
Upper Saranac and Big Tupper's lake, 
where the first swing of the gospel net 
would break it for the multlude of the 
fishes. There is outside work to be 
done, What is that I see In the back- 
woods? It isa tent. The hunters have 
made a clearing and camped out. What 
do they care if they have wet feet, or 
if they have nothing but a pine branch 
for a pillow, or for the northeast storm. 
If a moose in the darkness steps Into 
the lake to drink, they hear it right 
away. If a loon cry in the moonlight 
they hear it. 

So in the service of God we have ex 
posed work, We have got to camp out 
and rough it. We are putting all our 
care on the people who come to our 
churches. What are wo doing for the 
thousands upon thousands that do not 
come? Have they no souls? Are they 
sinless that they need no pardoy? Are 
there no dead in their houses that they 
need no comfort? Are they cut off from 
God to go into eternity—no wings to 
bear them, no light to cheer them, no 
welcome to greet them? I hear to day 
surging up from the lower depths, a 
groan that comes through our Chris- 
tlan assembl ges a dt’ rough our beau- 
tiful churches, and it blots out all this 
scene from my eyes to-day, as by the 
mists of a great Niagara, for the dash 
and the plunge of these great torrents 
of life dropping down Into the fathom- 
less and thundering abyss of suffering 
and woe. I sometimes think that just 
as God blotted out the churches of 
Thyatira and Corinth and Laodicea be 
cause of their sloth and stolidity he 
will blot out American and English 
Christianity and raise on the ruins a 
stalwart, wide awake missionary 
church that can take the full mean- 
ing of that command, ‘'Go into all the 
world and preach the gospel to every 
creature,”” 

I remark, further, if you want to 
succeed in spiritual archery you must 
have courage, If the hunter stana 
with trembling hand or shoulder that 
fiinches with fear, instead of his taking 
the catamount, the catamount takes 
him, What would become of the Green- 
lander if, when out hunting for the 
bear, he should stand shivering with 
terror on an iceberg?

The archers of olden times studied 
their art, They were very precise In 
the matter, The old books gave spe- 
cial directions as to how an archor 
should go and as to what an arche- 
should do. He must stand erect and 
firm, his left foot a little in advance of 
the right foot. With his left hand he 
must take hold of the bow In the mid- 
de, and then with the three fingers 
and the thumb of his right hand he 
should lay hold of the arrow and affix 
it to the string—eo precise was the di 
rection given. But how clumsy we are 
about religious work! How little skill 
and care we exercise! How often our 
arrows migs the mark! Oh, that there 
were more imstitutions established In 
all the towns and olties of our land, 
where men might learn the art of do- 
ing good—studying spiritual archery, 
and known as “mighty hunters before 

the Lord.” 

In the first place, if you want to be 
effectual in doing good, you must be 
_very Sure of your weapon. There was 
something very fascinating about the 
archery of olden times, Perhaps you 
do not know what they could do with 
the bow and arrow. Why, the chief 
battles fought by the English Plantar 
enets were with the long bow. They 
would take the arrow of polished wood 
and feather 4t with the plume of a bird, 
and then it would fly from the bow- 
String of plaited silk. The broad fields 
of Agincourt, and Solway Moss, und 
Neville’s Crosg heard the loud thrum 
of the archer’s bowstrinr. Now, my 
Christian friends, we have-a mightier 
weapon than that. It is the arrow of 
the gospel; it is a sharp arrow: it is a 
Straight arrow; it Is feathered from the 
wing of the dove of God's Spirit; it 
Niles from a bow made out of the wood 
of the cross.

When the Fifty 
Third Congress met, Mr. Bryan had 
also achieved a reputation as a staunch 
supporter of free asllver, and when 
President Cleveland convened that 
Congress in extraordinary session, In 
the autumn of 1893, Mr. Bryan was Mr, 
Bland’s efftictent leutenant In leading 
the opposition to the repeal of the 
purchasing clause of the Sherman Act, 
He continued In that Congress as a 
member of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee. He Was one of the sub com- 
mittee which had In charge the internal 
revenue schedule of what was subse- 
quently known as the Wilson Tarift 
bill, and he shares with Mr, McMillan 
in being the first to suggest the Incor- 
poration In that measure of an In- 
come tax. Mr, Bryan added to his 
Jaurels as a brilliant and ready de- 
bater during the discussion of that 
measure in the House ard his Influence 
was also exerted in favor of the In- 
come tax, which he regarded as one 
of its most essential features, With 
this Congress Mr, Bryan's Concress. 
ional career ended, and he returned to 
Omaha to accept the editorship of The 
World-Herald of that city, althouen 
his home for many years had been at 
Lincoln, the State capital. 

Mr, Bryan is about the medium 10 
height, His face is cleanly shaven, 
and in appearance he résembles the 
great Pennsylvania commoner, Samucl 
J. Radall, who, at Mr. Bryan's age 
might readily have passed for the lat- 
ter's twin brother. He {s a strict 
churchman, and on several occasions 
during his residence in this city he 
addressed the Young Men's Christlan 
Association and other religious bodies. 
He Is earnest and enthusiastle In what- 
ever cause enlists his sympathy, and 
it is not doubted that his personality 
will largely influence the approaching 
campaign.

A Destructive Grub, 

Small whitish green grubs with black 
heads have done much damage to young 
grain this season, by cutting off the blades 
near the ground or splitting them up in the 
centre 80 that that they fall over and dio. 
The grubs are from one-eighth of an inch 
to one inch in length and their main 
dopredations are in crops which followed 
tho leaking up of sod land, In 
localities their attacks are confined mainly 
to spting wheat, butin other places oats 
have suffered even more, and barley has 
also been attacked. So far as heard peas 
have altogetlor esc sped the ravages of the 
grub.—Guelph Herald. 

Mr. Owen Weese, of the 2nd con. of 
Thurlow, showed us Specimens of a similar 
worm this morniug.

Hilo a day later, They did not fall in with 
each other until twenty-three days ago off 
the coast of Brazil, Since then they have 
} often been within hailing: distance of each 
other and never more than afew miles 
apart. Both ships had perfect weather 
around the Horn, and only on one occasion 
did they have to furl thoir royals, ar d that 
was during a stiff blow that lasted three 
days, just before they fell in with cach 
other, 

The Kenilworth was considerably in the 
lead when the two ships spoke cach other 
atdawn. Along about ten in the morping 
the wind shifted to the north-west and the 
Kenilworth came about on the port tack. 
At noon the Kenilworth lost the breeze and 
lay rolling without even steerage way in 
the smooth swollof the sea. The Villard, 
still with the south-east wind, came along 
after her rival until within half a mile of 
her and then she also struck the calm. 

All day the two ships lay almost within 
hailing distance of each other, but neither 
captain dared leave his ship to visit the 
other. Both were waiting for the breeze, 
aud about nightfall they got it. Just as the 
sun was vanishing below the horizon and 





while the glow stili hung in the heayens the 
catspaws began to show off to the west. 
Then there came a little ripple, and then 
the breeze struck the ships. It came strong 
out of the north-west, and the Kenilworth 
being well to windward got it first, and was 
off on the final stretch of the race, Capt. 
Baker, standing by the taffeail, waved a 
farewell to the Villard, but just then his 
ship caught the breeze, and was off, too. 

From that hour until the ships dropped 
anchor off Quarantine they raced almost 
side by side. Thesailor. men smoked and 
loafed. They had nothing to do The 
wind held from the north-west all the way, 
and nota sail was touched in the twenty- 
three days. 

The Kenilworth was formerly the British 
ship of the same nam, and was burned out 
in San Fraucisco harbor several years ago. 
She was then rebuilt and granted American 
registry. The Villard was built at Bath in 
1882.

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Christine Aumend Died in the New York 
and It Is Sald She Was a Canadian. 

New York, July 13—The young 
French woman who died at Roosevelt 
Hospital last night, after having been 
taken ill at the Hotel Lincoln, was 
identified this afternoon as Christine 
Aumond, 28 years of age. She was a 
governess and came to this city five 
years ago from Toronto, Canada, where 
her parents now live, 

Four years ago she was governess to 
President Cleveland's family when 
they lived in this city. At the same 
time she was governess for the chil- 
dren of Secretary Daniel Lamont and 
held that position over the Cleveland 
and Lamont children when Cleveland 
returned to Washington for his second 
term. 

Miss Aumond was reared in the Sa- 
cred Heart Conyent in Toronto and 
Was very well educated. 

Mrs. Hirschmann, with whom she 
lived at different periods during the 
last five years, does not believe that 
the girl committed suicide. 

Coroner's Physician Schultz to-night 
performed an autopsy on the body of 
Christine Aumund. the governess, the 
cause of whose sudden illness at the 
Hotel Lincoln and subsequent death 
at Roosevelt Hospital was wrapped in 
myetery. Dr. Schultz found that death 
was due to hemorrhagic gastritis,pro- 
bably due to poison, the nature of 
which the doctor was unable to de- 
termine. He removed the stomach 
and intestines, which will be submit- 
ted to a chemical analysis. Later he 
gave a permit for the removal of the 
body of the dead woman to the rooms 
of Undertaker Gorden, at No, Col- 
umbia-avenue. Mr. Gorden said that 
two women called on him at his office 
this afternoon and asked him to take 
charge of the remains until the friends 
of the dead woman could be commu- 
nicated with, The callers did not give 
thelr names,

Président Faure, accompanied by 
Prime Minister Meline, Gen, LeMouton 
de Bolsdefire, Chief of Staff of the 
Army, and Gen. Tournler, Chief of 
the President's military household, left 
the Palace of the Elysee in open car- 
riage and drove to Longehamps, it 
having been arranged that the Presi- 
dent should review the troops. 

As the carriage passed through the 
Porte du Moulin entrance to the Par- 
ade Grounds, it Was surrounded by 
troops, who were to escort M. Faure 
to the reviewing stand. Before the 
vehicle had proceeded far a tall, fair 
and correctly-dressed man of about 35 
years of age stepped slightly in ad- 
vance of the crowd and arew a re- 
volver, which gome eye-witnesses de- 
clare he discharged point blank at the 
President. 

Immediately there was a scene of the 
Breatest excitement, and it would un- 
doubtedly have gone hard with the 
man had he not at once been seized by 
the gendarmes who were standing by. 

The man resisted arrest, and claimed 
that he had not fired the revolver with 
any intention of injuring the President 
and that in fact the weapon had only 
been loaded with blank cartridges, He 
claimed that he had discharged the re- 
Volver in exuberance of spirits. Some 
of those who stood close by him when 
the President entered the grounds de- 
clare that two shots were tired. An 
examination of the revolver that was 
made by the police appears to bear out 
the prisoner's statement that blank 
cartridges were used, for in four of 
the chumbers cartridges with no bul- 
lets were found. Attempts at the po- 
lice station to learn anything further 
trom the prisoner were of no avail. He 
stated that his name wus Francols 
and refused to say anything further. 
The prisoner appeared to be insane. 

In the meantime the news of the af- 
fair had spread like wildfire and the 
most exaggerated reports gained cre- 
dence. The crowd of spectators surg- 
ed towards the President's carriage 
and the troops hai’a difficult task in 
kieping the excited people back. 

The police informed a reporter of 
La Presse that Francois is the same 
lunatic who recently threw a bundle of 
petitions from the gallery of Uh’ 
Chamber of Deputies into the body of 
the House, thereby causing a sem). 
panic among the members, who 
jinagined that the bundle was a bomb. 

Late this afternoon Francois was ex- 
amined by Prefect Lepine. He was 
then more communicative and told the 
Prefect that in discharging the re- 
volver he merely wished to attract at- 
tention. He reiterated his statements 
that he had no wish to injure any- 
body and that the weapon was loaded 
with only blank cartridges. Fran- 
cols was formerly a street surveyor 
employed by the Municipal Council of 
Paris, but was discharged, owing to 
his presumed Anarchist tendencies. 
‘Ihe special offence which led to his 
discharge was the publication of re- 
yolutionary verses. He lives at No, 
46 Rue Clery. His residence was 
searched by the police, but nothing of 
a suspicious nature was found. The 
officials believe that he Is insane. 

During the commotion which follow- 
ed the firing, a reputed Anarchist 
named Boulant was arrested for say- 
ing: ‘That's the sort of fellow for me. 
He has done the proper thing.” 

This approval of outrage is a penal 
offence under M. Dupuy’s anti-Anar- 
chist laws, and Boulant stands a good 
chance of spending a few years in 
prison. 

The feeling of the crowd at the re- 
viewing grounds was illustrated by its 
treatment of a waiter at the cafe at 
the Grande Cascade. In some way this 
Man was mistaken by the crowd for 
Francois, and a savage attack was 
made upon him, One of his eyes was 
torn from its socket, and he was al- 
most lynched before the police were 
able to rescue him, 

The news of the shooting had pre- 
ceded the President to the city and 
as he was recognized by the people 
on the streets, through which he pass- 
ed on his return, he was greeted with 
cheers and congratulations. 

This evening the diplomatic corps and 
a large number of prominent men called 
at the Palace of the Blysee and con- 
Kratulated M. Faure, Several soy- 
ereigns sent telegraphic messages of 
congratulations.

Dedications.—During the year five 
Rooms have been dedicated for 
use: At  Kingstou, Sudbury, Renfrew, 
Huntsville ana Alvinston. I must express 
my ungualified approval of those new lodge 
rooms | have seen, and of the enterprise 
and liberality displayed by the members of 
all these lodges in Srovidiokt tasteful and 
convenient meeting places, 

Dispensations.—An unusual number of 
dispensations have been granted for festiv- 
als and other purposes, no less than 
seventy-seven having been issued since last 
July—strong evidence that the Craft 
throughout the jurisdiction have been 
atteuaing to bth labor and refreshment. 

Receipts and Expenditures,—The receipts 
of Grand Lodge show a gratifying increase 
over any preceding year ia our history. For 
the first time, lam informed, the receipts 
exceed $20,000, and the expenditure is 
lower than last year. A very gratifying 
condition of affairs indeed. 

A'lowance to Grand Master.—As I am 
about to resign the gavel into the hands of 
my successor and quit forever the high and 
important position which I have occupied 
during the past two years, I haye no deli- 

cacy whatever in pointing out to you, for 
the benefit of my successors, that the pre- 
sent method of allowing the Grand Master 
his actual travelling expenses is in my 
opinion not only impracticable but wholly 
beneath the dignity of either Grand Master 
or Grand Lodge. My own experieoce has 
been that I have been wholly unable to keep 
track of my expenses, and I felt that it was 
not only impossible todo so, but humiliat- 
ing personally to be asked to do so. I 
would recommend moststrongly that Grand 
Lodge adopt one of two courses; either re- 
vert to the former system of granting the 
Grand Master an annual allowance of $500, 
or let him pay his own expenses. Do nor 
put him to the humiliating necessily of 
making an entry every time he pays ad 
cent car fare. 

General Masonic Relief Association.—I 
have much pleasure in calling your atten- 
tion to the good work jerformed by the 
General Masonio Relief Association of the 
United States and Canada, with Which this 
and many of the leading Grand Lodges of 
the coutinent are aMiliated. /By the sys- 
tem and methods adopted by thts General 
Board great benefit bas aecrued to the 
Craft. The experience_of the past cisht 
veara hasshown that vhousands of dollars 
have been saved by the jurisdictions of the 
continent affiliated in the Association, and 
thatthe yvork has been so cifective that 
the energies of the impostor and tramp 
Mason bave not only been materially weak- 
ened, but the fleld ot Jabor has been so 
surrounded with difliculties that many of 
them Jiwve gone into other pathways, 
where perhaps the opportuvities of success 
are greater and the chances of detection 
less than under the lynx-eyed vigilance of 
the General Relief Association. 

The So-Oalled Grand Lodge of Ontario.— 
Lam very much pleased to Be able to report 
to this Grand Lodge that during the past 
year, (pursuant to the authority granted at 
our last mecting), such areangements have 
been made with the members of this organ- 
ization as effectually sweep this body out of 
existence for, [ tiust, all time to come. 
Their charter (granted by the Provincial 
Government) has been transferred to wy- 
selfand the Grand Secrotary, as trustees 
for this Grand Lodge, all warsante issued to 
subordinate lodges, the seal and all other 
books and property of this so-called body 
have been or are being delivered up and are 
now in possession of this Grand Lodge, All 
tnembers of this so-called grand body who 
haye applied haye been healed and declared 
their allegiance to thls Grand Lodge. 
Many of them have applied for sfiliation to 
our lodges, ahd are now active and useful 
member of this Grand bedy. The surrender 
is voluntary and conplele—the only conces 
sion granted being that members of the ex 
tinct body holding the rank of Past Master 
therein are conceded that rank in any of 
our Lodges with which they may aflitiate 
or to which they may be admitted. 

Iam sure every m mberof Grand Lodge 
willugree with me to congratulating the 
Grand Lodge of Canada upon the complete 
healing of this long-standing sore.

in office, and that little remained for me to 
do but to reap the harvest they hud sown.

Ottawa prevented him taking up the 
matter, and Bishop DuMoulin has 
now the matter in hand and some de- 
cision or action Is anxiously waited 
for by those who signed the petition 
to the Bishop. Several times the rec- 
tor has expressed his intention of 
making trouble for someone In con- 
nection with the stories that haye 


been floating around; but was not ap- 
parently able to secure conclusive evl- 
lence on which to base an action, Now 
however, he s¢ems to have got what he 
Wants, for on Tuesday afternoon three 
actions were entertained against dif- 
ferent parties in town, some me¢mbers 
of the church, and some ex-members, 
in which he claims the sum of $40,000 
for damages for libel, slander and con- 
splracy. 

The first sult names as defendants 
William Ellis, W. Canute, H. EB, Cud- 
ney, F. B. Waite and H. G, Radeliife, 
and from these defendants he claims 
$20,000 damages. 

Another sult is against Mary Ame- 
lia Ellis, wife of William Ellis, the 
first named defendant in the previously 
mentioned action, and js for the sum 
of $10,000, 

The other suit is against Willle 
Thompson; the organist of the church, 
and the person whose letter was secur- 
ed by the rector and opened, This ac- 
tion also is for -$10,000. 

Considerable surprise is expressed 
in legal circles at these writs, and 
much displeasure is expressed, General- 
ly it is conceded that much trouble 
and scandal will arise out of the ac- 
tlons. Afr, Lancaster, who has been 
acting all along for Mr, Shutt, could 
not be seen this morning, having gone 
out of the city. F. B, Waite, one of

IN THE IMPERIAL HOUSE, 


Sir William Harcourt Makes a Fleree 
Attack Upon the Government The 
Irish Land Bill, 


@ondon, July 15—In the House of 
Commons to-day Gerald Balfour, Chlef 
Secretary for Ireland, announced that 
the Government withdrew the sections 
of the Irish Land Bill relating to pre- 
cedure before land courts and defining 
improvements upon landed property, 
Whether made by landlord or tenant, 

Mr. Labouchere and John Morley 
asked what were the intentions of the 
Government in case the bill should not 
be pass¢d before the middle of August, 
when the House Is to adjourn. 

Mr. Balfour replied that he did not 








know what would be done in that 
event. 
Sir William Harcourt delivered a 


fierce speech, denouncing the Govern- 
ment for their gross mismanagement 
of public business. 

John Dillon, the leader of the Irish 


Nationalist party, spoke in condem- 
nation of the Irish Land Bill, and de- 
clared that the Irish members would 


force the Government to produce a 
better measure at the next session of 
Parliament. 

Joseph Chamberlain, Secretary cf 
State for the Colonies, replied to Mr. 
Dillon, as the spokesman for the Goy- 
ernment, in the absence of Arthur J. 
Balfour, the Ministerial leader in the 
House, who js suffering frem an at- 
tack of catarrh, Mr. Chamberlain 
made a vigorous defence of the Dill, 
‘and said that the Irish In recent years 
had had a monopoly of the time of the 
British Parliament, and England, he 
declared, would not allow Ireland to 
monopolize the time of that repres¢n- 
tative legislative body any longer. 
With a reasonable time for discussing 
@ measure the bill ought to pass with- 
in the present session. 

Timothy Harrington, Parnellite, said 
the bill was by no means a bad ore, 
and he hoped the Government would 
persevere in putting it through 

Mr. Healey, anti-Parnellite, who par- 
ticlpated in the debate, did not attack 
the bill, but claimed for the Irish 
members a reasonable time for its dis- 
cussion. It was finally announced that 
the Government would proceed with the 
Irish Land Bill to-morrow.

Of these voters 630,000 reside in Scotland

in respect of the mere number of elec 

tors, though the changé of residence, 
which are frequent here, but oompara- 
tivly rare in Burope, keep the actual 
number of voters far below the number 
of those who are eligible, France, with 
a total population very much below 
that of the United States—ubout one- 
half the population of this country— 
has 10,000,000 electors, Germany has 
10,600,000 electors, and the number Is 
increasing steadily as the restrictions 
upon voting are decreased, In Austria 
there has been a radical reforin in the 
electorate by Its wholesale extension, 
Up to a dozen years ago the total num- 
ber of voters in Austria was 1,200,000, 
or less than the voting population of 
the ktate of New York, though the to 
tal population of the Austrian Empire 
is 41,000,000. There is now pending in 
the relchstag at Vienna a bill presented 
by the president of the council of roln- 
isters, Count Radendl, which adds two 
members to the existing 353 deputies in 
the reichsrath. The present number of 
electors in Austro-Hungary is 5,300,000. 
Of the members of the reichsrath the 
great landowners elect 58, the chambers 
of commerce 20, the towns 116 and the 
counties 129. The total number of pos- 
sible electors, who, under the present 
system, are excluded from the [fran- 
chise In Austria is 210,000, 

Italy is pecullar among European 
governpments having representative In- 
stituGions in that while the actual num- 
ber of qualified Cleoters is large, the 
number participating is very small, In 
other words, a very large number of 
Itallan citizens qualified by law to 
vote abstain from doing so, desiring by 
this method to record their opposition 
to the oourse of the Italian Government 
in its relation to the Papacy. In 1892, 
3,006,000 Italians were on the registered 
rolis, of whom 1,600,000 yoted—about » 
per cent. of the total population of 
Italy. Belgium is a country which, up 
to ten years ago, had less than 100,000 
voters, but this number has been vast- 
ly increased by the introduction of unt- 
versal suffrage, with, besides, a pro- 
vision for cumulative voting whereby 
some citizens are enabled to cast two 
baHots. In the confusion which has 
reeulted the advocates of universal suf- 
frage have been outvoted. 

In the United States there is one 
voter to every 41-2 persons; in Great 
Britain, one to every 6 persons; in 
France, one to every 3 1-2, and in Italy, 
one to every 10 persons.—New York 
Sun

Mr, Buchangn touched upon how he 
and other prohibitionists had been 
candidates in Hamilton, and bow Mr 
Koss had been with the vpposite side. 
Concluding, the speaker said he was 
charged with being persena! He was 
not surprised that some would call 
him sorehead—but he never expected 
tu be elected in Hamilton, He could 
have got a nomination elsewhere for 
one of the parties, with better chances 
of success, but no, he chose to run in 
the Interests of the Alliance, and ac- 
cording to thelr instructions. And one 
of the officers of the Alliance had been 
on the platform against him. 

Mr. F. S. Spence was against the 
motion. He felt the necessity of abso- 
iute and complete union, and to have 
all classes of the community bouuJd as 
One to Kill the liquor traffic. If the 
Alllance Was going to stand op the 
lines suggested by the previous speak- 
er, the success of the noble cause of 
prohibition was an impossibility.

Ottawa, July 16.—(Special.)\—The task 
of reviewing the legacy of unsanction 
ed orders-in-councll, left by the late 
administration, has been the principai 
of the new Government 
during the past weck. Two 
daily have been devoted to this work 
and it is now said to be complete, 
SUll, It Is scarcely probable that much 
new business will be undertaken until 
after the bye-eléctions, Indeed, there 
will be barely a’ quorum of Ministers 
in town after this week. ‘To-day Sir 
Oliver Mowat left for Toronto and will 
be absent several days Upon his 
return he will take up house, having 
obtained a lease of Mr. Justice Sedg- 
wick’s furnished residence on Cooper- 
street. Sir Oliver's appointment to 
the Senate will probably be gazetted 
next week. Sir Richard Cartwright will 
leave to-day for a short trip from the 
Capital; but he will not depart for the 
South Oxford campaign until next 
Wednesday. 

The Cabinet has taken the two im- 
pertant subjects of the fast Atlantic 


service and the Pacific cable into con- 
sideration and will doubtless formu- 
late some sort of a policy on both in 
the course of a tew days. Now that 
they are invested with the responsl- 
bility of power, che Liberals are not 
likely In ejther case to make much of 
a departure from the progressive 
course inaugurated and followed up 
so Successfully by the late Conserva- 
tive Administration. There was any 
amount of cheese-paring sentiment 
atloat on the Opposition benches when 
these schemes were under discussion 
last year, but the narrow-gauge wing 
of the Grit party will probably have 
to lie low and sing small from this cut.

General Bradicy T. Johnsen Relates the 
Results of Mis Investigation in 
the Treaubled Island. 

New York, July 16.—Gen, Bradley P. 
Johnson, who has been investigating 
affairs in Cuba, returned yesterday. 
Gen. Johnston says: Cuba ig lost te 
Spain. That Spain can never again 
subdue Cuba may be regarded as con- 
elusive. There is no possibility of the 
Spaniards, with their present or with 
other forces, crushing the revolution. 
The whole island is in arms against 
them, The ranks of the insurgents are 
dally recruited by the best blood in 
the island. The leading social clubs 
in Santiago de Cuba and in Havana 
have been recently broken up and the 
members have gone to the felds, 

Large numbers of students of the 
University of Havana have left their 
classes and joined the rebellion. This 
shows the earnestness with which the 
Cubans regard the struggle. It is gen- 
erally understood in Cuba, among 
those who have dally confidential com- 
munications with the rebel army, that 
Gen, Maximo Gomez |s preparing te 
girike some great and decisive blows in 
the near future. I do not understand, 
if that is so, why Gomez allowed his 
Intentions to be disclosed, but certain 
it is that Gomez is moving from Puer- 
to Principe eastward toward Maceo’s 
troops, and this looks like a projected 
combination of the two forces, 

Yellow fever is doing destructive 
work among the Spanish lines in the 
Trocha. It is certain to become epl- 
demic, although the doctors are fight- 
ing it. The Spanish losses through 
this scourge will be frightful. 

The war {s not likely, in my opinion, 
to end soon unless the United States 
interferes. The Cubans will not aban- 
don the fight until the Spaniards are 
driven from Cuban land and the island 
will be practically destroyed and the 
Spaniards starved out.

We stand amid the 
ghan, The pinnacles are 
the morning light The 
featooned and wreathed, 
empires flashing from the grooves, the 
eeliings adorned with images of bira 
and beast and scenes of prowess and 
eccnquest. The walls are hung with 
shields and emblazoned until it seems 
that the whole round of splendors Is 
exhausted, Each arch is a mighty leap 
of architectural achievement, Golden 
stars, shining down on glowing a4ra- 
besque. Hangings of embroidered 
work in which mingle the blueness of 
the sky, the greenness of the grass and 
the Whiteness of the sea foam, Tapes 
trices hung on silver rings, wedding to- 
gether the pillars of marble, Pavilions 
reaching out in every direction, These 
for repose, filled with luxuriant couch- 
es into which weary INmbs sink jualll 
all fatigue is submerged. These tor 
varousal, where kings drink down & 
kingdom at swallow. Amaxing 
spectacle. Light of silver dripping 
down over stairs of ivory in shields 
of gold, Floors of stalned marble, sun- 
get red and night black, and Inlaid 
with gleaming pearl, Why, it secms as 
if a heavenly vision of amethyst and 
jacinth and topaz and chrysoprasus 
had descended and alighted upon Shu- 
shan. It seems as if a billow of celes- 
tial glory had dashed clear over heay- 
en's battlements upon this metropolis 
of Persia. 

In connection with this palace there 
is a garden where the mighty men of 
forcign lands are seated at a banquet. 
Under the spread of oak and linden 
and acacia the tables are arrangéd. 
The breath of honeysuckle and frank- 
incense fills the air. Fountains leap 
up into the lUght, the spray struck 
through with rainbows falling In crys 
talline baptism upon flowering shrubs, 
then rolling down through channels of 
marble and widening out here ana 
there into pools swirling with the finny 
tribes of foreign aquariums, bordered 
with scarlet anemones, hypericums and 
many colored ranunculus. Meats cf 
rarest bird and beast smoking up, 
amid wreaths of aromatics, The bias 
kets piled up with apricots and dates 
and figs and oranges and pomegran- 
ates. Melons tastefully twined with 
leaves of acacia. The bright waters 
of Eulaeus filling the urns and sweat- 
ing outside the rim in flashing beads 
amid the traceries. Wine from the 
royal vats of Ispahan and Shiraz In 
bottles of tinged shell and lily shaped 
cups of silver and flagons and tankards 
of solid gold. The music rises higher, 
and the revelry breaks out into wilder 
transport, and the wine has flushed the 
cheek and touched the brain, and loud- 
er than all other vorces are the hic- 
cough of the inébriates, the gabble of 
fools and the song of the drunkards, 

In another part of the palace Queen 
Vashti is entertaining the princesses 
of Persia at a banquet. Drunken 
Ahasuerus says to his serants ‘You 
gO out and fetch Vashti from that 
banquet with the women and bring her 
to this banquet with the men and let 
me display her beauty.” The servants 
immediately start to obey the king's 
command, but there was a rule in 
oriental society that no woman might 
appear in public without having lier 
face yelled. Yet here was a mandute, 
that no one dared dispute, demanding 
that Vashti come in unvelled before the 
multitude. However, there was in 
Vashti's soul a principle more regal 
than Ahasuerus, more brilliant than the 
gold of Shushan, of more wealth chan 
the realms of Persia,which commandea 
her to disobey this order of the king, 
and so all the righteousness and holl- 
ness and modesty of her nature ris¢s 
up into one sublime refusal. She says, 
*T will not go into the banquet un- 
veiled.” Of course Ahasutrus was Iin- 
furiated, and Vashti, robbed of her pv- 
sition and her estate, is driven forth 
in poverty and ruin to suffer the scorn 
of a nation, and yet to receive the ap 
plause of after generations who shall 
rise up to admire this martyr to kingly 
insolence, Well, the last vestige of that 
feast is gone, the last garland has 
faded,the last arch has fallen, the lust 
tankard has been destroyed, and Shu- 
shan {fs a ruin, but as long as the 
world stands there will be multitudes 
of men and women familiar with tne 
Bible who will come into this picture 
gallery of God and admire the divine 
portrait of Vashti the queen, Vasht: 
the veiled, Vashti the sacrifice, Vasht: 
the silent. 

In the first place I want you to look 
upon Vashti the queén. A blue ribbon, 
rayed with white, drawn around her 
forehead, indicated her queenly post- 
tion. It was no small honor to 
queen In such a realm as that. Hark 
to the rustle of her robes! See the 
blaze of her jewels! And yet, my 
friends, it is not necessary to have 
palace and regal robe in order to be 
quéeenly, When I see a woman with 
Strong faith in God putting her foor 
upon all meanness and selfishness ana 
godless display, going right forwara 
to serve Christ and the race by a 
grand and glorious service, I say, 
"That woman is a queen,” and the 
ranks of heaven look over the battie- 
ments upon the coronation and whether 
phe come up from the shanty on the 
commons or the mansion of the faan 
fonable aquare, I greet her with the 
shout: “All hail! Queen Vashti!" Whur 
glory was there on the brow of Mary 
of Seotiand, or Elizabeth Engiana 
or Margaret of France, or Catherine 
of Russia compared with the worth 
of some of our Christian mothers, many 
of them gone into glory: of that 
woman mentioned in the Scriptures 
who put all her money into the Lord's 
treasury; or of Jephthah’'s daughter, 
who mado @ 4¢monstration of unselfisn 
patriotism; or of Abigall, 
cued the herds and flocks of 
Naomi; or of Fl ll old, helple

Aguin, I want you to consider Vashtt 
the Velled, Had she appeared before 
Ahasuerus and his court on that day 
w.th Ler face uncovered she would have 
Shocked all the delicacies of oriental 
society, and the very men who in their 
intoxication demanded that she come, 
In their sober moments would have de- 
splsed her. As some flowers seem to 
thrive best in the dark lane and in the 
shadow where the sun does not seem 
to reach them, so God appoints to most 
womanly natures a retiring and unop- 
trusive spirit. God once In a while 
does call an Isabella to a throne, er a 
Miriam to strike the timbre! at the 
front of a host, or a Marle Antoinette 
to quell a French mob, or a Deborah 
to stand at the front of an armed bat- 
tallon, crying out: “Up! Up! This ts 
the day in which the Lord will deliver 
Siseia into thine hand.” And when 
women are called to such outdoor work 
and to such herole positions, God pre 
pares them for it, and they haye fron 
in their souls and lightning in thelr 
eye, and whirlwinds in thelr breath, 
and the borrowed strength of the Lord 
omnipotent in their right arm, They 
walk through furnaces as though they 
were hedges of wild flowers and cross 
seas as though they were shimmering 
sapphire, and all the harples of hell 
down to their dungeon at the stamp of 
her womanly indignation. But these 
are the exceptions, Generally Dorcas 
would rather make a garment for the 
poor boy, Rebecca would rather fill the 
trough for the camels, Hannah would 
rather make a coat for Samuel, the 
Hebrew maid would rather give a pre- 
scription for Naaman’s leprosy, the 
woman of Sarepta would rather gather 
a few sticks to cook a meal for fam- 
ished Elijah, Phebe would rather carry 
a letter for the inspired apostle, Mother 
Lois would rather educate Timothy in 
the Scriptures. 

When I see a woman going about her 
daily duty—with oheerful dignity pre- 
siding at the table, with kind and gen- 
tle but firm discipline presiding in the 
nursery, going out into the world witi- 
out any blast of trumpets, followtig 
in the footsteps of Him who went about 
doing good—I say, ‘This js Vashti with 
a vell on.” But when I ste a woman 
of unblushing boldness, loud voiced, with 
a tongue of infinite clatter, with arro- 
Kant look, passing throuch the stre¢is 
with the step of a walking beam, gayly 
arrayed in a very hurricane of millir= 
ery, I cry out, “Vashti has lost her 
veil!’ When I see a woman of comely 
features, and of adroitness of intellect, 
and endowed with all that the schoots 
can do for one, and of high social po- 
sition, yet moving in society, with ©u- 
percillousness and hauteur, as thougn 
she would have people know their place 
and an undefined combination of giggite 
and strut and rhodomontade, endowed 
with allopathic quantities of talk, but 
only homeopathic Infinitesimals of 
sense, the terror of dry goods clerks 
and railroad conductors, discoverers of 
significant meanings in plain conversa. 
tion, prodigies of badinage and innuen- 
do I say: “Look! Look! Vashti has lost 
her veil!” 

Again, I want you to consider Vasht: 
the Sacrifice, Who ts this I see coming 
out of that palace gate of Shushan? It 
se€ms to me that I have seen her bDe- 
fore She comes homeless, housel-ss, 
friendless, trudging along with a broken 
heart, Who js she? It ts Vashti the 
sacrifice. Oh, what a change it was 
from regal pasition to a wayforer’s 
crust! A little while ago, approved 
and sought for; now, none so poor as 
to acknowledge her acquaintanceship, 
Vashti the sacrifice! Ah, you and I 
have seen it many a time! 

Here is a home impalaced with 
beauty. All that refinement and books 
and wealth can do for that home has 
been done, but Ahasuerus,the husband 
und the father, Is taking hold on paths 
of sin. He is gradually xoing down, 
After awhile he will flounder and strug 
Ble like a wild beast in the hunter's 
net—farther away from God, farther 
away from the right. Soon the bright 
appare] of the children will turn to 
rags; soon the household gong will be 
come the of a brok heart 
The old story over again, Brutal ceu- 
taurs breaking up the marriage feast 
of Lapithae, The house full of outrage 
and cruelty and abomination, *whil 
trudging forth from the palace gates 
Vasht! and her children: There 
are h that are in danger of such 
a breaking up Oh, Ahasucrus, that 
you should stand in a home by a dies! 
pated life destroying the peace and 
comfort of that home! God forbid that 
your children should wrin 
their hands and have ptople polr 
finger at them a 
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ard's ohild.” God forbid that the littl 
fect should ever have to trudge the 
path of poverty and wretohedness! Goa 
forbid that any evil spirit born of tne 
wine oup or the brandy glass uld 
ome forth and uproot that garden 
ind with a lasting, bilstering, all 
suming curde shut forever the palace 
gate against Vashti and the children’ 
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and he sees the ‘tiresides of Christendom 
and the loved ones gathered around 
these firesides, These are the campfires 
where we warm ourselves at the close 
of the day and talk over the battles of 
life we have fought and the battles 
that are yet to come. God grant that 
when at last these fires begin to go out 
and continue to lower until finally they 
are extinguished and the ashes of con« 
sumed hopes strew the hearth of the 
old homestead it may be because wé 
have 

Gone to sleep that last long sleep 

From which none ever wake to weep, 

Now we are an army on the march 
of life. Then we will be an army 
bivouacked in the tent of the grave. 

Once more I want you to look at 
Vashti the Silent. You do not near 
any Gutery from this woman as she 
goes forth from the palace gate, Irom 
the very dignity or her nature you 
know there will be no vociferation, 
Sometimes in life it is necessary to 
make a retort; sometimes in life u Is 
necessary to resist, but there are 
crises when the most triumphant thing 
to do Is to keep silence, The philosopher, 
confident in his newly discovered prin- 
ciple, waiting for the coming of more 
intelligent generations, willing that 
men should laugh at the lightning rod 
and cotton gin and steamboat, waiting 
for long years through the scoffing or 
philosophical schools in grand and mig- 
nilficent silence. Galileo, condemned by 
mathematicians and scientists, carica- 
tured everywhere, yet waiting ana 
watching with his telescope to see the 
coming up of stellar re-enforcements, 
when the stars in thelr courses would 
fight for the Copernican system, ther 
sitting down in complete blindness and 
deafness to wait for the coming on 
of the generatios who would build his 
monument and bow at his grave. 

The reformer, execrated by his con- 
temporaries, fastened in a pillory, the 
slow fires of public contempt burning 
under him, ground under the cylinders 
of the printing press, yet calmly walt- 
ing for the day when purity of sour 
and heroism of character will get tne 
sanction of earth and the plaudits of 
heaven. Aflliction, enduring without

Through the blood of the ever 
lasting covenant, you g0 through these 
gates or never go at all, God forbid 
that you should at last be banished 
from the society of angels and bane 
ished from the companionship of your 
glorified kindred and banished forever, 
Through the rich grace of our Lod 
Jesus Christ may you be enabled to, 
imitate the example of Rachael and 
Hannah and Abigail and Deborah and

The only evidence offered by the de- 
fence Wags that of the jailor, the jall 
surgeon, and from Dr, Walton, a local 
physician, The testimony of these wit- 
nesses was intended to prove the prob- 
ability of insanity on the part of the 
prisoner, brought about by epilepsy, 
but both medical men could give no 
positive testimony from thelr short ob- 
servation of the prisoner. 

The argument of the prisoner's coun- 
sel, Mr. Haight, was to impress un- 
certainty as to the prisoner's mental 
responsibility on the minds of the jury, 
and the great improbability of one of 
sane mind committing a dced of sucha 
uature without apparently greater mo- 
tive. 

Mr. Heyd, for the Crown, clearly re- 
viewed the evidence and presented a 
strong argument for conviction, 

Justice Ferguson began his address 
to the jury at 6.45 and exhaustively 
treated the subject, His address occu- 
pied one hour's time. It could not be 
understood otherwise than as being 
strongly against the prisoner and 
strongly against the insanity theory. 

After being out an hour and a quar- 
ter, the jury brought in a verdict of 
“guilty.” 

The Crown prosecutor moved for the 
sentence of the Court, and the Judge, 
recording the motion, said it would be 
given some time during the sitting of 
the court, 

The prisoner appeared quite to rea- 
lize his position, 


TOGETHER SANK TO DEATH, 


The Tragic Fate of Twin Brothers in To- 
ronto—One Tried to Save the Other 
and Both Drowned. 


Toronto, July 17, 


Arthur and Herbert Moody,twin sons 
ot Mr. George B. Moody, a city letter 
carrier, living at 216 Sumach-street, 
fell down the bank of the Don, near 
the Winchester-street bridge, yestet- 
day atternoon, and were both drown 
ed 

The little fellows, who were a few 
months over 10 years of age, left 
home shortly after 1 o'clock, bare- 
footed, and without their coats, to 
fish off the banks of the river at a 
place nearly opposite the brickyard. 
A boy of about his own age, living 
next door, accompanied them and the 
lines were soon cast and the three 
fishers sat watching their corks, The 
banks here are steep and crumbling. 
Arthur, the smaller of the twins, ven- 
turing too close to the bank, slid down 
the side andinto the water. The cur- 
rent Js strong at this point, and the 
boy was at once at his depth. His bro- 
there,seeing his distress,ran down the 
bank, and, without thinking of him- 
self, plunged into the stream. He 
renehed the sinking boy and tried to 
push him towards the shore, but the 
efforts of the brave lad were unavail- 
ing, and the brothers, now thoroughly 
exhausted, went down locked in each 
other's arms. 

Their companion in the meantime 
had given the alarm, and a small 
crowd had gathered to the spot. 

Mr. William Lindsay, grandfather of 
the victims, recovered the washed-up 
hats, but no trace could be found of 
the fishers who had worn them. The 
police joined the search, but not until 
4 o'clock, when a young fellow named 
Read had repeatedly dived at the spot, 
did it prove successful. The force of 
the current has made here a number 
of deep holes in the bank beneath the 
surface. and in one of these caverns 
the twins were discovered, clasped in 
each other's arms,as they went down. 
The ambulance was brought to the 
scene and carried the victims to the 
undertaking establishment of A. J. 
Ingram, 76 Queen east, where they now 
rest. 

The mother of the boys has been an 
invalid for more than a year, and re- 
fuses to be comforted. 

Coroner Gregg was notified of the dis~ 
aster, but decided that no inquest was 
necessary. 

The funeral will probably be held on 
Saturday.

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BAYONETS AND. BLOOD 


The Militla Charged the Meb 
at Cleveland. 


Strike of tho Browm Hoisting Works New 
Assumes o Mest Serious Aspcct—The 
Police and Soldiery in Keadiness te 
Repel am Allack Which ts Expected 
During the Night—How an Officer Was 
Battercd tuto Insensibility, 


Cleveland, July 17.—The fiercest fight 
since the strike of the Brown holsting 
workers began occurred this evening. 
The militia kept the crowd back while 
the non-unlon men were taken from 
the shops, but the mob increased until 
it numbered many thousands, and ex- 
tended over a territory of 16 squares. 
Jeers, stones and clubs drew a charge 
from the police and militia. Many on 
both sides were wounded. Just how 
many strikers were hurt is uncertain, 
but two men who were so severely 
Stabbed with bayonets that they cvuld 
not get away are lying at the St.Clair 
Hogpital. They are Thomas McGreavy 
and Thomas Garety, 

All day there were frequent clashes 
between the mob at the Brown holst- 
‘ng workg, the police and militia. The 
mmbers of the mob were in a vicl- 
ous mood, and whenever a lone soldier 
Or policeman could be reached vio- 
lence was used. The troops from 2 
o'clock Were constantly under arms 
and had great difficulty m clearing 
the streets, two charges belng neces- 
sary, in which the bayonets were fre- 
quently used. But as soon as a charge 
was ended the mob, which early in the 
afternoon numbered 500, would fall 
back against the line of steel like a 
Wave of the sea, and again begin to 
hoot and throw stones. 

When the workmen had been taken 
away and the troops were returning 
to thelr quarters at the works, another 
Vengeful rally was made upon Co. B. 
Again a charge was made and cold 
Steel was driven home, so that many 
of the rioters had to be helped away. 
At this time some one sent in a gen- 
eral alarm to the police station and 
every patrol wagon was soon dashing 
through the streets, causing the wild- 
est rumors among the thousands on 
their way home from work. There was 
no ncted of the police reinforcements 
and the crowd which had been swelled 
to 15,000 began to melt away. 

It looked as if the trouble was ended, 
but at 7 o'clock an assault was made 
on a soldier, who was passing along 
Wilson-avenue. He fought desperate- 
ly, as did also a policeman who hur- 
ried to his aid. A squad of troops came 
to their rescue, but not before the 
officer had been beaten into insensi- 
bility. Again the patrol wagons rush- 
ed to the scéne and had all they could 
do to force a passage through the 
angry mob. Everything now is in 
readiness to repel an outbreak, which 
is expected during the night. 


SALT KILLS HIM, 


A Rome, N.¥., Farmer Discovers That tho 
Army Worm Can't Live on Salt 
—His Experiments . 

Rome, N.Y., July 17.—A Rome farm- 
er discovered to-day that the army 
worm is killed when it comes in con- 
tact with salt. "To confine the worms 
where they are operating he is put- 
ting a wind row of salt around the 
fleld; or, to , tect a growing crop 
that is not infested, he will run a line 
of salt around that. From experiments 
he made, in which several worms were 
killed, he is confident that when the 
worms undertake to crawl over the 
row of salt enough of the salt will ad- 
here to the worms to destroy them, 
The result of the experiment will be 
given to the public.

THE PROVINCES’ DEMANDS, 
Tho interested Provincial Governments 
will soon, remarks the Montroal Gazette, 
have the opportunity of recalling to Mr, 
Laurior his promise that w hen he became 
Promier of Canada he would increase the 
subsidies to the provinces on tho scale ro 
commended by the Quebec Interprovincial 
Conference of 1887, which by the way, was 
presided over by Sir Oliver Mowat, who is 
now ono of Mr. Laurier's colleagues. 
Tho total amount of the demande set forth 
is the Conference resolutions 18 about 
$600,000 a year in addition to the present 
subsidies and allowances, and it can bo 
truly said that, with the exception of Que: 
bec, badly as the Provinces needed more 
money in 1887, thoy need it Worse now. 
Tho sory of the conference and its out- 
come was yory offectively tok by Hon. 
Mr. Morcior, then Promior of Quobee, 
Ino the Bonsecours 
Hall, Montreal, during tho 
paign of 1891, on the th of Fobru- 
ary. Mr. Morvior, after oxplaining that his 
duty and his place called him to Mr. Laur- 
ier’s sido, where Mr. Laurier wishod him 
to be, went on to explain that at tho con- 
ference all the provinces but Princo 
Edward Island and British Columbia were 
represented, and though Sir John Mac- 
donald’s Government was not present by 4 
delogate, this really did not matter, because 
it was the entire confederation that spokeon 
the occasion, and, to impart still more 
authority to the gathering’s words, the 
Provincial Legislatures represented had 
ratified by heavy majorities the resolutions 
adopted. Then Mr. Mercier wont on, the 
Montreal Herald's report, evidently «4 
yerbatim one, being quoted :— 


* Those resolutions were ofiolally trans- 
mitted to the Federal Government, but thus 
far they have remained without effect, Sir 
John having, in this instance as in very 
many others, shown contempt for the wish- 
es of the inhabitants of the Provinces. 


After detailing the action in their respec- 
_ tive Legislatures of the provincial ministers 
_ who attended the Conference, Mr. Mercier 


went on :— 

“Tam, therefore, entitled to assume that 
the Provinces of the Confederation have 
given a formal, precise and perfectly clear 
order to the Dominion Goverament, and 
that the latter has.refused to obey that 
order on two principal points, reciprocity 
and proyincial revenues. That order has 
been ratified by the people of the different 
rovinces composing the confederation. It 

therefore the inhabitants of the latter 
who ordered, and Sir John refused to obey, 
because he laughs at the people.” 

Then Mr. Mercier came to the direct 
point, the Herald’s report being all the 
time quoted. He said :— 

“As Prime Minister of the Proyince of 
Quebec whose Government called that 
Interprovincial Conference together, I am 
bound in honor to cause its decisions to be 
respected, and itis not only my right but 
my duty to officially step into the present 
contest to vindicate the Provinces repre- 
sented at that Conference and to ask the 
people of the Dominion to cause their 
wishes to be respected. Sir John laughed 
at the Provinces, It is thelr duty to pun- 
ish him. There is but one constitutional 
punishment—defeat at the polls. 

* Hon. Mr, Laurier has accepted the reso- 
lutions of the Interprovincial Conference of 
1887 and promised to give effect to them 
ifhe comes into power. Itis our duty to 
_make him triumph.” 

This address, according to the Herald 
report, was made to an enthusiastic audi- 
ence, among whom were Hon. Messrs. 
Garneau and Robidoux and Mr. L. O. 
David. Mr. Laurier has never denied 
that it represented his position. It will 
be interesting to sec how soon and how he 
will start about fulfilling the promises 


thus mado for him. ,

Mr. F. W. Watkins said that he die 
not want to rend asunder " the ties of 
Jove" which bound together the meme 
bers of the party, He admitted Hon. 
G. W. Ross’ great service to the 
temperance cause. He had no feel ns 
of hostility to him. The matter be- 
fore the convention was whether Mr. 
Ross should or should not be a mem- 
ber of the Executive of the Alliance, 
He urged that there was 4 difference 
between prohibition and temperance 
and that this was a prohibition organ 
ization, and as such he could ot see 
how it was possible to have in the 
Alliance councils a man who would 
stand for party before the cause, He 
objected to the “fooling " which was 
going on in the convention. Mr. wat- 
king was reminded of the time linit 
and subsided. 

J. J. Maclaren, Q.C.,regretted extreme- 
ly that the question should have been 
thrown into the convention, thus turh- 
ing their guns on themselves instead 
of on the enemy, The Dominion Alll- 
ance, he thought, was broad enough 
to include all prohibitionists. Differ- 
ent platforms had been laid down by 
the Alliance itself at different times. 
He was not aware of any attempt 
heretofore to expel a man from the 
Alliance because he disagreed with a 
resolution, The only charge against 
Mr. Ross was that he had not sup 
ported the independent candidates in 
Hamilton. If the Dominion Alliance 
was not broad enough to Include Hon. 
G. W. Ross, Mr. Watkins and others 
it, said the doctor, “is not broad 
enough for me.” He thought more at- 
tention should be given to getting men 
into the party than to reading good 
men out.

discusses with caution and circumspec- 
tion the diplomatic correspondence 
printed this morning. Ne *positive 
opinion is expressed by any respon- 
sible journal, and the magnitude of 
the interests involved and the practl- 
cal difficulty of solving the complex 
question of a permanent arbitration 
scheme are generally recognized. Lord 
Salisbury has evidently fretted under 
the imputation that he was not mov- 
ing with sufficient rapidity in the dl- 
rection of reconciling the two branches 
of the Anglo-Saxon family. He now 
justifies himself by taking the nation 
into his confidence and showing plainly 
that arbitration is not a simple sum 
in arithmetic to be worked out at a 
moment’s notice. The press, speaking 


for the nation, frankly admits that 
ample time must be allowed for reflec- 
tion, and that premature judgments 


must be avolded. 

Lord Salisbury’s speech was remark- 
able for its moderation and concilla- 
tory tone, and this reflects the spirit 
with which he has conducted the ne- 
gotiations since December, as Is shown 
by the correspondence. The aggressive 
tone which characterized his long re- 
ply to Secretary Olney last autumn 
has disappeared. He no longer evinces 
a disposition to score pojnts in diplo- 
matic polemics, but appears to great 
advantage as a cautious statesman, and 


anxious to settle all questions with 
Ameriea in an amicable spirit, but 
conscious, withal, of the momentous 


Importance of the Imperial interests 
involved and the inherent difficulty of 
arranging a permanent arbitration 
scheme. 

A welcome change of weather has 
come after a week of tropical heat and 
humidity. The long drought which has 
burned the lawns and meadows 
throughout England has been broken 
by showers, and in favored localities 
by a steady downpour of rain. While 
the temperature has not been aboye 
87 degrees, the protracted burst of heat 
has caused great discomfort to man 
and beast. Cab horses have fallen con- 
Stantly in the streets and omnibus 
Passengers have sweltered. The fall 
in temperature has been 30 degrees in 
24 hours. The garden party at 
Buckingham Palace was on one of the 
hottest days, but was a brilliant court 
function, with a splendid display of 
costumes and uniforms, The large 
tent was filled with royal personages, 
and the Queen's watermen were con- 
Stantly occupied in giving the guests 
boat rides. The season is drawing to 
an end, but some of the most brilliant 
lawn parties and dances have been re- 
served for the closing fortnight, 

Nothing short of a royal wedding 
can bring the Queen to London, Her 
first visit this year will be a short 
one, She will arrive at Buckingham 
Palace on Tuesday evening, give a big 
dinner party to the royal family and re- 
turn to Windsor carly next evening, as 
soon as her granddaughter is married. 
She will stay 24 hours, remaining for 
the wedding breakfast, but not wit- 
nessing the departure for Appleton, 
Where the honeymoon will be passed. 
There will be two wedding breakfasts 
atthe palace; onefor the immediate 
relatives, the other for the remaining 
royal guests. As the attendance of the 
latter from the Continent will be small, 
the Queen's duties as chief entertain- 
er will not be arduous 

The real managers of the ceremony 
@re the Lord Chamberlain, the Lord 
Steward and the Master of the Horse 
These court officials arrange the wed- 
ding procession, order the luncheon 
and direct the movement of the car- 
riages The Prince of Wales has lit- 
tle to do except give away his daugh- 
ter, the Princess Maud, to Prince 
Charles of Denmark.

A member of the Civil Mar- 
riage Law Reform Association 
writes: "Some years ago, im- 
pressed by the strange absurdity of 
the position In which Catholics were 


placed {n respect of these marriages, 
by the personal attitude toward them 
of Cardinal Manning, I visited Rome 
for the purpose of obtaining an audi- 
ence of the Pope. The object of my 
visit being fully explained to His 
Holiness, 1 was referred to Cardinal 
Simeon!. His Eminence was entirely 
frank in assuring me that Cardinal 
Manning's views on this matter had no 
influence at Rome, the Itallan cardin- 
als being unanimously of another 
opinion, and accustomed, as Cardinal 
Wiseman had formerly known and as- 
serted, to daily dispensaUons in favor 
of such marriages in Rome itself and 
throughout the Catholic world.” 

It seems from this and other evi- 
dence that the attitude of the Holy 
See upon this question has changed. 

At the suggestion of the Prince of 
Wales, strenuous efforts will be made 
to pass the bill in the House of Com- 
mons. The Prince setms to nurse the 
hope that if the supporters and op- 
ponents of the measure can be brought 
together in conference a modus vi- 
vendi may be found. After the 
Prince’s success in getting the Dill 
through the Lords, which House had 
reptatedly rejected it in past sessions, 
nobody would be surprised if he 
should succeed in passing it into law 
this year. But the odds are certainly 
against him, seeing the awful muddle 
into which this Government has got 
the public business.

self Dr. H. Clark, his office being on 
Bast Genessee-street, Buffalo, He 
cured her, and when, on Jute 22, 1895, 
his supposed wife died. Mrs, Knapp 
became his housekeeper, having, for 
Some cause not clearly known, left her 
husband ‘ 

In December, 1895, the ‘“‘doctor’ and 
Mrs. Knapp Went-to Chicago, taking 
up their residence in a furnished room 
house on one of the main streets,under 
the name of Dr G, H, Hall and wife. 
There they were joined by another 
man, who claimed to be Dr. Hall's bro- 
ther. Between Jan. 1 and the latter 
part of March, 1896, these three, as has 
been since learned, manufactured 
something like $2000 in counterfeit sil- 
ver dollars. They passed many of 
them in the west and worked their 
way east, arriving in Troy, N.Y., last 
month It was not until they reached 
Hoboken that any mishap befell them, 
Mrs. Knapp'’s arrest cn July 1 be 
ing followed by the arrest of Dr."‘Hall,”’ 
Who was living under the name of 
A. Johnson in this city last week. 
While Secret Service Agent Bagg,with 
his assistants, was working on the 
~ase, following the woman's arrest, he 
from time to time sent reports of his 
vrogress to William P Hazen, chief 
of the secret service at Washington. 
Chief Hazen caused the records of the 
department to be carefully searched, 
and it was discovered that ‘Dr.Clark,” 
alias “Dr Hall,” is really George 
Sands, and that the other man Is his 
brother William. They belong to a 
familly of counterfeiters, living in Kan- 
sas City George Sands has served 
terms for counterfelting. He was, pre- 
vious to his present capture, last ar- 
rested in Kansas City, on July 31, 1895, 
and was tried for and convicted of 
counterfeiting. 

Mrs. Knapp is now in the Hoboken 
County Jalil, awaiting transfer to Tren~ 
ton before she is to be tried on the 
charge of having passed spurious 
coins, and George Sands ts in the Es- 
sex County, N.J., Jail, where he is un- 
der $15,000 ball, awaiting examination 
on July 30 next 

It was true the information sent to 
him by Chief Hazen that Agent Bagge 
was enabled to trace Sands in this 
city and confirm the discovery there 
of his identity. Sands |s the man who 
accompanied Mrs. Knapp in Hoboken, 
and who has completely baflled the 
police.

At great 
personal sacrifice her father removed 
her to a ladles’ school opened in Co 
bourg. by Prof. Van Norman, At the 
age of 20 she creditably graduated, 
and began teaching in her own school 
section.

Toronto, July 20. 

J. Edward Ryan, the 19-year-old son 
of John J. Ryan, the Colborne-street 
commission merchant, was drowned in 
the Don near the rallway bridge at 
3.30 yesterday afternoon, 


Ryan Was an athletic young man 
and was a member of the Don Rowing 
Club. He was ambitious to become an 
Oarsman, and when he visited the 
club house yesterday he donned a 
rowing sult and got into a single 
shell. He had only been in such a 
boat once before and he was advised 
not to go out without an escort. He 
laughingly disregarded the warnings 
and had not made more than about 
three strokes of the oars when the 
boat upset. He uttered a cry as he 
eéank into the water, which at that 
spot is 25 feet deep. 

Pat J. Woodley, 167 Ontario-street, 
the well-known oarsman of the Dons, 
Was @mong the men at the club house 
who saw the boat upset. Seeing that 
Ryan was unable to swim, Mr, Wood- 
ley plunged in to try and save him. 
Frank McCurry also went in after him. 
Woodley reached the drowning man's 
side and caught hold of him, but the 
unfortunate young fellow strugyled so 
flercely that it was impossible for the 
would-be rescuer to keep him afloat 
and he sank. Woodley made heroic 
attempts to recover the body by div- 
ing, but the depth and dirtiness of the

Mr. Merrin was visibly moved by the 
kindness of his friends and it was some 
time before he could control himself 
sufficiently to oxpress his thanks.

Tt bad been 
his earnest endeavor to teach all the men 
who hed come under hin as firemen to be 
upright men aud todo their best for the 
company and for themselyes.

They were now a 
class of men universally respected, He 
then reviewed some of his experiences on 
the road and told some startling tales, 
amongst which was an accident in Eng- 
land when he was twenty-one years of 
age. His hair was turned grey in one 
night in consequence of the mental strain. 
On behalf of his wife and family he thank- 
el his fellow-workmen again. 

Messrs. Mair, Flagler, Acton, Lavoie, 
Ormond, T. Marshall, J. Kain and V.

DIED IN TORONTO, 


Frederiok E, Redick, a Well-Known 
Barrister, Succumbs After a Long 
Illness. 


The sad intelligence reached the city on 
Saturday evening that Frederick Eugene 
Redick, forme:ly cf this city, had died in 
Toronto that afternoon. Deceased was 
attucked with mental trouble from over- 
work about four years ago and in Novem- 
ber, 1892, he was removed to « sanitarium 
in Toronto, where he has since remained. 

Deceased was born in Michigan and re- 
moved to this city when he was a young 
man from Orangeville. After being for 
some time engaged asa school teacher in 
the county he entered Albert College and 
graduated thence with tho degree of B. A. 
Subsequently he studied law with the late 
firm of Fraleck & Blair and was called to 
the bar in 1584. He practised his profes- 
siou for eight years here. He was a brother 
of Janes Redick, of Trenton, and the late 
John Re lick. Deceased married a Miss 
Wartman, of Portsmouth, near Kingston, 
a daughter of Mrs. Robt. Read and cousin 
of Ald. Yeomans. She, with two children, 
survive him. Mr, Redick was a Mason, 
an Oddfellow, and a member of the Ancient 
Order of United Workmen, the Select 
Knights and the Royal Arcanum. He was 
a Liberal in polities and a member of John 
st. church. He was about 38 years of 
age. 

~The remains were brought to the city on 
the 12:20 p.m. train to-day from Toronto, 
and were met at the depot by a large nuni- 
ber of friends and relatives, including his 
wife and and children, his brothers-in- 
law, E. H. and Lewis Wartman and S. J.

Ottawa, July 20,—(Special.)—Messrs., 
Scott and Tarte are the only two Min- 
isters In town to-day. The Minister of 
Public Works put in another good 
day's work in his department agatn, 
commencing at 8 a.m. He informs me 
that it will be some little tlme yet be- 
fore he gets the run of things in tke 
Public Works Department, He denies 
that dismiss2ls have actually taken 
place from the department, but Intl- 
mates that the staff requires over- 
hauling. At the present time there 
@re over 100 clerks not on the per 
manent lst, some of whom have been 
in the service of the Goyernment over 
25 years. It was with a chuckle that 
the Minister told me that many of 
these temporary clerks, who are re- 
puted to be good Tories, have found 
no diMiculty in securing stalwart Lib- 
erals to put in a good word for them 
with him. 

Practically all the work on the canal 
extensions js now at a standstill, ow- 
ing to the fact that there are no ap- 
propriations available, thanks to the 
cpposition of the Liberals last session, 
About the only contract on which any- 
thing is being done is on Mr, Onder- 
donk’s section of the Trent Canal. 

The program of the annual prize 
meeting of the Dominion Rifle Assoclit- 
tion has just been issued. The matches 
commence on Monday, Aug. 31, the 
cash prizes amounting to about $7000, 
exclusive of a large number of cha? 
lenge cups and prizes in kind. It is 
probable that this will be the last time 
that these matches will take place on 
the Rideau Ranges, The Governor- 
General has intimated his intention of 
being present during the meeting, As 
in past years, the Canadian Military 
Rifle League will offer prizes in con- 
nection with this gathering. 

Three years ago there was not a 
pound of butter produced in a cream- 
ery in the Territories. Through the 
labors of the+»Dairy Committee quite 
a change has been wrought in the es- 
tablishment of creameries. There are 
three now In active operation at In- 
dian Head, Moose Jaw and at Prince 
Albert. A monthly advance of 1l0c 
per pound is allowed by the depart- 
ment on butter produced at these 
creameries, final settlement being 
made with the patrons of the 
creameries at the end of the season, 
When all the returns are in. Last 
month advances were made to the pa- 
trons of the three creameries as fol- 
lows: Indian Head $697, Moosejaw 
$1370, and Prince Albert $6 . making 
the respectable total of $2722. 

The June bank statement Issued to-

At the present moment the feeling 
excited by these Chicago performances 
is much less that of concern for the 
fate of the gold standard than one of 
alarm at the seeming spread of hostile 
sectionalism, of socialistic sentiment, 
of deliberate repudiation and of popul- 
ism in an exaggerated form, Not a few 
people have drawn from these revolu- 
tionary planks of the platform the most 
pessimistic conclusions as to the fu- 
ture state of the country; and that 
sort of alarmism has found its sym- 
pathisers, and is used by the profes- 
sional] “bears” for disturbing confi- 
dence. These, however, are mainly 
the conclusions of shallow observers 
or hasty judges of events, who have 
not fairly weighed the question whe- 
ther the millions of loyal citizens of 
the South and West have degenerated 
to the type of reckless revolutionists 
pictured in the lurid resolutions of the 
Chicago platform 

“Our politics and our politiclans,how- 
ever, are less pure than our people. 
There are few things which they allow 
to stand between them and power or 
spoils. If they have lost the confidence 
of the people, they know how 
to raise false issues by false 
representations order to win 
the support of the masses 
most llable to be misled and most 
susceptible of being excited by Inflam- 
ing issues. Pre-eminently that was the 
game played in the Chicago conven- 
tion. The leaders of that gathering 
had no case on which they could ap- 
peal to the sober judgment of the 
country; they, therefore, created a 
fictitious one, expressly constructed to 
appeal to the masses of our least edu- 
cated population. They boldly resort- 
ed to the desperate expedient of ralis- 
ing @ campaign of passion and revyolu- 
tion; and the Chicago platform is the 
outcome of that daring scheme. Pro- 
bably few will be more surprised at 
that outcome than the very people 
Whom these delegates were chosen to 
represent No doubt, many of the farm 
ers and planters will be captured by 
a program appealing so flatteringly 
to thelr cuplidity; but it may surely be 
safely assumed that there Is a much 
larger proportion who will resent the 
gross imputation upon thelr loyalty 
and good citizenship which this plat 
form casts In thelr faces For one, 1 
am far from being able to admit

The electoral campaigo 
opened and the French Bishops issued a 
mandement of great value as to form and 
lit conception, but of a very timid 
character as to opinion and doctrine.

Add to 
this complex situation the wobbling of Sir 
Charles Tnopper’s predecessors and we can 
not be astonished that the -Catholic and 
French population of Quebes had no faith 
in the programme of the Conservative 
leiders, Publicopinion had been misled 
during five years ; it was useless to attempt 
to convince it in five weeks. This goes to 
shoW that In a'l questions, Governments 
must take weil defined stands without de- 
lays and hesitations This is Is what Sir 
Charles Tupper had Jone, but he had come 
too late to understood and appreciated 
at his trae value.” 


We are far from admitting that Le 
Temps’ statement as to the course of the 
Thompson and the Bowell Administrativus 
is correct ; but that the assertion of our 
contemporary as to the view taken of the 
“subject by a majority of the French people 
inthe Province of Quebec and of the 
action of the Liberal party in promising a 
more stringent measure than that pre- 
sented to Parliament by the Bowell Gov- 
ernment is accurate we have no doubt. 
Mr, Laurier has won his victory on 
certain conditions, as understood by his 
compatriots. It will, atthe first regular 
session of Parliament, be his duty to deal 
with the question.

The Premier and Ned Farrer Closeted To- 
gether on Sanday at the St. Law- 
rence Hotel, Montreal, 


Montreal, July 20.—(Special.)—“What 
can Farrer be up to?” is what Lib- 
erals and Conservaties are asking to- 
Gay. That there is some deal on the 
tapis no one can deny. Mr. Farrer was 
staying at the Queen’s Hotel and Pre~ 
mier Laurier came into the city and 
put up at Mr.L.O. David's, the latter 
being an old friend of the Prime Minis- 
ter, About noon on Sunday Hon. Wil- 
(rid Laurier and Mr, Edward Farrer 
met at the St. Lawrence Hall and 
Were closeted together for over an 
hour, and When the conference had ter- 
minated the ex-Maill editor left the 
Hall and proceeded to his hotel. The 
impression is that Mr, Farrer Is act- 
ing as middleman in some negotiations 
now going on between the leader of 
the Liberal party and certain Amert- 
can organizations. 

It looks as if the Canadian Pacific 
contemplated the early extension of 
their Vaudreul] and Rigaud Line to 
the Capital of the Dominion on the 
south side of the Ottawa River. The 
company's engineer, Mr. Hugh D. 
Lumsden, has been making prepara- 
tions for some time past to build a por- 
tion of the Montreal and Ottawa Line 
between Rigaud and a point near Al-. 
fred, Ont., a distance of 28 1-2 miles, 
and a great many of the ties, rails and 
other material are scattered along the 
line. The whole section of 28 miles 
will be covered immediately by large 
gangs of men,as the Canadian Pacific 
officials are desirous of having the sec- 
tion completed by the end of Novem- 
ber. The new railway offers no sere 
ous engineering difficulties, and after 
leaving Rigaud will pass through St. 
Eugene, Vankleek Hill and Caledonia 
Springs. on to Adfred. It is also be- 
lieved that the road will be completed 
to Ottawa next year.

The far Kast of London is all very well 
in its way. Some travellers from the Wes

quently skip up the Gatineau to ¢S- 
cape the small army of “Orpheus Cc. 
Kerrs” which Is perpetually pestering 
them when they are in the city. 
Prof, Prince, Commissioner of Fish- 
erles, holds very strong views upon 
the subject of planting of carp in 
Canadian waters. Speaking to your 
correspondent to-day, he said that 
many people in Ontario controlling 
lake or other streams had secured 
supplies of carp from the United 
States and planted them in our waters, 
although this fish is of very inferior 
quality and of little value. They 
breed fast and crowd the better class 
of fish out, devouring the food which 
the native fish requires. Some years 
ago carp were planted in Lake Erie 
and our fishermen often find good-sized 
carp in their nets, ranging all the way 
from 5 to 10 pounds, in place of white 
fish and salmon trout, which are more 
marketable fishes. Prof. Prince points 

out that carp are greatly subject to 
parasitical pests, consequently should 
not be cultivated as food fish. 

It appears that an Injustice was 
done Mr. Thomas Murray, ex-M. P., 
in the recent reference made to him 
in connection with the portfolio held 
by the English-speaking Catholics, Mr. 
Murray, in a letter which appears 
in The Free Press to-day, says his 
former letter was not intended for 
publication.

NO. 300 STEPS OUT, 


The Knights of Labor Lose About 6000 
Members, Mostly Glass Blowers — 
A bight for the Funds. 

Pittsburg, July 21—The announce- 
ment that Local Assembly No, 300 had 
withdrawn from the Knights of Labor, 
taking upwards of 6000 members from 
that organization, was @ fruitful 
topic of discussion in labor circles to- 
day. This assembly, composed of 
glassworkers, has for years numer 
ically and financially been the strong- 
est trades union connected with the 
Knights of Labor, Their withdrawal 
will, it is belleved, prove a death 
blow to the old organization, A cheque 
for over $2000, the amount of the dée- 
linquent per capita tax, together with 
charter, insignia, and paraphernalia 
has been surrendered, The decision 
was reached last night by the glass 
workers’ convention, which is in s¢s- 
sion in Pittsburg. To-day the con- 
vention is discussing the advisability 
of joining with the new Knights of 
Lgbor. The choice lies between the 
American Federation of Labor and the 
Independent Order Knights of Labor, 
with the sentiment apparently favyor- 
able to the latter, since its declara- 
tion of principles Is identical witn 
those of the old organization, and with 
which many glass workers are enam- 
ored. 

Master Workman Sovereign and 
Secretary-Treasurer Hayes will be 
here to-morrow and will demand ad- 
mission to the convention, which will 
be refused, They will then make 4 
fight for the funds of the order, which 
exceeds $100,000 in cash, as well 4s 
several important loans and Invest- 
ments.

Improvement in Paper Dishes 

Notwithstanding the decrease in the 
cost of china and earthenware dishes 
for the last few years, the paper dish 
industry has easily kept pace, and 
with recent improvements In manufac- 
tures the latter is becoming a strong 
cumpetitor, The latest feature in this 
line is a process of plating or coating 
dishes and utensils made of pulp, to 
make them resemble china, silver, etc, 
THe alm of the new process is to en- 
amel or plate the paper pulp dishes 
with a substance as effective as the 
best used in crockery manufacture, 
and at the same time very Inexpensive, 
This substance is procured from waste 
silk. Defective cocoons and those con- 
taining a double end, waste made in 
winding waste procured from the silk 
factory, sweepings from the silk mili, 
and, in fact, anything pertaining to 
silk wastes are utilized. The waste is 
gathered, dried, cut up, ground and 
then dissolved. Some grades of plup, 
especially that made from the white 
Woods, have but little aMnity for this 
silk waste enamel; this is remedied by 
first dipping the dishes into a bath 
of strong sulphuric acid, after which 
the plating “sets” al right. If the 
liquor is from the waste silk direct a 
sort of silvery and glossy tint is pro- 
cured and the plating is very beautiful. 
Any shade is made available, however, 
by the use of dyes. After the articles 
have secured the enameling the usual 
finishing processes of tableware follow, 
thus completing the goods for the 
market.—New Ideas. 


An Electric le 
Word comes from New York that an 
electric bicycle has been completed in 
that city, and hai; shown, upon trial 
a@ speed of nearly tifty miles per hour 
The inventor claims that this tremend 
ous rate is by no means its utmost 
limit, but no one has yet dared to try 
it up to the extreme. To a wheel 
weighing twenty-seven pounds a bat- 
tery, motor and switchboard have been 
added, Which together bring the welght 
up to sixty pounds. The battery, which 
is known as the dry chloride, is the 
main part of the invention. Its welght 
is about fifteen pounds, which is con- 
siderably less than anything used In 
previous experiments, With this bat- 
tery a force can be maintained, it is 
claimed. which will carry the bicycle 
over ordimary country roads for a 
period of forty eight hours. The elec- 
tric attachments occupy comparatively 
liltie space. They can be easily de- 
tached, and the machine can be used 
in the ordinary way. Should the bat- 
tery or any part fall, it is not neces- 
sary to remove these parts, but a 
small switch will turn off the current, 
and the rider can use the pedals The 
inventor an electrical engineer of 
experince and has patented numerous 
inventions, among which are a ma- 
chine for preventing collisions at sea, 
scintillating signs, automatic 
and nickel-in the-slot machines.

Nash and the second mate were dead, the 
victims of a bratal murder. Monck told 
the pilot that he placed the first mate, 
named Barns, in irons without resistance, 
aud thon he and the steward took charge. 
Then he inade aii inspection of the cabins 
and saw the horrible work that had been 
committed. 


THE POSSIBLE MOTIVE, 


=This afternoon the motive for the 
Murders became a little clearer, *Itis now 
believed. the object was monoy, as 
the Captain and Mr. Monck had con- 
Bilerable with them. It -looks as 
though the Captain was first killed, 
then his wife, «and last the second 
mate. The passenger heard the wo- 
man scream and somo one run on 
deck. He ran out, a.revolyer in:—hand, 
and upto the deck, where he inet the 
mate, and there they faced one an- 
other. Tho mate also had a drawn re- 
volver. Then they spoke, and saul to 
one another that a murder must have been 
committed. It may have beon that the 
passenger was,to havo been murdered after 
the second mate, but the scream awoke 
him, and he rushed out, spoiling the sup- 
posed plan.

THE MURDERED CAPTAIN. 

Cherryfield, Me., July 21.— CO ptain 
Charles I. Nash of the berqu-ntine Herbert 
Fuller, who, with his wife, was murdered 
at sex, wasa native of Harrington, Mv., 
and was 49 years of age. He was a son of 
Alonzo Nash, a well-known shipbuilder, 
who was killed a few years ago while super- 
intending the coustruction of a vessel, being 
struck by a falling timber. Captain Nash 
was a brother of Henry Nash, who was 
prominent in athletics during his 
course at Tuffis College. The Fuller 
was built at Harrington six years ago, aud 
Captain Nash had been continuously in 
command, Mrs. Nash was a native of 
Harrington, and wasa daughter of Judson 
Ray, now deceased, and sister of Irving 
Ray, recently baseball player, and at oue 
time a member of the Boston ball team.

A Belleville Boy in the New El Dorade— 
Interesting Dotalls—The First ¥ urder 
at Rossland, 


RossLanpD, B. C., 2ad July, 1896, 


DEAR Mr. Pope,—I presume you hear 
quite a lot about this place in the East. It 
is built on the side of u mountain about 
2,000 feet about the level. There is a popu- 
lation of about 4,000, which is increasing 
daily. The dwellings and buildings are al! 
frame and are likely to go up in smoke be- 
fore Le summer js over, as they are very 
dry and if once started nothing can saye the 
town. [he mines ere on the hi''s around 
the town and the country for ten or fifteen 
roiles around has been staked out in mineral 
claims.. The ore gets richer as they.- get 
deeper down. Le Roi mine has gone down 
450 feet and is shipping over 10) tons of 
ore a day to the smelter at Trail, which is 
miles from here. A'! the principal mines 
are mining nightand day and new one are 
being opened up al! the time. It r quires 
considerable capital to develop a min: here, 
as the ore bearing ruck is very hard and ex- 
pensive to work. Some of toe ore Assays 
as high as $75 to $125 a ton in gold, besides 
15% or 20% copper and 11 or 12 oz, silver. 

There is one main streec and a number of 
wood stor:s of various kinds. A'l materials 
and supplies have to be hauled in 
either by teams from Northport, 
Washivgton, which ts sixtecn mies south 
of here or brought down the river to Trail 
and from there by the railway. The rail- 
way was built principally to carey ore fom 
the m'nes here toths melter at Trail. It 
has to go 17 miles uround the mountains 
to get peade enough to getup. Itis a nar 
row gauge, 

I keep baci! o> hallia a log shack back 
outhe hill above che town, That is the 
way " great number liye lore, as board at a 
hotel is very high. 

We are surrounded on all sides by snow- 
capped peaks and the sconer is ver’ flue, 
You either have to 20 up or down aill to 
gwetto any place. Theres are some pretty 
tough cases here, but they all seem to have 
a preat dread of the Canadian law and keep 
rather quiet. There are nen of att classes 
and nation Jitics here, 

We had quite « celebration here yester- 
day, foob races, jumping. &e., and a couple 
of horse races. One day's celebration is not 
enoug!; they are going to Keep it up the 
rest of the week y baseball matches this 
pan, and tomorrow and a rock dri'ling con- 
t- stuniong the miners on Saturday to see 
who can dri! the deepest hole in 15 min: 
utes, Zmen tow team. There was a con- 
test on the 20th May and the winners went 
down 314 inches ina block of geanite, the 
others went from 23 to 254, that Is in 15 
minutes’ ‘Lhoy change dri + every nunute. 

The flest murder here ocee vet about 5 
o'clock this morning; one man stabbed 
another, [heven't heed the story, but I 
understand they bad beeu drinking all 
night. 


The more the mines here ate deyeloped 
the richer they get aud new ones are being 
opened up all the time.

Millions of Gold—Udorts to Prevent 
Export of the Metal. 

New York, July ~The 
inaugurated Monday to prot 
treasury gold reserve made further 
tnd important progress to-day ind it 
orought with it a firmer and more con 
ident tone for stocks and bonds gen- 
rally President Tappen has thus 
lar secured tenders of sixteen millions 
of gold and there ts no doubt the total 
Will reach the amount originally de- 
sided upon, namely, twenty millions, 
Up to the close of business $7,750,000 of 
this gold had been turned into the sub 
ireasury, and if occasion warrants & 
the remainder can be handed over 
Within the noxt 24 hours, 

There was another development to- 
jay which promises to be far-reach- 
ing in its beneficial effects and that ts 
the desire of the forelgn bankers to 
awsist local capitalists in their policy 
of keeping the treasury gold at the 
hundred million mark. It is obvious 
that the home bankers would have 
thelr work for nothing, if gold exports 
thould continue on the same scale as 
they have since April last. 

With a view of correcting this evil, 
Mr, J. Plerpont Morgan to-day invited 
he representatives of the leading for- 
‘Ign exchange houses and others whio 
ihip gold to a conference at his office. 
Che conference was largely attended, 
ind, after the meeting, Mr, Morgan 1is- 
sued the following statement: 

“An informal meeting was held to- 
lay at the oflice of Messrs, J. Plerpont 
Morgan & Company, of foreign bank- 
rs, who met to consider what could 
»e done to prevent or diminish gold 
*xports, or in any other way in thelr 
2ower to assist in the maintenance of 
the gold reserve, supplemental to the 
iction of the banks in putting their 
sold at the disposal of the treasury. A 
tommittee was appointed, to which the 
whole subject was referré d to formu- 
ate a plan.”

The 
Presbyterian Church jn Canada 18 a 
pretty prominent pedestal. 

The elder who works up his district 
properly, keeps his eye on his families, 
helps the weak brethren, gets the 
careless to attend church, visits the 
sick, cools down friction, and looks 
after the young, Is doing just as im- 
portant work for the church as any 
elder or minister did in the General 
Assembly. 

The Sabbath school teacher who 
looks well after his or her class is do~ 
Ing Just as useful work as the As- 
sembly’'s Sabbath School Commilttce 
ever did or ever will do. If the teach- 
ers and officers of each school fall in 
their work there will soon not be any- 
thing for the committee to report ex™ 
cept the failure. 

Mission work very properly takes up 
a large part of the assembly's time 
and attention. The real work jis done 
in the congregations and on the mis- 
sion fields. The congregations find the 
money and the missionaries. The as 
sembly through its committees dis- 
burses the money and assigns the mis- 
sionaries to their work, A report of 
“Home Mission night’ or “Foreign 
Mission night” looks big in print. The 
actual work is done by the men and 
women of our congregations who are 
scattered over the whole of Canada. 
The men who give the money, the 
women who manage the Missionary 
Societies, the gris who form the Mis- 
sion Boards are the real workers at 
home. The missionaries themselves 
are the real workers abroad. The of- 
ficlals of the assembly are workers too, 
but the assembly, as such, simply has 
a field day on missions. 

The fact is, everything in the church 
depends in the last analysis on jn- 
dividual effort. It is easy to talk 
about church, courts and committees, 
societies and associations, and say 
what wonderful things they do. Even 
ia these organized bodies nearly every- 
thing depends on individual effort. 
There is no church court apart from 
the individuals who comprise it. Com- 
mittees are made up of individual 
men. Societies are composed of in- 
dividual men or individual women. If 
individuals stop working the whole 
machinery must instantly stop. 

Let each member and officer-bearer 
of the church feel that in his own 
place he has work to do, and that 
the welfare of the church, humanly 
speaking, depends on individual ex- 
ertion.

THEY STRUCK OTL, 


This Valuable Product Was Encountered 
While Boring for Gas in the 
Vicinity of Leamington. 
Leamington, July 22.—The Ontario 
Standard Oll Company have been ex- 
ceedingly fortunate in striking a large 
flow of oll about a mile east of this 
town upon the farm of James Foster 
and Cornelius Quick, The country to 
the south and west of Leamington Is 
rich In natural gas, and it has ulways 
been supposed that adjoining a field 
of natural gas will be found oll. The 
company have several gas wells in the 
gas territory and began testing the 
territory east of the town, ostensibly 
for gas, but anxious to strike oll, which 
would be a much richer fuel. In the 
Foster well they struck what must 
prove a good well, When they got 
through drilling there was a small flow 
of gas and at least a hundred feet of 
oll in the well. It was then securely 
capped and little was said, bur that 
there was a small flow of gas, but 
when yesterday they finished the Quick 
well it was admitted a good flow of 
oll was struck. When drilling was com- 
menced upon the Quick well a pipe 
Was run about a mile and a half from 
the Foster well to supply them with 
fuel. The bursting of the pipe near 
Talbot-street, about a mile from the 
supply, let oug the secret. Oll was 
fushing out a@ great rate and a 
Sreat pool was formed in a small ra- 
vine alongside the road, where bar- 
rels were going to waste. The pressure 
required to force this out of the Fos- 
ter well to so great a distance shows 
that the well must be a good one, What 
is called shooting the wells will also 
greatly increase the pressure. The oil 
has been declared by an experienced oll 
man, who happened to be here to-day, 
to be far superior to the Petrolea oll 
and very much like that produced at 
the American wells, There is no doubt

Halifax, July 23.—It took two hours 
for Lester Monck to make a sworn 
statement at the Consul General's for- 
mal enquiry into the Fuller tragedy 
to-day. It was similar In all i!mport- 
ant respects to his story as already 
given in these despatches. 

Brane, the alleged murderer, was ¢x- 
amined after Monck had finished. He 
was taken from his cell under a spe- 
clal guard, Brane is a powerful-look- 
ing man, and certainly has a bad look- 
ing face. He said that he had never 
been asked on ship board if he com- 
mitted the murderg; there was no 
cohspiracy between him and Brown. 
He said, in answer to another ques- 
tion: “I assure you I did not commit 
the murders.” 

He left Brown at the wheel to g0 
forward. and while returning saw 
Monck with a revolver. The reason he 
threw the plece of wood at Monck was 
because he thought Monck was going 
to kill him.

Although he did not fear the issue of 
a fair trial anywhere, yet in his opin- 
jon, the citizens of Boston would be 
prejudiced against him, owing to the 
fact that a Boston man had playel so 
prominent a part in the case, 

It Is now settled that the trial will

Forest Fires Doing Great Damage in 
British Colambina—Many Narrow 
Pacapes Frem Death. 
| Vancouver, B.C., July 23.—Along the 
Northern Railway, between Whatcom 
and Goshen, bush fires have burned 
many farm buildings, and a quantity 
of fencing and railroad ties. At Van- 
couver last night there were two fires, 
caused by the sparks from the bush 
fires, a house and steamer being burn- 
ed. Unless rain comes soon, large 
tracts of timber along the Fraser River 

Wil be destroyed. 

Dense smoke has settled down over 
the seaport towns and it is with the 
greatest difficulty that navigation can 
be carried on. The bush fires are more 
extensive and destructive than in any 
Sason during the past ten years. 

The southern half of Vancouver Is- 
land has not seen clear atmosphere for 
&-veral days. The worst reports of the 
damage reached this city from Alber- 
ni last night. That city is surrounded 
by one immense fire, which has taken 
Cntire possession of “Mineral Hill,” a 
Wealthy section, the flames have des- 
troyed Al) buildings at the Duke of 
York mine, China Creek, and are now 









within two or three miles of the town, 
heving burned numerous camps, 
bridg etc.

iat great fihting was expected, as they 
fwere about to meet Napoleon, who was 
making a desperate effort to regain the 
power which he had once held over Europe. 
Securing permission, five boys, myself in- 
cluded, left the ship and startea across 
Belgium in the direction we were told the 
British army was camping. We came first 
to Ligny, where the preliminary battle of 
that terrible week in Belgium took place, 
We were two miles distant from the left 
flank of Napoleon's army after Ligny, and 
we vonclnded to follow and Watch the en- 
counter, 

"At Quatre Bras Napoleon attacked the 
outposts of the Duke of Wellington, but he 
was repulsed, the Duke falling back to 
Waterloo next day, where he determined to 
make his final stand, The French army 
bivonscked in large flelds of rye, which was 
almost ripe, on the pretty plain of Waterloo, 
On the night of Juue 17 there was a con- 
tinuous rain storm, making ic very dis- 
agreeable for the soldiers. The clouds 
cleared away on the following morning, 
and with sea glass which we had taken from 
the ship, we stood on the helghts some 
distance away and saw the great struggle. 

* We could see Napoleon on his charger, 
riding wlong his lines preparing for the 
battle, The lines were formed, and soon 
the field was filled with smoke, and the 
roar of cannon reverberated through the 
hills of Belgium. In the afternoon the 
florce struggle ceased, and the fleld was a 
sickening sight. The green rye had been 
trampled down, and the fleld was nothing 
but duat, like the middle of the road, while 
the dead and wounded lay scattered thick 
ly over the great plain.

ITS EFFECTS, WHEN UNDERSTOOD, 
MAKE FOR RIGHTEOU SNESS. 


Kuio and Kestoration Presented in 


Novel Manner by Kev. Dr, Talmage 


The Disabled and Humbled Human 


Soul KRalsed Agalio, 


Washington July 9-—Dr, Talmagos 
sermon of to-day is a vivid and novel 
presentation of the theories of ruin and 
The Bible described 
Hila text mas If, Samuel 
“Ie there yet any that |8 
left of the house of Saul, that I 
show him kindness for Jonathan's 
vake? * * ° Mephibosheth dwelt 
in Jerusalem, for he did cat continually 
at the king’s table and lame oF 
both his feet.” 

Was there ever anything more 
mantic and chivalrous than the love of 
David and Jonathan? At time 
Jonathan was up and David was down. 
Now David is up and Jonathan's family 
is down, As you have often heard of 
soldicrs before going into battle 

making a covetant that if one Is, shot 
the survivor will take charge of the 
body, the watch, the meméntog ana 
perhaps of the bereft family of the one 
that dies, so David and Jonathan have 
made a covenant, and now that Jona 
than Is dead David Is inquiring about 
his family, that he may show kindness 
unty them for thelr father Jonathan's 
sake. 

Careful search {s made, and a son.of 

Jonathan of the dreadfully homely 
name of Mephibosheth is found, His 
nurse, in his infancy, had let him fall, 
and tie fall. had put both his ankles out 
of place and they had never been, set, 
This decrepit poor man Is brought Into 
the palace of King David, David looks 
upon ‘him with melting tnederness, no 
doubt seeing in his face a re 
to his old friend, the deceased Jona- 
than. The whole bearing of King 
Dayid toward him seems to say; “How 
glad I am to see you, Mephibosheth: 
How you remind me of your father, 
my old friend and benefactor! I made 
a bargain with your father a good 
many years ago, and I am going to keep 
it with you. What can I do for you, 
Mephibosheth? I am resolved what to 
do—I will inake youa rich man, I will 
restore to you the confiscated property 
of your grandfather Saul, and you shall 
ve uw guest of mine as long as you live, 
and you shall be seated at my table 
among the princes,” It was too much 
for Mephibosheth, and he cried out 
against it, calling bimself a dead dog. 
“Be sul,” says David, “I don't do this 
on your own account, I do ‘this for 
your father Jonathan's sake, I can 
never forget his kindness. I remember 
when I was hounded from place to 
place how he befriended me. Can I 
ever forget how he stripped himself of 
his courtier apparel and gave it to me 
instead of my shepherd's coat, and how 
he took off his own sword and belt 
and gave them to me instead of my 
siing? Oh, I can never forget him! I 
feel as if I couldn't do enough for you, 
his son. I don’t do it for your sake; 
I do it for your father Jonathan's 
sake." “So Mephibosheth dwelt in Je- 
rusalem, for he did eat continually at 
the king’s table and was lame on both 
his feet." 

There is so muoh gospel in this 
quaint Incident that I am embarrassed 
to know where to begin. Whom do 
Mephibosheth and David and Jonathan 
make you think of? 

Mephibosheth, in the first place, 
Stands for the disabled human soul. 
Lord Byron describes sin.as ih charm- 
ing recklessness as a gallantry, as a 
Don Juan. George Sand describes sin 
as triumphant in many intri.«ate plots. 
Gayarn}, with his engraver’s knife, al- 
Ways shows sin ag a great jocularity. 
But the Bible presents it as a Mephi- 
bosheth, lame on both feet. Sin, like 
the nurse In the context, attempted to 
carry us and let us fall, and we have 
been disabled, and in our whole moral 
nature we are decrepit. Sometimes 
theologians haggle about a technicul- 
ity. They use the words “total de- 
pravity,” and some people believe in 
the doctrine, and some reject it. What 
do you mean by total depravity? Do 
you mean that every man is as bad as 
he can be? Then I do not believe in 
it elther. But do you mean that sin 
has let us fall; that it has scarified 
and disabled and crippled our entire 
moral nature until we cannot walk 
Straight and are lame in both feet? 
Then I admit your proposition, There 
is not so much difference in an Afrl- 
can jungle, with barking, howling, hiss- 
ing, fighting quadruped and reptile, and 
paradise, with its animals coming be- 
fore Adam, when he patted them and 
stroked them and gave them names, 
so that the panther was as tame as 
the cow, and the condor as tame as 
the dove, as there is between the 
human soul disabled and that soul as 
God originally constructed it. I do not 
care what the sentimentalists or the 
poets say in regard to sin. In the name 
of God, I declare to you to-day that 
sin is Alsorganization, disintegration, 
ghastly disfiguration, hobbling defor:n- 
ity. 

Your modern theologian tells you that 
man is a little out of sorts. He soine- 
times thinks wrong—indeed, his nature 
needs a little moral surgery, a little 
rectification. Religion is a good thing 
to have; it might some day come into 
use. Man is partially wrong, not all 
wrong. He is lame in one foot. Bring 
the salve of divine grace, and the ojnt- 
ment, and the pain extractor, and we 
will have his one foot cured Man 1s 
only half wrong, not altogether wrong 
In what Is man's nature right? In 
his will, his affections, hig judgment? 
No. Ther ts an old book that says, 
“The whole head Is sick and the whole 
heart faint.” Mephibosheth lame 15 
both feet! Our belief of the fact thar 
sin has searified and deformed our 
souls increases as we go on in yeurs 
When you started life, you thought 
that man was a little marred by sin, 
and he was about one-tenth wrong. By 
the time you had gone through the ear 
ly experience of your trade or 
pation or profession you believed that 
man was about half wrong By the 
time you came to midlife you believed 
that man was three-fourths wrong. But 
within these past few year you 

have been so Hed about swindled 
and ohtated, you have to the « 
clusion that man ise altogether wrong, 

and now you can say with 
book and with the Bible 

Now you belleve witn 
the prophet, “The heart deceitful 
above all things and desperately wick 
ed." Whatever you may have believed 
before, now you believe that Mphibos 
heth Is lame on both feet

Me- 
phibosheth would never have got into 
the palace on his own account. Why 
did David ransack the realm to find 
that poor man and then bestow upon 
him a great fortune and command a 
farmer of the name of Ziba to culture 
the estate and give to this invalid 
Mephibosheth half the proceeds every 
year? Why did King David make 
such a mighty stir about a poor fellow 
who would never be of any use to the 
throne of Israel ? It was for Jonathan's 
fake. It was what Robert Burns calls 
for “auld lang syne."’ David could not 
forget what Jonathan had done for 
him In other cays. Three times this 
chapter has it that all this kindness 
On the part of David to Mephibosheth 
was for his father Jonathan's sake. The 
daughter of Peter Martyr, through 
the vice of her husband came down 
to penury, and the senate of Zurich 
took care of her for her father’s sake 
Sometimes a person has applied to

Close of the Preliminary Examination of 
the Crew of the Herbert Faller 
—A Sallor’s Scheme, 


Halifax, N.S,, July 24.—The examination 
of the men belonging to the barque Her- 
bert Fuller was unfinished by City Stipen- 
Glary Fielding until late to-night. It was 
conducted In private, and when it was 
concluded each man signed his sworn state- 
ment In relation to what he knew of the 
tragedy.

Mr. Hagarty, who 
invoked the divine blessing upon the 
convention, its proceedings and the 
country. 

Mr. Baker (California), chairman of 
the Silver Convention Committee of

As a last resort, a week ago Tues- 
day morning, Mr, Vanderbilt went, 
with Drs, Janeway and Mcilurney, to 
admonish the obdurate young man 
ogainst the step he was about to take, 
and to urge him to travel and regain 
his shattered ,health. Young Vander- 
bilt declared that nothing would move 
him; that no pow¢r could make him 
alter his determination to make Miss 
Wilson his wife, and that, if need be, 
he would repudiate the whole family 
which loved him so dearly. 

It was at this juncture that Mr, Van- 
derbilt arose, his face livid with rage 
and anger, but before the anathema 
which he would have hurled at his 
disobedient son could be uttered he 
clutched at his throat and fell from the 
stroke of paralysis which startled the 
world. 

When it was announced that death 
might follow, Mrs. Vanderbilt and her 
daughter went to her son, who per- 
sistently refused to approacn his fa- 
ther, and pleaded with him to ask for- 
giveness of his father and seek a recon- 
ciation. This young Vanderbilt re- 
fused most positively to do, and then 
Mrs, and Miss Vanderbilt went on their 
knees and prayed the boy to do as 
they asked. He stubbornly refused to 
see his father or to enquire as to his 
condition.

MISS TAPP WANTS $10,000. 


An Ottawa Girl, Now a New York Cloalu 
Model, Sucs Dr, Tack for Breach 
of Proutine. 


New York, July 24.—A breach of pro- 
Dilse suit for $10,000 damages has been 
brought in the Supreme Court by Miss 
Emily Tapp, a cloak model, against 
Dr. George H. Tuck, a dentist. She 1s 
tall and attractive in appearance. He 
is of medium helght and badly pock- 
marked.

The dentist, who is an Englishman, 
30 years old, is the son’ of Dr, Richard 
Tuck, of Truro, Eng. He fascinated 
her by the tale of a duel in Paris, 
Wherein he acted a hero's part. She 
declares that he was very much In love 
With her and threatened to shoot him- 
eelf if she did not promise to marry 
him, She promised and he took her 
lo an apartment which was to be 
theirs forever, at 250 West SYth street, 

Then, in 1894, they went to Ottawa, 
where, she gays, Dr, Tuck introduced 
her to her parents and to her friends 
us his wife, He had money and spent 
it freely while it lasted, but in Mon- 
treal his funds gave out and she had 
to work. He then, she says, began to 
beat her. 

Dhey returned to this city last Sep- 
tember,and Miss Tapp went to work as 
a cloak model for several firms that 
she names and to whom she refers. 
Her wages were but $6 a we ek, but she 
used it for thelr common support un- 
til he found employment at his pro- 
fession.

Montreal, July 24,—(Speolal.)—The 
as campaign in the United States, 
coupled with the reported arrival of a 
large quantity of gold into ¢ anada, ls 
still a fruitful topic of conversation 
in financial and commercial circles. 
Mr, Willlam Weir, the President of 
the Ville Marie Bank, was 
day by your correspondent and ¢ 
if it were true that the Canadian 
banks Were bringing an unusual quan- 

tity of gold into the Dominion Just 
now. He replied that there wis some 
gold being brought In by several banks, 
but this did not indicate any fear of 

a panic in Montreal banking circits 

Mr. Weir proceeded to say that there 
Was & little money to be made At pre- 
seit In bringing in gold, as there was 
no demand here for American funds. 
He figured that as gold can be brought 
in for 1-10 of 1 per cent, the profits 
on the transaction would be about 87 
cents on $1000, 

He wis then asked to describe the 
effect that would probably be produced 
if the United States currency were 
established on a silver basis 

“The result would be," he replied, 
“as Near as I can (Ree, to enhance the 
ydlue of’silver bullfon compared with 
gold, so the difference would not be 
4s great as some people might imag- 
ine. It would, of coltrse,. give a mark- 
led impetus to gold mining, while at- 
tentidn Would consequently be given 
to the production of silver and not 
bring about a greater demand for the 
latter metal, as the advocates of tne 
free silver have all along pretended 
in thelr campaign speeches and news- 
paper articles.” 

“You Mean, then, that there would 
be a premium on gold?” 

“Yes, and this fact would set people 
‘o work producing it more abundant- 
y” 

Continuing, the President said that 
the two metals, gold and silver, would 
“approach nearer to each other. But 
after all, the election of Bryan to the 
Presidential chair does not mean of 
necessity that the United States would 
come to a Silver basis. In the regu- 
lation of its currency the President 
of the republic, except In the exercise 
of the veto, Is not a powerful man, 
and the banker said he could not be- 
lieve both Houses of Congress would 
pronounce in favor of such a policy for 
that country. 

“But if it did come to pass, 
what?" 

“No doubt," Mr. Weir replied, “the 
effect would be largely discounted in 
advance. Hnglish and European hold- 
(rg are paying lower prices for Ameri- 
can securities and they are willing to 
run the risk. As far as We are con- 
cerned, our holders are running a cer- 
tain risk, as all stock, bonds and other 
securities are payable in United States 
currencies, and if the currency were 
put on a silver basis there would be a 
large reduction in values. The Cana- 
dian banks are now lending thelr 
money payable in gold, their contracts 
being made thus; but if the impression 
became general that the United States 
would resort to a silver basis the 
American borrowers would decline to 
borrow further on such conditions and 
our banks would find themselves in 
the position of calling in the $18,000,000 
now loaned in the United States or 
take the risk of being paid in sliver. 
However,”’ added Mr. Weir, “I think 
this is a remote possibility.” 

“You do not think, then, that Bryan 
will_be elected?” 

“Well, I make no predictions after 
the recent election in Canada,”

The apartment is on the ground 
level] and looks out upon a spacious 
flower garden and orchard Though 
seldom entered, it is attractive to th 
living and well calculated to dispel 
any unpleasant thought which might 
arise associated with Its intended use 
Everything is bright and cheerful 

Pictures hang upon the walls, rich 
rugs are on the floor, there iv a set of 
bookshelves well filled with pleasant 
literature, there are comfortable chairs, 
a table on which stands a vase always 
filled with blossoms and in one corner 
of the room is a single bed, 

The only door besides the secret one 
connecting the death chamber with 
the closet opens on the back lawn, It 
js guarded by latticework which In- 
closes the whole door, and, while pre- 
venting intrusion, admits light und 
air, Small windows protected by stout 
wire screens also permit a circulation 
ef air. 

“In this room,” said Mr, Giles, “Mrs 
Giles shall rest and so shall I, wher 
We are supposed to have died, until 
{t Is absolutely certain that we are 
physically dead. When death is de- 
termined we shall be cremated and 
our ashes scattered over the flower 
Barden out there to make the plants 
grow and bloom. 

“IT am convinced that thousands of 
people are buried while animation {s 
simply suspended, and that life would 
be restored if the necessary time were 
given. The physicians have thirty- 
four tests for death and every one of 
them has been proved to be open to 
failure. 

“The only safe test is decompost- 
tion. When the body begins to de- 
cay it is dead, and no one should be 
buried until such a condition comes. 
The mind may be active though death 
secmS apparent. Think of the agony 
of a person In that eondition facing 
the grave |" 

This {gs not a new fad with Mr. 
Giles. When he was forty years old he 
began to make a collection of the re 
cords of cases of suspended anima- 
tion and supposed dead persons com- 
ing to life. The record is astonishing. 
He has gone toino special pains in the 
work, merely recording the instances 
which came to his notice. 

“The Nineteenth Century has estli- 
mated,” he said, “that of every 300 
persons belleved to be dead liken to 
the morgue in Paris, one comes to life. 
If there have been so many cases 
made public, think of the numbér that 
in the natura] order of things have 
escaped notice. It is not unreasonable 
to belleve that fully as many persons 
have been buried alive as have been 
found to be alive at the last moment.” 

Mr, Giles related several personal 
experiences and others which have 
come to his notice, He spoke of one 
young woman, named Delia Samuelson 
of Chicago, who died recently of con- 
sumption. She requested that he: 

dy be kept in a vault for a year 

nd be visited each day by her mother 
and grandmother, and that it be prick- 
ed with pins to determine whether or 
mot there were signs of life. Her re- 
Auest will be complied with as long 
as possible.”’ 

This Hyde Park lawyer is by no 
means alone in his belief. Some of the 
Pest known citizens of Boston enter- 
/tain the same idea with regard to pre- 
mature burial, and the same belief 
can be found well established in all 
parts of the world, but Mr. Giles Is 
certainly original in having arranged 
a death chamber in his residence. 
George T. Angell, president of the 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals and editor of Dumb Ani 
mals, ls one of the foremost advocates 
of deferring burial until {it is certain 
that death has ensued. His own 
mother was thought to have died and 
the funeral service was being held 
when signs were detected, and she was 
Speedily restored to health. Mr. An- 
gell ls now urging the formation of a 
society, the object of which shall be 
the prevention of premature burial.

DEATH OF A VETERAN. 


Andrew Cowie Pas.cs Away Aftor & Long 
and Active Oarecer. 


One of the oldest men in Thurlow pass- 
ed away on Saturday afternoon in the per- 
son of Andrew Cowie. His death was due 
to natural causes.

New York, July 26.—Mr. Isaac N. 
Ford cables from London to The Tri- 
bune as follows: 

The Populist and silver side shows 
at St. Louls have not attracted much 
attention here, but have served to 
deepen the Impression that an anomal- 
ous political revolution is in progress 
in America, with all the moral forces 
of public Opinion on the Republican 
side, The demoralized Democracy, 
with its Populist allies, has succeeded 
in temporarily discrediting the nation 
and clouding its future. Wherever Am- 
erlcan affairs are discussed, grave apr 
prehension is expressed of the seces-

| slon of the West and South from the 


East, the repudiation of the national 
debt, and a _ possible catastrophe by 
which republican institutions all over 
the world will be shaken to their foun~ 
dations, Forecasts of the election of 
McKinley and the restoration of Am- 
erlcan prosperity are accepted suspli- 
clously as premature ard oversangu- 
ine. The grotesque performances of the 
Populist convention, following the 
nomination of a stump orator on the 
strength of a chance metaphor rather 
than a career of public service, have 
convinced cautious observers that Amo 
is seething with social unrest, 
and that nobody can foretell what 
will happen in November, 

The moral that is generally pointed 
too cau- 
tlous in dealings with Am 
erican houses, and that American se- 
curities should not be purchasel under 
any circumstances. I asked a promi- 
nent and well-informed banker yester~ 
day whether the gold shipments would 
continue from the United States and 
the gold reserve again be depleted 30 
heavily as to force the Government to 
issue & new loan. He replied that the 
American banks would undoubtedly 
come to the rescue of the Government 
and make good the ldsses of gold, They 
could protect the Government till No~ 
Vember if they wished to do so, and 
they could be depended upon to stave 
off a new financial crisis. He did not 
apprehend that there would be a 
large shrinkage in the gold reserve in 
the next three months. 

If Bryan were elected gold would 
leave the country, and nothing could 
stop it. Gold payments would be sus- 
pended, as it would be Impossible to 
float a new loan after the triumph of 
the party which is committed to re 
pudiation The situation would be 
greatly Improved if McKinley were 
elected, and a new issue of bonds 
could then be negotiated if necessary, 
in order to maintain gold payments 
American credit abroad had _ been 
greatly damaged, however, by the re

Tho appointment of Senator Bochard, 

which is now announced in the official 
Gazette, isa political move that has o 
history, remarks the Ottawa correspondent 
of the Mail and Empire. Mr. Desjardins 
resigned his seat in the Upper Chamber to 
contest a Quebec constituency. After his 
defeat the Jate Administration recommend- 
ed his reappointment to the Senate. But 
His Excellency was pleased to disallow tho 
action of his advisers, and consequently 
the vacancy was not filled. Upon tho ac 
cession of Mr. Laurier to office it was 
necessary to procure a seat for Mr. Tarte, 
because he had been rejected at the polls. 
Mr. Bechard's constituency was a safo seat 
and Mr. Bechard was not very much 
enamored of Mr. Laurier’s way of dealing 
with the school question. Last session Mr. 
Bechard for a time counted among those 
who were likely to boli from the Liberals. 
But at the critical moment he stood by his 
party. Hehas now been clevated into 
Mr. Desjardins’ seat to make room for 
Tarte in the Lower House. Personally 
the new Senator is a most estimable gentle- 
man. Heis one of the old school of 
French Liberals, who are the very an- 
tithesis of the Tarte brand. 


MUST SIR RICHARD GO? 


The Montreal Witness is of opinion that 
the Liberals should carry out their policy 
of reducing the number of Ministers and 
limit the Cabinet offices to thirteen. The 
Globe, in reply, admits the charge of in- 
creasing the number of Ministers by Mr. 
Laurier, but excuses the offence with the 
old plea, ‘‘only a little one.” The leading 
organ also intimates that Sir Richard Cart- 
wright’s department—Trade and Commerce 
—will be abolished. Will this end Sir 
Richard's career as a Minister? It looks a 
little that way. 


EDITORIAL BREVITIES. 


The Globe evidently considers thirteen 
an unlucky number. It refuses assent to 
the Montreal Witness’ proposal to reduce 
the number of departments to thirteen. 


Despite the assertion as to St. Patrick 
banishing the snakes from Ireland, a real 
snake has been killed there—not one of 
that sort which a too-free indulgence in the 
concentrated dew of the mountains is apt to 
evo ve from the imagination.

His private physician says 
that the’ remaining days of life of 
the Cardinal Archbishop are number- 
ed.

SANF EY'S MOST FAMOUS HYMN. 
Flow He Came to Produce “Ninety and 
Nine’ and Where He Sang It, 


The last plece sung by Mr. Sankey 
Was tha: one of all his compositions 
Which has perhaps brought him the 
most fame—The Ninety and Nine.” 
Before singing it he gave an account 
of its birth. He was in Sootland at 
the time, twenty-two years ago. He 
Was leaving Glasgow for Edinburg witb 
Mr, Moody, after having conducted 
seTvices, for three months in the form- 
er city. Going to the railroad station 
he stopped at a news stand to buy a 
paper to read upon the train, Some- 
thing in a copy of a religious paper 
caught his eye, and he purchased it 
for a penny. Settling down in the 
car, he glanced over the paper and his 
eye chanced to light upon some little 
verses In a corner of the page. He 
Weo pleased with them, and he said 
to Mr. Moody, “I've found my hymn,” 
But his companion had no ears for the 
hymn, then being deeply engaged in 
the reading of a letter from home. Mr. 
Sankey read the verse aloud, but Mr. 
Moody did not hear a word, as was 
developed afterward. 

Mr. Sankey tore off the corner of 
the sheet and put the verses in a scrap 
book, In which he pasted all verses 
and sentiments and songs which struck 
him as available material for his work, 
This scrap-book, by the way, was the 
origination of the gospel hymns, but 
that name was not bestowed by elther 
Mr. Sankey or Mr. Moody. but by a 
clergyman in the north of England. 

For several days Mr. Sankey got no 
time to make a tune for the verscs 
which had struck him, Then, one day, 
in Edinburg, there was a great meet- 
ing, an unusually impressive meeting, 
and the subject was “The Good Saep- 
herd,” When Dr. Bonner closed his 
talk Mr. Moody beckoned to his part- 
ner, and asked him to sing something 
appropriate. Mr. Sankey could think 
ef nothing but the twenty third 
psalm, and that has been sung so often 
that he did not like to repeat it. And 
then came an ingpiration, a second 
thought which was to sing the verses 
he had cut from the paper. But the 
third thought wae how he could sing 
them when he had no tune for them 
Then a fourth thought came, and that 
was to sing the verses, anyhow, 

He put the verses in front of him, 
touched his fingers to the organ keys, 
opened his mouth—and sang. He did 
not know where he was going to come 
out, and he says that whatever there 
ls In the song God gave him in that 
emergency. Having finished the verse 
amid profound ailence, he took a long 
breath, wondering if he gould sing the 
second the same way. He tried, and 
accomplished It,and after that through 
the other verses it was easy. When he 
concluded, the meeting was all broken 
down, the ministers crying—Sootch 
ministers, at that, Mr. Sankey explains 
—and K was the most intense moment 
he had ever known. Mr. Moody came 
down to where he sat and demanded 
to know where he got that song. Mr 
Sankey replied that he had read it 

to him on the train, but Me. Moody 
sail that he had never heard a song 
like that. The song was ming at every 
meeting after that, and was soon go- 
ing’ Over the world And whUle trayvel- 
ing in the Highlands a short time later, 
Mr. Sankey received a letter from a 
lady at Melrose thanking him for sing 
Ing the verses written by her sister 
That sister was EMzabeth C. Clephane 
Hi. had named the song “The Lost 
Sheep,” but Mr. Moody Inaisted upon 
calling it “Ninety and Nine,” when 
ever he announced the hymn, and 
uitimately Mr. Sankey had to adopt 
that name.—Denver Republican

The Care of Baby's Hair. 


The mother who rejoices during mild 
weather in the curly head of her baby will 
possibly find, with the advent of frosty 
weather, that its hair becomes barsh and 
dry, and that the scalp appears lifeless and 
is coverod with particles that look like 
dried skin or dandrutf. During the heated 
term baby’s head perspires freely, and the 
perspiration keeps the fine locks soft aud 
pliable, Tho cessation of perspiration pro- 
duces just the opposite result, and the 
natural oil of the hair dries up. 

Now is the timo for the mother to do 
her work of supplementing nature. At 
night, when baby is ready for bed, the 
hair should be parted and the scalp anoint 
ed with white vascline, This is rubbed in 
gently but thoroughly. The little one will 
not object to the preceeding. On the con- 
trary, it will probably be lulled to slumber 
by the light friction. A piece of linen is 
laid over the pillow that the vaseline may 
produce no stain on the dainty slip. In 
the morning, when baby is ready for 


the bath, its head must be lathored 
thoroughly with tar soap. This done 
baby is put inv’ 9 tub of warm water 


in which has boeh dissolved a little borax, 
and with a soft sponge the head is washed 
free of all grease and soap. After it is 
dressed, & teaspoonful of alcohol in two of 
wator is poured on the hair, After two or 
three applications of the vaseline all dan- 
druff aad acaly skin will have disappeared, 
The use of the tur soap and alcohol should 
be continued to keep the hair and acalp 
in a healthy condition. The mother will 
find at the end of « week that her darling’s 
hair is once more soft and silky, while the 
golden lights init will be brighter than 
ever.—Harper's Bazar,

A'WELIASKURG AHEAD. 


Miss Howe Wins the Gold Medal and 
Miss Hawley tho Silver Medal. 


Three years ago when Jas. E. Glenn, of 
Ameliasburg, was Warden in the County of 
Prince Edward, he gave a gold medal to 
the pupil resident in the county taking the 
highest marks at the entrance examination.

Several coal mines in 
the vicinity of McDonald were flood- 
ed } 

Near Cecil, three miles southeast, 
six bodies have been recovered from 
the mass of debris in Cecl) Valley. oul 
wells and shanties occupied by oll pro- 
ducers and workmen thickly lo- 
cated along the banks of Cecll Creek. 
The torrents swept through them, gly~ 
ing no time for escape, Samuel McKin 
ney’s house was swept away, carrying 
with it his wife and two children.» 
Two oil men, sleeping in their shanty, 
were drowned, as was also & girl 
named McElhaney, who lived in the 
Village of Cecil. 

The cloudburst wéeiich swept the 
Cecil Valley carried away a miner's 
boarding house near Bridgeville, re- 
sulting in the death of 10 of the in- 
mates by drowning. The valley at 
this point was covered by 18 feet of 
water, The bridge of the Bridgeville 
anl McDonald branch of the Pan- 
handle Railroad, over Chartiers Creek, 
Was washed away and the tracks for 
half a mile near Bridgeville, are cov- 
ered with water. 

John Fergus and George Miller, with 
several companions, were in camps 
on the banks of the Allegheny River, 
near Aspinwall. Their tents were 
sheltered by a large sycamore tree. 
Either the Nghtning of the wind tore 
a huge Hmb from the tree and it 
dropped directly upon the tent in 
which the members of the club had 
sought shelter. Fergus’ skull was 
crushed, Miller was pinioned to the 
earth and his buck broken, Five 
other members of the party were held 
to the ground under the heavy Umb 
and all were severely injured. 

John Aufholder met his death while 
striving to reach a place of shelter 
from the hurricane on Second-avenue. 
Just as he reached it a heavy sign was 
torn from its fastenings and crushed 
him down into his wagon. Death 
Wag Instantaneous. Throughout Pitts- 
burg and Allegheny city many Luild- 
ings were unroofed, hundreds of trees 
uprooted, electric wires prostrated, 
windows shattered, outbuildings and 
some dwellings upset. + 

At Cecil the bodies df Mrs. McKin- 
ney, J. McKinney,Jennfe “Holmes, Ww. 
Higgins and an unknown old man have 
been recovered. The Chartiers Creek 
is higher than ever before known. The 
bursting of Solelem's Dams added to 
the volume of the flood, which swept 
through the valley. Of the 16 miners 
swept away, five bodies have been re- 
covered. One man was rescued, yet 
alive, from the branches of a tree, in 
which he had lodged. He had not yet 
regained consciousness when last 
heard from. Al] of the men were for~ 
elgners, mostly Italians, employed in 
the mines of the W. P. Rend Company 
and the Ridgeway Bishop Coal Com- 
pany. Estimates of the total damage 
run any where from $100,000 to $1,000,- 
000 in Allegheny County. 

The damage to the Fifth United 
Presbyterian Church, Webster-ayenue, 
and Washington-street, Is $3000. The 
John Wesley A.M.E, Church, Arthur- 
street, was damaged $5000, Fox & 
Co.'s machine shop was damaged 
$5000. The steeple of Centenary M. B. 
Church, Kirkpatrick-street, was blown 
off and the bell carried into an alley 
some distance away. The falling 
steeple crashed through the root of 
the dwelling of John Tonner, wreck- 
ing it. The falling timbers also dam- 
aged the residence of William Zither, 
and George Sutherland. The damage 
to the church will reach $5000 or more. ° 

In Lawrenceville, the damage is 
greater than on July 15, when the 
etorm wrecked the stone wall sul~ 
rounding Allegheny Cemetery The 
broken wall offered no resistance to 
the flood last evening, and a raging 
torrent not only devastated a large 
portion of the beautiful Allegheny 
Cemetery, but flooded Butler-street and 
streets below to a depth of nearly five 
feet. The cellars of hundreds of 
houses were flooded and the first floors 
of several score were covered with 
water, Every street in that part of 
the city was blocked with broken trees, 
stones, rubbish and mud. 

Al lover Pittsburg and Alleghany 
trafic was suspended, In the mill 
districts along the Alleghany River 26 
large smokestacks were toppled overt 
by the force of the wind, in a number 
of instances wrecking bulldings on 
which they fell Scarcely had the 
thoroughfares been made passable and 
delayed cars began to move when the 
night deluge came on, This in point 
of downpour was even worse than the 
evening flood The high wind was 
absent, however, but the heavens were 
almost continuously lit with terrific 
flashes of lightning, and the roar of 
thunder was continuous, The storm 
continued with slowly diminishing en- 
ergy until midnight. At noon to-day 
the body of an unknown man, evident- 
ly a victim of last night’s storm, was 
found in the Ohio River just below the 
city. Reports from the districts sur- 
rounding the cities detall the destruc 
tion of buildings, death of farm stock 
and much damage to crops and fruits, 
All the railroads entering the olty suf- 
fered considerable damage and delay; 
the Baltimore & Ohio Railway is ap- 
parently the worst sufferer, ‘Trains 
from above Eureka on the main lines 
were unable to get through from last 
evening up to noon to-day. The delay 
Woe caused by a landslide near Eu 
reka A large culvert at Port Royal 
was also washed out, and had to be 
bridged over before trains could pro 
ceed.

NO USE FOR ANARCHISTS, 


Thoy are Refused Permission to Take Part 
in the Proceedings of the Soctal- 
istic Trades Congress. 

London, July 28,—The International 
Socialist Trades Congress met again in 
St. Martin’s Town Hall today. In 
view of the disorder which character- 
ized yesterday's meeting, there was 4 
large crowd of outsiders present who 
apparently were anxious to see a re 
petition of the troubles. As the dele- 
gates presented themselves for admis- 
sion close scrutiny was made of their 
credentials, it being feared that some 
of the Anarchists would endeavor to 
get on the floor and make trouble. 
Some of those who bore credentials 
which were not in the right shape were 
refused permission to enter the hall. 

Herr Singer, the well-known Social- 
ist leader of the German Reichstag, 
who speaks English fluently, acted 4s 
chairman at to-day’s session, He re- 
ferred to yesterday's disturbance, and 
announced that order would have to 
be maintained, 

After the usual preliminaries the 
Congress took up the question of the 
admission of Anarchists, against which 
a large majority vote was cast yester- 
day. Speeches for and against their 
recognition as delegates were made by 
Jean Jaures, a Radical Socialist memn- 
ber of the French Chamber of Depu- 
tiles; Tom Mann, formerly member of 
the House of Commons, and several 
other properly accredited delegates. 
The speakers were very much excited, 
and those in favcr of «he admission cf 
the Anarchists hotly contended that if 
they wele nol udmiltted the Congress 
would not be internationally represen- 
tive in its scope and that its decisions 
and conclusjons would not carry 
the welght which they would other- 
wise have, The opponents of the pro- 
position declared with equal spirit 
that the admission of the Anarchists 
would have the effect of leading the 
general public to believe that the So- 
cialists favored the Anarchists’ pro- 
paganda, which the speakers contend- 
ed was not the case, 

Eventually another vote was taken, 
and it was decided 203 to 104 to refuse 
to recognize them. 

The Anarchist would-be delegates 
were outside the hall waiting for a de- 
cision, and when it was announced to 
them they became highly indignant. 
It was finally decided to force an en- 
trance {nto the hall and the decision 
Was no sooner arrived at than it was 
curried out. A rush was made for 
the deorkeen: » were speedily up- 
set, and the crowd of Anarchists made 
thelr way to the gallery. Then arose 
a perfect babel, The delegates shout-

selzing several Newfoundland fishing 
vessels for landing supplies in Canada 
without payment of duty, All the ves- 
sels were subsequently released with- 
out penalty, but it was decided to es- 
tablish a Customs port of entry, prob- 
ably at Esperance, as recommended 
by Capt. Howard, in order to remove 
the excuse which the skippers of these 
vessels gave that there was no con- 
venient port on the coast at which 
they could regularly enter, Captain 
Howard Is not acting for the Customs 
Department this summer, He is at- 
tending exclusively to his lobster bus!- 
ness on the coast, where he has a ten 
years’ fishing lease of several miles of 
the shore. 

There were two mectings of Council 
to-day, attended by the Premier, Hon. 
R. W. Scott and Messrs. Mulock and 
Tarte. This evening Mr. Laurier left 
for Montreal. Chief Whip Sutherland 
brought his visit to Ottawa to a close 
yesterday, leaving on the evening 
train for the west 

Collector Miine of Victoria, B.C., has 
forwarded to the Minister of Marine 
and Fisheries his report on this sea- 
son's operations of the Canadian geal- 
(ng fleet in Japanese waters. The 
eatch on the whole Is slightly better 
than that secured last year, averaging 
643 skins to each of the 28 schooners 
engaged in the industry, or totalling 
18,019 skins, In addition to these, there 
Is the catch of eight American 
echooners, totalling 3808 skins; the 
catch of seven Hakodate sealers, num- 
bering 2417 skins, and reported catch 
of four other American craft, making 
a grand total of 25,524 skins. 

The Collector further reports that 
this year Victoria sealers shipped all 
thelr sealskins home from Japan by 
the C.P.R. steamers. Many of them 
also sent home their shot guns and 
rifles by the same steamers, that they 
might escape molestation in the Bghr- 
ing Sea by United States cruisers, 
which have heretofore made numerous 
unnecessary searches of Canadian 
craft, to ascertain whether they were 
complying with the terms of the Paris 
award, which prohibits the use 
of fire arms in the Behring Sea. 
Even compliance with international re- 
gevlation, which required that al) fire- 
arms be kept in sealed lockers, did 
rot secure immunity from annoyance 
of these frequent searches. Conse- 
quently Great Britain declined last 
year to renew that arrangement, al- 
though most of the vessels had their 
arms placed under seal as a precau- 
tion. This year many of them have, 
as stated, shipped their firearms home 
from Japan, and on Aug. 1, when the 
Season opens, will enter Behring Sea 
without a single gun on board, It 
remains to be seen whether even this 
Precaution will save sealers from the 
annoyance and loss of time Involved 
in unnecessary overhaulings by Unitea 
States cruisers. The report states 
that while the catch has been satls- 
factory on the Aslatic side the success 
of the sealing scafson will depena 
upon luck which the vessels have in 
Behring Sea. The season 1s reported 
to have been a trying one to the Vic- 
toria fleet. Considerable loss of life 
8nd property resulted from storms and 
casualties in the Japanese waters. On 
June 12 the schooner Katharine was 
wrecked, while other vessels suffered 
the loss of hunters, and a whole 
poets crew belonging to a Victoria

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JAMESON GOES TO PRISON. 


Lord Raasell Charged Against the Ratders 
and They Were Sentenced to Terms 
or Imprisonment, 

London, July 28.—The case of Dr 
Jameson, Major Sir John Willoughby, 
Major Raleigh Grey, Col, H. F. White, 
Major R, White and Hon. Henry F. 
Coventry, who took prominent parts 
in the recent raid into the Transvaal, 
Was continued in the High Court of 
Justice this morning before Lord Chief 
Justice Russell, Baron Pollock and 
Justice Hawkins. The defendants are 
charged with violating the Fareign 
IWnlistment Act of 1870, in that they 
took part in an armed expedition 
against a state with which Great Bri- 
(ain was at peace. Yesterday counsel 
for the defence and the prosecution 
submitted their cases and at half-past 
10 o'clock this morning Lord Chief 
Jurtice Russell began to sum up the 
cuse, At that time the court room was 
crowded, interest in the case reviving 
as it drew to a close, Among those 
present were many well-known 
Clety ladies. 

In summing up Lord Russell empha- 
sized the importance of the trial. He 
Said that the crime with which the de- 
ferdants were charged might entail 
consequences which nobody could fore- 
Bee, There had been no attempt to 
sainsay the statements of the witness- 
es for the prosecution, but if the Jury 
had any real doubt as to the nature 
ot the defendants’ acts they must 
Give them the benefit of it. Continu- 
ig, the Lord Chief Justice said that 
jf such things as the defendants were 
charged with had been done by the 
Queen's authority they would have 
“mounted to an act of war. Done by

Bubear and Barry Gave Them a Hace for 


Half the Distance, but After That tt 


was a Processton—Durnan and Hackett 


Were Beaten From the Start—Fine 


Weather and Great Crowds. 
Halifax, July 20.—To-day'’s aquatle events 

wore even more eaful than 

the first day of the summer carnival, the 
harbor presenting a perfect surface and 

the wind blowing barely a breath, with a 

clear sky above, The crowd of spectators 

in bonts and on the shores was larger by 
) some thousands than that which witnessed 
yesterday's contests, 

The three-mile race In double-sculls, the 
most Important one of the afternoon, was 
got away o'clock Three pairs 
started—Gandaur and Rogers, Bubear and 
Barry, Durnay and Hackett, 

Tho race between two of the pairs was 
a fine spectacle until the turning buoys 
wore reached, and then It lapsed Into a pro- 
Cosson, In which Gaudaur and Rogers held 
the front position. The Englishmen, Bu- 
bear and Barry, caught the water just a 
little bit ahead of the others and pushed 
ahead, but they were unable to malntaln 
the adyantage for long. Gaudaur and Rog- 
ers worked hard, evidently determined to 
place themselves In front as early in tho 
race as possible, and before more than a 
quarter of a mile bad Ween covered they 
had obtained this object. Bubear and Bar- 
ry held on manfully and pushed their op- 
pensar bard, while Durnan and Hackett 
kept close to the others and seemed for a 
time likely to make the two leaders keep 
up their speed to the end, Gaudaur and 
Rogers were pulling a 37 stroke, and the 
British pair put in about one stroke more 
to the minute, but the slower stroke was 
doing the best work, and inch by inch the 
Canadian champlon and bis American mate 
were drawing away. They cut the water 
clean with thelr oa#s, while the Pngilsh- 
men splashed considerably. 

When Gaudaur and Rogers wero between 
two and three lengths to the good they 
dropped their stroke to 34, then to 33. 
Three-quarters of a mile from the start 
Barry and Bubear appeared te pick up a 
little, but the leaders were watching them 
closely, and managed to keep the distance 
between them from growling Jess. Shortly 
after this Hackett and Durnan turned aside 
from the course and rowed to their quar- 
ters. Gaudaur and Rogers made a good 
turn, but were only half a second ahead of 
the other shell, After the turn Bubear 
kept his oar dipped a great deal, and this 
caused a loss of probably two seconds to 
his boat. Geudaur and Rogers rowed to- 
wards home with a slow, easy stroke, and 
half a mile from the finish were leading 
by about 10 lengths, increasing the dis- 
tance In the next quarter of a mile and 
aenbllng if by the time they crossed the 

ne. 

Bubear and Barry seemed to weaken on 
thelr way home, and their strokes dropped 
to 31 to the minute. Gaudaur and Rogers 
finished in 18.43%, amidst the cheers 
of spectators and the shrieking of whistles. 
The Englishmen reached home just 38% 
seconds behind them. 

Six crews started In the gig race for 
boats from the warships, and the Crescents 
No. 2 won as they pleased with Orescents 
No. I second. 

The open cutter raco between three 
crews from the Royal Engineers, the cable 
steamer Mackay-Bennett and H.M.S_ Tar- 
tar proved a dend heat between the two 
first-mentioned, when time allowance was 
reckoned, the Engineers having finished 
first, and these may row it over again. 

A four-oared lapstroak race was contest- 
ed by a Halifax crew and a St. John crew, 
the latter winning easily. The victors 
are the same men who will row in the 
four-oared International race Friday.

Tho wxpenditure ia 
1804 was $4,068,257, And more than that 
Sandfiold Macdonald's surplus of $5,000,- 
000 in hard cash is gone, The debt in 
1871 was nothing ; in 1893 it was $1,401, - 
598, payable under tho annuity system ox- 
tonding over a period of 40 yoars. They 
had also sold about $18,000,000 worth of 
the pooplo's timber and spent the money, 
In Ontario the expenditure under a Liberal 
Administration, has doubled, and the debt 
grown from nothing to the figure given 
above. 

In Quebec a Liberal Government came 
into power in January in 1887, The ex- 
penditure in 1886 was $3,032,607 ; in 1891, 
when the Liberal Government went out, it 
was $4,095,520. In 1886 the debt of Que 
beo was $19,068,023 ; in 1891 it was $25,- 
842,148. A Liberal Administration in 
Quebec, in five years increased the ex- 
penditure by one-third and the debt to 
practically the same extent. It also incur- 
red liabilities on behalf of the Province 
which have since become a charge upon ils 
revenues, and necessitated the borrowing 
of some five millions more. 

In Nova Scotia the Liberals camo into 
power in July 1884. The exponditures 
in 1883 was $541,099; in 1892 it was 
$822,462. Tho debt of Nova Scctia in 
1884 was $1,014,744; in 1893 it was $3,- 
142,923. The Liberals in Nova Scotia 
hayeincreased the expenditure by one-third 
and multiplied the debt three times, 

In New Brunswick the Liberals came 
into power in March, 1883. [n 1882 the 
expenditure was $614,236 ; it 1893 it was 
$696,000. In 1888 the debt of New Bruns- 
wick was $1,268,272; in 1893 it was £2,- 
752,297. The Liberals in New Brunswick 
increased the expenditure, and more then 
doubled the debt.

Colonel R. I, Dodge, who was station 
ed for years on the frontier, where he 
had abundant opportunity to atudy the 
Indian, has written @ beok about them. 
In it he tells of the flendish cruelly of 
a party of Comanches who captured 
a Mexioan during a raid They started 
wtih him to their camp across what are 
called the "Stake Plaina”’ 

“At @ water-bole on this tableland,” 
continues Colonel Dodge, ‘the party 
halted for several days. Telling the 
prisoner they wanted it for some rem 
ligious ceremony, they set him to dig- 
ging @ hole in the ground Working 
with a knife and hands, he in a day 
or two completed a pit about three 
feet in diameter and over five feet 
deep. Barly the next morning a rope 
was tied about the ankles of the cap- 
tive and wound spirally round his legs 
and body to the neck, binding his arms 
tightly to hie sides, Kigid and im~ 
movadle, the man was then planted 
upright, like a post In the hole, the 
dirt Milled In and tightly rammed down 
around him. When all was comipleted 
nothing but his head was visible. Then 
they scalped his head, cut off his lips 
and eyelids, taunted and left him. 

“On their arrival in camp the party 
described in detail their punishment 
of the Mexican, and in all the tribe 
it was regarded as an exquisite piece 
of pleasantry. The man would live

Her 
sense of touch became her eyes, She 
received impressions from the outside 
world by vibration, by touch, and by 
the spelling of words into her hand by 
means of the so-called manual alpha- 
bet. 

Miss Keller bas in this way learned 
to speak English, French and German, 
with almost equal facility, Since the 
has been a pupil of the Wright-Huma- 
son school in this city she has read 
many of the German and French clas- 
sics by means of raised letters, Ina 
clear, weil-modulated voice she quotes 
Shakespeare, Schiller and Racine, 

A Frenchman whom the girl met 
recently, heard her epeak, and did not 
detect her inability to see and hear 
until she astonished him by putting 
her fingers to his lips to ascertain what 
he was saying. Her eyes are clear and 
bright. Her face Is cheerful, and she 
has none of the hopeless look so com- 
mon to those who are blind. 

She has made some progress in math- 
ematics, although on account of her 
imaginative and poetic disposition she 
does not reach the average in the ¢x- 
act sclences. She has written some 
eketches which show an insight and 
observation which would hardly seem 
possible to one with such limitations, 
She has an exceptional gift of language 
and her produotions are rhetorically 
perfect. 

She will be accompanied during her 
college course by Miss Sullivan, who 
will interpret to her by a sort of tele- 
graph upon the palm of the hand what 
the teachers are saying. She will sit in 
the class room, and were it not for the 
woman beside her constantly holding 
her hand, it would be impossible to dis- 
tinguish her from the wide-eyed and 
bright-faced young women around her. 
She has attained such perfection in us- 
ing the voice, which she has never her- 
self heard, that her accent and empha- 
sis are entirely natural,

It has been sald of her that “her ac- 
complishments and intellect are trifles 
in comparison with her exquisite char- 
acter.’ Deprived, when about eighteen 
months old, of both sight and hearing 
by a terrible fever, she never acquire a 
speech and remained deaf, dumb and 
blind untH 7 years of age, when Miss 
Anna Sullivan was sent by Mr. Anag- 
nos, director of the Perkins Institufe 
for the Blind, at Boston, to Instruct 
her, What followed is now well known, 
She rapidly acquired speech, and how, 
when but a few weeks over 16, she 
speaks not only the English language, 
but also French and German, and will 
enter Harvard to complete her 
general education. Her progress has 
been marvelous in the widest sense of 
the term, and the previous training of

Express Smashes Into an Ex- 
cursion Train. 





Forty-Two Persons Met Instant Death and 
Eighty Passengers Were Iujured, Many 
Fatally - Most of the Dead and Wounded 
Belonged to Bridgeton, N.J,- Terrible 
Scene Near Atlantic City. 


Atlantic City, N.J., July 30.—A_ ter- 
rible railroad catastrophe took place 
about two miles out of this city short- 
ly after 6.30 o'clock this evening, re- 
sulting in the death of 42 people, as far 
as now can be learned, and the wound- 
ing of 80 others. 

A train left here, consisting of seven 
cars over the West Jersey Railroad, 
bearing a special excursion of Red 
Men and their friends of Bridgetown, 
N.J., and Salem and had reached the 
crossing of the Reading Raliroad, 
when it was struck by the 6.40 down 
express from Philadejphia, demolish- 
ing two cars and telescoping two fol- 
lowing. 

The engine of the Reading train be- 
came a total wreck, killing the en- 
gineer and fatally injuring the fire- 
man, and the car behind it also was 
thrown from the track and many of its 
occupants killed or injured, 

The responsibility for the collision 
has not yet been placed, but Willam 
Thurlow, the operator at the Block 
Tower, situated at the crossing, has 
been arrested by order of the coroner. 

Leaving this city the tracks of the 


West Jersey Road run parailel to 
those of the Camden and Atlantic un- 
til after they cross the drawbridge, 
when they switch off to the south, 
crossing the Reading Road at an obli- 
que angle. 

John Greiner, the engineer of the 
West Jersey train, saw the Reading 
train approacksing the crossing at @ 
swift speed, but as the signals were 
open for him to proceed on his way he 
continued. His engine had barely 
cleared the track of the Reading when 
the locomotive of the latter Ttraln, 
whioh left Philadelphia at 5.40 p.m., 
struck the first car full In the centre, 
throwing it far off the track into a 
nearby ditch, and completely submerg- 
Ing it. The second car of the West Jer- 

\ sey train was also carried into the 
ditch, the third and fourth cars be- 
ing telescoped. The engine of the Read- 
ing train was thrown to the other 
side of the track, carrying with it the 
first coach. 

A few minutes after the collision, to 
add to the horror of the situation,the 
boller of the Reading locomotive ex- 
Dloded, scalding several to death and

Halifax, N.S., July 30.—One of tho 
greatest features of the carnival pro- 
gram was the harbor illumination to- 
night. It began shortly after dark and 


wis on & magnificent scale, It was a 


whole carnival in itself, Hlectricity, 
freworks, Chinese lanterns, gas, bon- 
fires, electric searchiights, ship's lan 


terns and everything that could make 


a spark or a glimmer contributed to 
the displa'y The opening overture 
was a salute from the wavy guns in 
the fort on George's Island, The first 
gun Was fired at 8.30 o'clock and In- 
stantly 500 lighted balloons were re- 


leased from a barge in the harbor and 
made @ beautiful picture in the asce 
sicn. Some of these were 25 feet long 


and their use was a new idea in ilum- 


ue 


ination, The torch was applied to the 
first bonfire on the harbor shores dur- 
ing the time the balloon ascensions 


were taking place and nine other bon- 
fires, ranging along the Hastern snore 
from Fort Clarence to Black Hock, 
were fired in short succession there- 
after, The first display of freworks 
then took place from the lumber yards, 
a second occurred from a point In the 
centre of the harbor, and after the 
procession of illuminated craft had 
been formed and got in motion, and uo 
third display took place at the same 
time upon the return of the illumin- 
ated procession, after rounding the 
ships of war moored off the dockyard. 
The grand pyrotechnic display con- 
sisted of Roman candles massed to- 
gether fired at one and the same time, 
filling the atmosphere with stars and 
rings of gold, red, green, crimson, am- 
ber, and azure; Phoenix batteries, 
which displayed colored balls of every 
shade, afterwards turning to a second 
battery containing nests of flery ser- 
pents; golden fountains, discharging 
immense gold and silver showers, re- 
sembling a fountain of living fire, 
mines assorted in varieties of flor- 
al serpents; meteoric golden spray, 
colored stars, rockets and a great vart- 
ety of other pieces, 

‘the moving procession of gaily-light- 
éd and decorated boats was an exceed- 
ingly pretty and striking one. ‘The 
boats were all supplied with colorea 
fires, which were burning constantly. 
A great number of steamers, yachts 
and small boats took part In the par- 





ade, which was divided Into tnree sec- 
tions. 
Four searchiights were operated 


from the British warships Tartar and 
Intrepid. H.M.S, Crescent was lighted 
at this time from stem to stern and 
to the masthead with an immense 
number of incandescent lamps. It was 
similar to the illumination which ar- 
tracted so much attention on H.M.S 
Blake in New York three years ago. 

On the arrival of the procession of 
boats at the warships a signal in the 
form of a shower of rockets changed 
the illumination of ships to blue Menhts, 
and for 18 minutes they continued un- 
der this form. Another shower of rock- 
ets at the expiration of the quarter or 
an hour restored the incandescent ll- 
lumination, 

At 10.30 o'clock the blowing up of an 
old barque took place in the middle 
of the harbor. The doomed barque 
was piled with several hundred sugar 
barrels, containing a great quantity 
explosives and chemicals 
ed by submarine battery, Illustrating 
the submarine defences of the Port of 
Halifax.

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GREAT FIRE AT MONTREAL, 


The Exhibition Batldings Almost Totally 
Destroyed —Loss 150,000. H ild- 
Ing Will Begin at Onee, 


Montreal, July 30,—Th« Exhibition 
buildings here were almost totally de 
Stroyed by fire this morning at an early 
hour, It wes ghortty alter 1 o'clock 
that the Mames broke out in the pow- 
of the Montreal Park and Is 
land Rullway Company, situated at 
the north end of the Exhibition 
grounds, The buildings were of very 
inflammable material and the flames 
Spread with great rapidity. When the 
first alarm was rung in from box 224 
the fire apparatus from the upper part 





er house 


Was then tearing down to the fire on 
lower St. Peter-street, and that por- 
tion of the clty was left without any 
protection excepting such as might 
be given by the fire brigades of St, 
Louls du Mile End and Coteau St. 
Louis. 


A stiff breeze was blowing from the 
northwest, which carried the flames 
into the main exhibition bullding, a 
large wooden structure with a glass 
dome. In the twinkling of an eye the 
whole fabric was one mass of flames, 

In the meantime successive alarms 
were being sent in. But all the fire ap- 


paratus was busily engaged down 
town and the gongs in the stations 
clanged out in vain. When the reels, 


ladders and engines did get started 
on their long up-hill run the sky was 


brilliantly illuminated, and hundreds 
of people left their beds to take in 
the spectacle. 


By the time the first detachment of 
firemen reached the scene the power 
house of the Montreal Park and Is- 
land Rallway, the main structure of 
the large group of bulldings,and the en- 
Eine house on the eastern side of the 
grounds were reduced to ashes, At 
that stage the wind was carrying the 
flames down towards Mount Royal- 
avenue, among the live stock bulld- 
ings. The heat from the burning struc- 
tures was intense, and the firemen 
could not get close enough to do ef- 
fective work. At any rate the streaias 
which were playing on the flames were 
insignificant compared with the sea of 
fire with which they were intended 
to cope. 

At 3 o'clock a strong northwest wind 
was blowing, and the fire was spread- 
ing to the sheds and across Mount 
Royal-avenue to Machinery Hall and 
other buildings. By daybreak the 
buildings north of Mount Royal-ave- 
nue had been consumed. A quantity 
of hose was destroyed and one engine 
had to be abandoned to the spreading 
flames. The amount of loss has not yet 
been ascertained, but it cannot be less 
than $150,000, 

Mr. 8S. C. Stevenson, secretary of the 
Exhibition Company, Says that the 
work of rebuilding will be commenced 
immediately, and that the exhibition 
Will be duly held next September. The 
loss to the Park and Island Railway 
is placed at $20,000.

No matter 
how unsound tho policy may be on general 
principles, there is no alternative for us 
but to adopt a policy on the same lines as 
the Liberals, and have the most hearty 
and close co-operation between Provincial 
and Dominion parties.” 

These are wise words of Sir Charles. 
The time has certainly come when Consor- 
vatives ought to meet the Liberals on their 
own ground. Conservatives have allowed 
their political opponents to carry the muni- 
cipal and county councils against them, 
and to doctor the voters’ lists for provin- 
cial purposes without interference in any 
marked degree, contenting themselves with 
drawing the lines on Dominion issues. 
Hence it comes that the provinces have 
been, by means of fraudnlent voters’ lists, 
won by the self-styled ‘‘ party of purity.” 
Then, the outworks thus secured, the 
besiegers have united and made a success- 
ful attack upon the citadel. 

If, after this painful experience, our 
party does not follew its plain duty, as 
outlined by our leader, it will be their own 
fault if the Liberals secure themselves as 
firmly in power at Ottawa as they have 
done in the provinces in which they now 
hold the reins of office.

DOG DAYS AT TUE POLK, 


A Plo‘ uro of the Arctio Regions ion Summor 
—Not a Realm of Ice and Snow, but a 
Land of Flowers, Butterfltes, Becs and 
Mosquitocs. 


Just now every one thinks more or less 
of the Arctic regions. The world is yet 
wondering concerning Nansen. An intrepid 
balloonist is sailing forthe pole. An anti- 
Row interest centres in our recent visitor, 

orchegrevink, who goes with the Antarctic 
party from London in September. Other 
expeditions are being organized or promul- 
gated. 

While we are gasping in the enervating 
heat of July's sun, we may think enviously 
of those whose home is the far North. 
Teuly, they are to be envied at present, en- 
joying as they do at this season a climate as 
perfect as is to be found anywhere in the 
world, 

Despite the vast amount of knowledge 
concerning the Arctic regions, which of late 
years has bien spread broadcast, the popular 
misconceptions are as many and as great as 
when they were shared by the savants 
themselves, The averege person conceives 
of the region beyond the Arctic circle as a 
realm of cold horrors and little beside, The 
scene conjured by such Imagination is one 
of snow and icebergs, stormy coasts, tem- 
pestuous seas, a climate of intolerable 
severity, with gloomy skies brooding over 
all. Of course, snow and ice are character. 
istic of the Arctic portion of our globe, but 
there are limitationsas to the ice and snow, 
and there are other couditions wholly d«- 
lightfal. I propose forthwith in a few 
words to present « trus Arctic picture, 
though it is the direct opposite of ordinary 
beliefs concerning the extreme North, 

Here we are in Westera Greenland. It is 
Jaly, and midoight. The sun shines clear 
and singularly lustrous. Its beams seem to 
penetrate with a mild warmth at once 
genial and stimulating. The air is alinost 
motionless, and balmy as on a May day in 
the South. The landscap: is of variugated 
tints, the green of the herbage interspersed 
with frequent clusters of flowers in the 
Sheltered spots. Butterilies and many in- 
sects wing a merry flight. Sometimes the 
mild din ofa bumblebee is heard, Scores 
of dainty streams and rivulets hasten in 
1ollicking course to the sea, the waves of 
which lie placid and shimmering. Merry- 
throated birds sing their orisons to the sun. 
There isa lingering line of snow onthe 
inland mountaiu peaks, but here at hand is 
the buzzing of myriads of mosquitoes, mos- 
quitoes of a size and ferocity that would 
hardly shame the listant plains of New 
Jersey. 

This is the summer in the North, and sur- 
prising as it may be to most, that description 
ppp to thousands of miles within the cir- 
cle. Itis the same in both the eastern an: 
western hemispheres, 

The truth of the matter is that the gener- 
al opinion ascribes to the arctic regions a 
prevalence of its winter season throughout 
the twelve months. The winter is c reary 
and severe, though it has many attractive 
qualities. Butthe winter is limited. In 


May the alr begins to lose its intense cold. | 


ness, it even attains to that moderation 
with which we are familiar ia the early 
April. June, July and August are really 
summer months, with all the attributes of 
the season. September retains something 
of the same charm, though only feeble 
traces are to be found in the onslaught of 
cold in October. 

Duriog the summer the temperature is 
both mild and equable. The mercury 
stands at about the ietsla point in the 
shade. Thic temperature is muaiotained 
even on an clevation of 3,000 fect. The full 
force of the sun, however, is of remarkable 
effect. Outofthe shade the thermometer 
usually registers something more than 70 
degrees Fahrenheit. Often 80 degrees, 
sometimes more, is reached, 


Beneath the benign influence of this heat, | 


a'ded by the abundant moisture from the 
melted ice and snow, we may expect and 
we find fertile areas, even in the extreme 
north, where vegetation is profuse, Cer 
tain protected slopes are made unspeakably 
beautiful by the luxuriance of the flowers. 
Mountain pioks, potentillas, suxifrages, 
drabas, and buttercups flourish in exuber 
ant plenty, along with various grasses aud 
lichens. Fields of the yellow poppy are 
suggestive of hottest Indla. Recent classi 
fication shows that there are existent in the 
American Polar tract, north of the 
eighteenth perelle) of latitude, 75 species of 
lowering plants, besides the multitude of 
mosses, 

After an understanding of the extent of 
fe Phares fa the north, oue will readily 
believe that the country there Is not per 
petually ice-bound. Doubtless it will ex- 
cite much astonishment in m any, but it is 


of the earth that retains a covering of snow 
throughout the year. The heights 
bound by their Ice caps without intermls 
sion, but on the sea level the ice and snow 
disappear for two or three months annually, 
This is true as well of the m nor el vations, 
up to two, or, perh ips, three thousand fect 
above the sea.

Tho Ability to Few Is Heo ming One of 
the Things of the Past. 


(Chicago Chronicle.) 

There isa real danger that fine sewing 
will become one of the lost arts, and that it 
will be with women as with men,only those 
whose sole profession it is can handily hold 
a needle, As women grow more Rud oxe 
like men in their attachments and protes- 
sious,this may be a necessity of the change. 
Kteady-made clothing, and even mendino 
and darning done in the shops help all this 
along, as well as the multifarous other 
duties which press upon a little girl's atten 
tion, which absorb her Jater years, and 
which leave her, a3 a wonian, scant time 
and little knowledge to “ take a stitch " for 
herself or for others. 

She, In turn, is not competent to instruct 
her children, and so the evil extends, and 
has even now extended, until one sees com- 
paratively few women any more who can do 
the exquisite sewing which was common 
before the days of the machine, Yet there 
are certain things which cannot be done 
well by machines, and which cost enor- 
mously if one goes to the city headquarters 
forthem. She who isa perfect mistress of 
felling and hemming, tucking and gather- 
ing, should be able to turn her talent to ac- 
count, 

Not only may she establish a sewing class 
for wirls,and iapart tothem knowledge 
which she possesses, but she may also make 
aspecialty of dolls’ wardrobes, of babies’ 
layettes, of children’s clothing, and of bridal 
outfits. There is in a Southern city a woman 
whose whole good Income is derived from 
Cho infants’ flae wardrobes which she pre- 
pares. There is noreason why her example 
should not be followed elsewhere. 

In this case, asin all others of amateur 
work, the general rule should be enforced— 
vonscientious work ata modest sum. Any 
one whs can sew well.is able todo fine 
mending. Likewise one often wonders that 
~he did not turn her thoughts to making up 
the countless pretty things which a deft 
pair of flowers find so easy, and which most 
of us have to go without. A yillage dry- 
goods shop would sell these on a percent- 
age. Do you know itis almost impossible 
to obtain readymade a widow's cap? If one 
could make one, one could make other such 
tluinty gear as well. And one should do it,

The Oldost Rosebush in the 
World, 
Scientific American, 
The oldest rosebush in the world is 


found at Hildesheim, a small city of Tlan- 
over, whore it emerges from the subsoil of 
the church of the cometery. Its roots are 
found in the subsoil, and the primitive 
stem has been dead for a long time, but 
the now sloms have made a passage through 
a creyico in the wall, and cover almost the 
entire church with their branches for a 
width and height of 40 feet. Tho age of 
this tree is interesting, both to botanists 
and gardeners, According to tradition, 
the Hildeshoim rosebush was planted by 
Charlemagne in 833, and the church having 
been burned down in the eleventh century, 
the root continued to grow in the subsoil.

“I repeat it: The action which I 
have resolved on taking Is based upon 
the reports of the heads of the various 
branches,to whom I have left for the 
moment the full responsibility of the 
selection which has been made. 

"The heading which I have given 
this article deserves the attention of 
all men of good falth. Is the Govern- 
ment a hospital or a house of rest ?In 
other words,is it the duty of the Gov- 
ernment to keep in its employ hun- 
dreds and thousands of persons whose 
Services are not necessary to the ad- 
ministration of affairs ? Is it right to 
tax commerce, industry and the work- 
ing classes to feed a veritable army 
of public servants ? 

“IT have not made a single dismissal 
for political cause. I do not bind my- 
self not to make any. I simply state 
that I have not made any. A state 
employe who plunges Into the electoral 
melee naturally takes the risk of be- 
ing dismissed if the party which he is 
fighting reaches power, If his party 
triumphs he may expect to be reward- 
ed by more rapid promotion.

HOW THEIR PLOT FAILED. 





Cuban Prisoners on the Isle of Pines 
Wanted to Gain Liberty, But a 
Woman's Tongue Spoiled it All. 
Madrid, July 30.—The Havana cor- 
respondent of The Imparcia)] telegraphs 
further details of the attempted rising 
among the political prisoners confined 
on the Isle of Pines, It is almost cer- 
tain that the plot would have been suc 
cessfully carried out had it not been 
unintentionally betrayed by & woman 
through her anxiety for its accome 
plishment. Since the outbreak of the 
insurrection a great number of per- 
s0ns Who were kbown fo be supporters 
of the rebels, or who were suspected 
of secretly aiding them, have been 
transported to the Isle of Pines, which 
lies 50 miles off the southwestern part 
of Cuba. Among the prisoners are @ 
number of women, who, it is learned, 
took an active part In the conspiracy. 
The prisoners are nominally confined 
in the island cities of Nueva, Geriona 
and Santa Be, the capital, but they 
are allowed more or less Uberty, 8&0 
cording to the nature of the offences, 
strong military guards being employ 
ed to prevent the prisoners leaving the 
citles and attempting to reach the 
shores of the imands, It appears that 
some of the more desperate of the Cu- 
bans in Santa Fe concluded that if all 
the prisoners combined they would be 
able to overcome thelr guards and 
make their way to liberty. Their plano 
was to selze the arms of the troops, 
while the latter were at church, and 
then make their way to the coast, 
where they Intended to capture a gun~ 
boat that is employed datmg patrol 

duty around the island, 

Another detail of the plan was to 
seize Col. Berriz, the Governor of the 
island, while he wae going to mass, 
and hang him. Some of the Cubans 
apparently hung back from this part 
of the plan, and it wae while they were 
being urged on by one of the women 
conspirators that the plot wae betray 
ed. Some solflers who were passing 
the place where the Cubans were gath- 
ered heard the woman, whowee excite 
ment had got the better of her Macre- 
tlon. vehemently exhorting the men to 
capture the Governor and kill him. 
The soldters immeltately tnformed the 
Governor of the plot, and the prompt- 
est measures Were taken to frustrate 
and punish the oconsptrators, The wo- 
man who had been heard urging the 
Cubans to hang the Governor, and 20 
men who are suspected of bene the 
ringleaders of the proposed revolt,were 


at once placed m trone They will be 
sent to Havann for trtal by a court 
martial. The others who are implicat 
ed in the plot learned of ite betrayal 
and fled to the far Interior of the ts 
land, wherein a mrountainous country 
and broad swamps abound, and the aw 


thorities will have a hard task to on 
ture them unless, they are forced
